The affairs punctually examined each time by twenty-fbuf

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BOOK the Houfe of Auftria, which 'had continued without 
^ ^* J interruption for three centuries. There were at 
firft, indeed, fome hopes at Vienna, that Charles's 
fon-in-law, Francis of Lorra!ne, who was then Grand 
Duke of Tufeany, would be elefted Emperor, and 
that Vienna therefore would remain ds ufual the 
feat of the Imperial Covni i but this hope foon va- 
niihed, and a variety of circumftances concurred, 
which threatened feveral important changes in, if not 
a total fubverfion of^ the Gernmnic conftitution. The 
Initerrcgnum itfelf, before a new elcdion was ac- 
^timplifhed^ waA attended by a number of remark- 
able circumftjiiities» 

The recoUeftion of the difpute concerning the 
Vics^riate of the Ejnpire between the Bavarian and 
Palatine Houfes^oA the death of Ferdinand 111, gave 
fome caufe fot apprehenfion at prefetit (a). This 
affair did not ocCafioh any difturbance at the 
death of Jpiepb I, becaufe the Elector etf Bavaria 
wa$ at thai jundure under the b&n of th^ Empire, 
lb that the EleiCIo^ Palatine had no opponent. 
The e^ped:ation ei the public was now raif^gd, 
and waited the refuk, when it was fuddenly dif- 
covered tb^t not 9Ply this difpute between the two 
HoUfes had been fettled in the year 1724, but that 
a general Family C^mpaft likewife had been con« 
.eluded, which comprehended a variety of important 
articles.

The difference of religion, which fubdflcd be- CJIAP. 
twecn the two hbufes, fo long as the Electoral line ^ J ^ 
of Palatine-Simmern, which was of the Calviniftical 
perfualionj flouriibed, had certainly a confiderable 
influence. Now that the Catholic Houfe^f Pala- 
tme-Neuburg fucceeded to the Palatine Elcdo- 
rate, there was much lefs difficulty, upon the re- 
doration of the Bavarian Houfe to its former honours, 
in confequence of the peace of Baden, to bring 
them to a nearer connexion with each other. This 
was at lad accomplifhed by means of the treaty of 
union already mentioned, which was privately con- 
cluded by the two houfcs on the 5th of May, 1724 ; 
and as Francis Lewis, who was at that time Eledor 
' of Treves, was a brother of the Eledlor Palatine, 
and Clement Auguflus, Eledor of Cologne, a fon 
of the Eledor of Bavaria, both thofe Spiritual Elec* 
tors were included in the treaty. . ' 

This Family Compaft, which was in many re- 
fpeds^ of fuch importance to the conftitution of the 
Empire, in the, firft place renewed certain ancient 
treaties of the years 1490, 1529, and 1674, fo far 
as they were hot inconfiftent with the peace of Weft- 
phalia — After this both Houfes bound themfclves to 
proteft each other in the pofleffion of their territories 
and privileges ; and for this purpofe it was enjoined, 
that they IHould adopt the fame meafures at all pub- 
lic meetings of the States, and aft for the inrereft 
of each other in all negociations with the Imperial 
or other Courts, or ejfe where any particular views 
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BOOK or treaties prevented this, to avoid any oppofition, by 
. * , remaining neutral. They further promifed to fup- 
port each other, in cafe pf an attack, with all their 
forces ; and, on this account, that each Electoral Haufe 
fhould keep a flanding army of 8000 men, 2000 
cavalry, and ^6000 infantry. That all the Princes 
likewife defcending from the joint Bavarian and Pa- 
latine houfes, who fhould obtain ecclefiaftical Eledro- 
rates or Principalities, fhould of courfe be included in 
the treaty. It was moreover enjoined, by a feparate 
article, that mutual affiftance fhould be granted, parti- 
cularly in cafe of any moleftation on account of the 
Catholic religion. That one Houfe fhould in like man- 
ner endeavour to promote the advantage of the other,* 
in cafes of Matrimony, ele&ions to Bifhopricks, or 
Coadjutorfhips. That, on the other hand, both 
Houfes fhould always withhold their confcnt to the 
claims of the Princes refpefting a perpetual capitu- 
lation, and their equality with the Eleftors, and 
oppofe the introduction of new Princes to the utmoft 
of their power (aj^ 

With refpedl to the Vicariate of. the Rhine, it 
was fettled in the convention, that the Bavarian and 
* Palatine Houfes fhould have the adminiftration in 
common; and that for this end, whenever the Im- 
perial throne was vacant, a joint .court of judi- 
dicature fhould be eftablifhed at Augfburg.

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All this was put in execution immediately after CHAP, 
the death oF Charles VI ; but a queftion arofe now, » [ y 
whether the two Courts of Munich and Manheim 
could make this alteration in the Rhenifh 
Vicariate, of their own accord, without firfl: ob- 
taining the confent of the Emperor and Empire. 
Jt was confidered by many as a deviation from the 
Golden Bull, to have three adminiftrators of the 
Empire in future, inftead of the two which are there 
exprefsly mentioned, viz. the Palatinate and Saxony, 
And as a deviation from the cuftom hitherto pre- 
vailing, that a Vicariate Court of Judicature, which 
was in the place of the Aulic Council, fliould be held 
in another place, viz. an Imperial city, and not at 
the court of the Vicar of the Empire. 

The Eledoral Court of Saxony took no part in 
this alteration ; fo that no agreement could be 
made refpedting a common feal, which was other- 
wife cuftomary, to be made ufe of in the Imperial 
Chamber during an Interregnum. Orr this account, 
as long as the Interregnum lafted, no bufinefs could 
come to any formal iffue at Wetzlar ; a circumftance 
which occafioned, among other things, the greatcfl: 
inconvenience to the perfons employed in chancery, 
as their falaries depended entirely on the fees which 
were paid when any formal afts of the courts were 
executed. 

Befides this, the Vicariate Court of Judicature at 

Augfburg was not acknowledged by moft of the 
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BOOK States of the Empire ; fo that, except in the difiriA: 
> ' , of the Saxon Vicariate, there was alrooft a total ccf- 
fation in the adminiftration of juftice. Thi$ Ap- 
peared fo difficult to remedy, that the Vicarial 
Courts themfelves were under the neceffity of taking 
the matter into confideration, and uniting in the 
cfiabliifatnent of fome other inftitution. 

In the capitulation at the ele&ion in the year 1 742, 
it was only faid, ** that as the circumflances which 
•' were already known had occurred, with rcfpeft 
** to the joint adminiftration which had been 
** agreed upon of the Rhenifh Vicariate, the affair 
" ihould be referred to the meeting of the States,** 
until which time the Emperor's approbation of the 
ads of the Vicariate^ which was otherwife ufual, was 
deferred, and on the preftnt occafion it was confined 
to the affairs of the Vicariate of Saxony alone ftf).

all the other female defcendants, aud even the daughter of the 
lad male heir — Although feveral lawyers wrrc of a different 
opinion, from a mifapplication of the principles of the Roman 
law,refj)e6ting conditfonal renunciations— MariaThcrclia, there- 
fore, iucceedcd according to the Pragmatic San£tion«*And 
undertook to exercife her ri^ht f>f votin); in beh.'.lf of Bohe* 
mia,to affifl in procuring her hulbind tp be tl^fttlcd Emperor—* 
But affairs took quite a different turn, by the King of Pruffia^s 
roarching his troops into S'^iefia, in order to fupport the

The grand objeft which attraded the attention 

c^f every one on the death of Charley VI, and on 

yrhich almoft all the other affairs of ftate depended, 

was the queftion. Whether the Pragmatic Sanftionjj 

the confiraiation of which the deceafed Emperor 

bad had fo m\ich at heart, would continue ya.lid ? 

As far as was then known, the oppoCtipn of the 

Court of Munich to the Pragmatic Sandion was the 

only obftacle not yet removed. The Eleftor of Bavaria 

did not grpund this oppofiticn fo much upon the 

right 6f his confort as a daughter pf the Emperor 

Jofeph, as upon hi$ own perfpnal claims in right of 

his great great gr^t gr^nd mother on his paternal 

fide, the wife of Albert V. Duke of Bavaiia, who 

was the daughter of the Emperor Ferdinard I ; an4 

though (he had at the time of her marriage made 

^he ufual renunciation pf her claims in favour of 

Jier brother and his male offspring, yet notwithftand- 

ing this, Ihe had made a refervation of her rights, in 

cafe of the extinftion of the Auftrian male line, an4 

their pofterity. 

This kind of claim, which i? ufually termed a, 
REGREDiENTERBSCHAFT (regrcffivc inheritance), is 
fo far well founded, that the daughter of a Prince 
and her defcendants^^ if they furyive the male line, 

to 
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to which they muft yield the family inheritance, CHAP, 
can no longer be injured by any former cxclufion, ' 
or renunciation of right.— For as far as the queftion 
does not concern any feudal eftates to which no fc- 
piale whatfpever can fuccecd, according to the right 
of fucceflSpn eftabliihed by cuftom in Germany, 
daughters and female defcendants in the boufes of 
Princes, when the male line is totally extind, have 
a right to claim the inheritance, fince the priority al- 
lowed to the male branch no longer exifts, to pre^ 
veat it. 

So far the Eled;or of BaVaria might legally afierf 
an excluiive preference as a defcendant in. the fe? 
male line from Ferdinand I, becaufe the male dcr ' 
fcendants of that^ Prince had hitherto fucceeded as 
|:he heirs of the Houfe of Auflria ; and the renuncia* 
tion made in their favour by Ferdinand^s daughters, 
from whom the Ele^or defcended, now that the 
Auftrian male branch was extindt could not be urged 
againft him. In Abort, there is no doubt but that the 
right of fucceffion of all the defcendants in the fe« 
male line, of the Houfe of Auftria was now open, 
and that the right of inheritance of the former mal^ 
branch, no longer exifted. 

But another queftion arifes here, on which the 
whole of the bufinefs turns. Was the right of in* 
heritance, which devolved to all the defcendants in 
X\ip female line, to defcend in an equal degree ? Or 
was th^re z^ c^rtaiQ order tQ.be obierved, fo that one 

brancj^ 
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BOOK branch ihould regularly fucceed the other in the en- 
joyment of the inheritance ; ought not the ^nore 
diflant branches to give place to thofe that are 
^nearer, and how was this degree of conlangninity 
€0 be legally determined? 

We muft here confider the nature of the cafe^ 
the mode of fucceffion.in the Houfes of the States 
of the Empire; and that there is a great difference 
between the right of fucceffion and the order of 
it. The right of fucceffion in the male line of a 
Princely Houfe defcends iqimediately from the firft 
proprietor to all his defcendantsj and this right 
can never be tran^erred to a ftranger, or alienated to 
his difadvantage. But, in order to preferve this 
right, the younger ions, in Houfes where the right 
of primogeniture is eftabliflied, or diftant branches^ 
as long as there are any nearer heurs, muft wait till 
they fucceed in order \ and the circumftance of the 
fucceffion liot falling to their lot during their life 
muft be confidered merely as a matter of chance. In 
the fame manner it is equally confiftent on the ex» 
tindion of the male branch, for the right of fuccef- 
fion to be open in the fame order to the defcendants 
of females ; that is, that the incapability of fuccef- 
^n which depended on the priority of the males, 
can no longer be prefumed. But does it follow, on 
this account, that the right of fucceffion is in that 
cafe equal to all? By no means! Neither will any 
one pretend to aflert, that all the defcendants of the 
former Auftrian Princefles could claim the right 

' of

Upon what grounds then was the order of fuccef^ 
(ion in the prefent cafe to be deteritained? Here 
again the point is fettled ; that though the right of ^ 
fuccelEon is always derived without dtflin&ton from 
the iirft pofleflbr, becaufe no future poflefibr can dc« 
prive the other defcendants of the firft, of it : and in 
this refped the German differs from the Roman oibdd 
of fucceffion, by which the polTefTor was indebted . 
to the laft deceaied ; yet^ with refped to the order of 
fuccefiion According to ail laws, however they are 
called, it can not be otherwife than that one muil 
wait for the death of the other, and regularly fuc- 
ceed according to bis near or difiant degree of cqior 
fangulnity. 

It is not neceflary to enquire here, whether this 
degree is to be determined by the tables contained 
in the Roman laws, according to the precedency of 
primogeniture, or other principles. It is enough, 
that where the queftion relates to the order, and not 
t6 the right of fucceffion, every thing depends upon 
the proximity of relationfliip. And here likewife ano- 
ther important principle in the German right of fuc- 
ccflion mull be confidered, that, when an inheritance 
once devolves to any particular line, it continues in 
that line till it is totally extind. 

If we apply this to the Auftrian Pragmatic Sane* 
tion, we fliaU find that' it was perfectly agreeable

,^ \^ the Princely Houfes, for the right of fucceffion on 

the death of Charies VI. to be open to all the female 

defcendants, and that nb preceding renunciation 

could be urged to their prejudice ; but, in the order 

of fuccefljon in the prefent inftance, the daughters 

who were laft deceafed, preceded the daughters of the 

brother deceafcd befote, and all the diftant female 

defcendantu of the former Princes of the Houfe. 

. The Bavarian Authors, as well as all the defenders 
of the regreffive inheritance, afferted now in vain, 
that the daughter, who had renounced her right, 
had done.it expreflly upon the condition of re- 
ferving her fucceffion in future, in cafe the male 
branch Ihould be extindt; that the renunciation, 
therefore, was only conditional, and ceafed as foon 
as the condition was broken, and the right, which 
until then was dormant, revived. This conclufioa 
would be very juft, if the renunciations made by 
the daughters of Princes were of the fame nature 
as the renunciation of a right, which was otherwife 
to be equally enjoyed, until the accomplilhment of 
any particular event ; but here this was not the cafe. 
In the moft ancient times, no Princefs who had bro- 
thers could claim the fucceffion, fo long as her bro- 
thers, or any of their male defcendants were living («). 
Nothing but the apprehenfion, arifing from, the too 
frequent application of the principles of the Roman 
Law fince the thirteenth century, occafioned the in-

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trodudlon of thefe renunciations^ not) as an opinion C H A P« 
prevailed that a daughter was entitled to fucceed if . ^^* ^ 
Ihe did not formally renounce her right, but only by 
way of precaution, that fuch daughters, or their de- 
fcendants, might be the lefs induced to advance claims 
which they could have no pretenfions to. In moft 
Houfes it was generally fettled by particular family 
compads, that, notwithftanding any renunciations, 
daughters and female defcendants ihould always be 
^preceded by the males. 

If the Archdutchefs Anna, therefore, when flic 
was married to Duke Albert V, of Bavaria, had 
made no renunciation, dill fhe would not have had a 
right of fucceflion fo long as any of the male off- 
fpring of , either of her brothers lived ; and fuppofing 
even that ihe made the renunciation only until the 
cxtindion of the male defcendants, dill it could not 
be on that account pretended, that when this event 
happened a right revived, which might have been 
enforced at the time of the renunciation ; or rather, 
that the poderity of this Archdutchefs Anna was 
to take place of all the other female defcendants, and 
even before the daughters of the male heir, who was 
lall deccafed. 

In ihort, accorcling to the real principles of the 
/ights of the Germanic Princes, the claims of the 
Bavarian Houfe were not of fuch a nature as to, inva- 
lidate the legality of the Pragmatic Sandion ; thpugb 
at that period many lawyers, who had imbibed the 

inapplicable 
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BOOK inapplicable priik:ipk9 of the Roman code, coniider- 
ed the doArine of regreflive inheritance in general as 
thoroughly eflablifhed ; but hcFC, however, the mat- 
ter was referred to a very different decifion than the 
mere authority of a code of lawsi, 

Blaria Therefia, upon the ftrength of the Pragma- 
tic Sandtion, which was guaranteed by fo many 
Powers, as foon as her father died, took immediate 
poflelEon of all his territories. She alfo flattered 
herfelf that her confort, the Grand Duke of Tufcany, 
would have the majority of votes in his fs^vour at the 
eleftion of an Emperor. At Vienna it feemed to be 
generally thought, and not wifhout the greateft 
probability, that the votes of Mentz, Treves, 
Saxony, and Hanover, were certain; and reckon- 
ing the fingle vote of Bohemia, the election theii was 
gained. 

With refpeft to Bohemia, the only difficulty 
feemed to be, whether a female could vote ? At 
leaftt if Maria Therefia attended the eledion as 
<^ueen of Bohemia, it would have been the firft 
inftatice of the kind. In order to prevent all 
doubts concerning this, (he declared her huftand, 
Nov. 20, 1740, Co*regent, and that ihe transferred 
her right of voting to him. This however only 
inereafed the difficulty; and while it wa9 in agitation, 
tn Nitnexpe&ed event gave the wJwle affair adifferestc 
turn. 
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The Gonvcntioti by which Frederick Wllliatti^ *^*!j^^* 
EkAor of Brandenburg^ refigned the pretentions of >- ^ % ^ 
his Houfe to the four Silefian principalitieSi Jagem« 
dOffy LiegnitZi Brieg, and Wohlau^ Was revoked 
M«y 31, 1740^ by f^rederick 11, upon hb acceflion 
to the throne \ becaufe he thought that it had been 
illegally concluded, and that it was therefore not 
obligatory on the future fucceflbrs of the Houfe* In 
order to enforce his claim,, in December 1740, heA.C.i74e. 
marched an army into Sileiia ; though at th^ fam« 
time he offered^ provided a part of Silefia was oeded 
him, to give his vote at the election of » Emperor 
to Francis, and ftipport the Pragiftatic SanfiSon* ' 
This propc^al was mad4 at the Ciourt^ df Vienna hf 
Count de Gotter, and rejeded; ttpofi whieh th« 
King proceeded on hit march, and on the t oth of Aprils 
1741, gained almdft a decifive Vidc^ dt MdlWitt. 
Marftial Belleifte, the Minifier from the IQtig ^ 
France to the EleAoral Courts, and the EleAoral c^ti- 
vention, fiicceeded in prevailing upon the Eledor 
of Bavaria to declare himfelf a candidate ibr the 
Imperial dignity ; and in order to fupport that claim 
as well as his pretenfions, in oppofition to the Prag* 
matic fandtion, a league was entered into in the 
month of May, at Nymphenburg, bctwecii France, 
Spain, and Bavaria, and afterwards other alliances 
formed between the Eledorates of Cologne and the 
Palatinate, Naples, and Pruffia, — ^On the other hand, 
among ail the Powers whofe guarantee of the Prag- 
matic Sandion was called for by Maria Therefia, 
George n, the King of Great Britain, was the only

«. * 1 which he did by a new, treaty concluded at Hanoveir* 

in this fituation of affairs^ the fupport of the Prag^ 
matic Sanfbion^ as well as the Imperial eledtion^ had 
^ very different appearance. The ptetenfions of the 
EleAor of Bavaria were now ftrengthened by a 
powerful army from France* In Oftober 1741^ he 
took poffeflion of Upper Auftria; and oil the 19th 
of December received homage as King of fiohelnia ; 
\ and even the £led:or of Saxony joined the French 
and Bavarian league^ Sept* i9> the fame year. 
The vote of Bohemia was on this occafion fufpended> 
as theCongrcfs met, fpr the purpofe of eledlion, at 
Frankfort; and the other votes falling unanimoufly on 
A.C. i74itCharlesVII. Elcftor of Bavaria, Jan. 24, 1742, he was 
crowned on the 12th of February. With refp^ft to 
the Conftitution of the Empire, the moft important 
circumftances which happened during thefe tranfac* 
tions, were the additions made to the capitulation of 
the Emperor, which were of the greateft confequence.

Expend alteration ia the capitulation at the Emperor's dec- 
tion-— Diet of the Princes called on that accQunt at Ofienbach 
— Oppofition of the Princes to feveral new articles — ^particu- 
larly to one, refpe6Urig fome advantages granted to the Vicars ^ 
of the Empire— With other articles the Princes were contented 
•p^uch as that wfaici^ was newly inftituted refpedting meJaV^ 
liantesy or unequal marriages, which was grounded on ancient 
cufiom — ^not only with regard, to what are called morganatic 
marriages, where the inoqi!nlity of the wife and children in 
point of rank is acknowledged b^ agreement — ^But alfo where 
no agreement is made-^Againfi: which no elevation of rank, 
without the confent of the relations of the Houfe, can avail— 
. Other principles feem to militate againft this in the common 
Roman, and Canon Laws — The infertion of this new article in 
the capitulation was occafioned by the mefailiiance of Duke An- 
thony Ulric of Saxe*Meinungen-r-The " article confirmed after-' 
r wards by a decree of the Empire— But the exadt definition of a 
mi/ailUance left to fome future Ajft— Particularly whether the mar- 
riage of a Prince into a noble &mily was one — Which, accord- 
ing to the fpiric df the Germanic conftitution, certainly fcemed 
to be fo — Since in the oppofite cafe the moft important confe- 
quences might be expefted — On thele and other Collegiate rc- 
fcripts there have hitherto been no deliberations of the Empire* 

At fo JtnpoEtant a revolution as this, when the A. C i74»- 
ImfMeiial dignity, after fo long a period, was fuddenly 
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*^?^* transferred to another Houfc, and confidcring tbc va- 
rious obfervations that were likely to have been 
made during the laft reign, which laded for almoft 
thirty years, there could not be any want of matter 
to fupply additional* articles, and other alterations to 
tTie Eledtion Capitulation. The plan of a perpetual 
Capitulation, which was agreed upon in 17 ii, could 
not be any hindrance to the neceffity which ihighc 
occur of ocoaiionally making new articles, as the cir- 
cumftances of the times might require. As far as 
the Electors were not only agreed with the ,Em- 
peror elcA upon the fubjed:, but adted likewife 
with the general approbation of the other States, 
there was nothing to objed to; but ibme of the 
new additions to the capitulation of Charles VI. had 
already experienced an oppofition, on the part of 
the Princes, and other States. 

On this occafion the Princes feemed more upon 
their guard, for before the capitulation was drawn 
up, they held a particular Diet at Offenbach, in 
the neighbourhood of Frankfort.- Moft of the Elec- 
toral Conxitial Envoys were at that time gone in 
the capacity of fecond or third Minifters from Ra- 
tiibon to Frankfort, and it was not yet fettled how 
the Diet was to be cont;inued during the Inter- 
regnum ; the other Envoys therefore at Ratifbon 
were almoft wholly inactive. In order to remedy 
this, it is probable, that the Envoys of fome of 
the Princes propofed a Diet to their refpe&ive

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Courts, that they might be neater the Congreft, CHAP. 



aild have a watchful eye over its proceedings, 
that nothing might be done to their prejudice. 
Thofe, who were concerned in the bufinefs were 
. chiefly the Comitial Envoys of the following 
ancient Princely Houfes, viz, Saxe-Gotha, Saxe- 
Meinungen, Brandcnburg-Anfpach and Bayreuth, 
JSrunfwick-Wolfenbuttel, Hefle-Caflel, Hefle-Darm- . 
ftadt, Swedifli Anterior Pomerania, Wiirtenberg, Ba- 
den-Dourlach, Holftein-Gluckftadt, and Anhalt ; 
and Rudolphus Anthony von Heringen, the Envoy 
from Hefle-Caflel, had perfonally, perhaps, moreftiarc 
in the bufinefs than any of the reft As this was 
not fo much a Collegiate meeting, as a congrcfs on 
the part of feveral Courts, it was alternately held 
at the houfes of the Envoys, and commenced at 
Offenbach April 25, 1741. The objections of the 
ancient Princely Houfes to the Capitulation oP 
Charles VI. were fen!" in writing to the Ekd:or of 
Mentz, Odlober 16; and in November, the fame 
year, the Diet itfelf of the Princes was removed to 
Frankfort. 

Thefe circumfl:ances, perhaps, were in fome mca- 
furc the caufe of the Eledors,, in many refpedts, 
adopting on this occafion another method of forming 
the capitulation which they had already, and par- 
ticularly now, found very advantageous. This was, 
inftead of determining any thing particular in the 
capitulation^ to draw up. a collegiate addrefs in the

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BOOK name of all the Electors, and prefcnt it to the newly- 
, * J eleded Etiiperor, requeftihg him to lay its contents 
before the empire, tha^ they might be enadted by 
a general decree. With this the whole Empire had 
every reafon to be fatisfied; but the Princes were 
difplcafed that an article was at the fame time in* 
ferted in the capitulation itfelf, by which the Em- 
peror obliged himfelf to put whatever was con- 
tained in the Collegiate addrefs (a) of the Electors 
in adkual execution. 

The real and fole intent of this was, that the 
Ppiperor might not leave the fubjeds recommended 
to his confideration, without inquiry ; but the Princes 
were apprehenfive left this article, if it was continued 
in the capitulation, fliould, at fome future period, 
obligate the Emperor to any adt which was not ge- 
nerally known. On this account therefore they en- 
tered a proteft againft it, that they might at leaft 
fecure themfelves from its validity in future. 

But this was not the only thing in the capitulation 
which met with oppofition froiA the Princes ; for the 
Eledtors had retained thofe articles, ^hich they 
had already protefted againft, in the capitulation of 
Charles VI, and inferted likewife feveral new ar- 
- tides, with which they were equally difpleafed. 
Among thefe was one in particular, by virtue of 
which the concurrence of the, Ekftors alone, in par-

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ticular cafcs, was requifite for forming a decree when CHAP. 
the matter would not admit of waiting, for de- \ ^| ' 1 
liberation at the General Diet. If this related to fuch 
cafes, where the Emperor was obliged to require 
the concurrence of the Empire in general, fuch as 
commencing a war, or concluding a peace, in the 
name of the Empire, their oppofition docs not ap- 
pear to have been unreafonable ; but, if it only con- 
cerned fuch cafes wherq the Emperor before was not 
under the neceffity of confulting any one elfe, it 
was better then, that the Ele<9:ors Ihould give their ^ 

confent, than that thofe objefis Ihould be left to the 
Emperor's arbitrary will ; or, when it only related to 
a fort of previous confuUation, it was certainly better 
that this ftiould be left to the Eledtors, than that 
the affair Ihould be immediately laid before the 
Empire in general— For inftance, if the queftion 
Ihould arife again, Whether a Diet flbould be held ? 
or, whether a writing Ihould be carried to the Die* 

TATURE? 

Neither were the Princes fatisfied with the new 
ordinances refpefting the Adminiftrators or Vicars 
of the Empire ; as, for inftance, that they Ihould 
have a right to hold diets, whether the queftion re- 
lated to their continuation or convention. Upon the 
whole, circumftan'ces were on this occafion uncom* 
monly favourable to the Vicars; fince, befides the 
three Vicarial Courts of Bavaria, Skijcony, and the 
Palatinate, the Eleftor of Cologne was a Bavarian 
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BOOK Prince, and the Eledtor of Brandenburg 4 Bavarian 
^^* ally; and yet, notwithftaAding this, what the new 
ordinances contained in their favour, was afterwards 
very far froni being actually accomplilhed. With 
inany of the new articles, however, in this Ca- 
pitulation the Princes were perfedtly fatisfied, and 
were, in fome meafure, the caufe of their infertion. 
One of the moft remarkable of thefe was, an article 
refpeding mefailliances^ or unequal marriages, which 
merits a fuller explanation. 

Ever fince the time of the Middle Ages, it had, 
no doubt, been cuftomary for a Prince, when he 
married a perfon of inferior rank, not to confider her 
in the light of a Princefs ; neither were the children, 
born in fuch wedlock, entitled to princely honour?, 
or capable of fuccefEon to their Father's territories. 
If a Prince had fons already by a fuitable marriage, 
and .then became a widower, or elfe were induced 
from other motives to marry beneath his dignity, it 
was ufual to give the perfon of inferior rank the 
left hand in the marriage ceremopy, that his family 
might not be over-burdened with the neceffary pro- 
vifion for a widow or younger ckildren. At the 
fame time, it was generally previously fettled how fuch 
Ladies Ihould be called, which was either after the 
name of the Prince, as Madame Rudolphina, Madame 
Erneflina, or elfe after fome particular eftatc pur- 
chafed for her ufe, ^s Fr au von {Madame de) M. N. 
&c. and a fettlement was made both for her and her 
children^ as well as an agreement concerning their 
names. . 

The 
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The following infUnce of this^ occurs in ^n an- 
cient Heffian Chronicle pf the 14th century, of a 
Landgrave of that country • " This Landgrave, 
** Otho, governed well; and defired his fons to hc^r 
** the complaints of his fubjeds gracioufly, and not 
'* divide his territory. ^ When his confort, who was 
'* born a Countefs of Ravenfberg, died, and he was 
^^ no longer able to continue in a ftate of widow- 
" hood, he was unwilling to be found finning before 
" God ; neither would he marry the daughter of a 
*' Prince, Count, or Lord, that the land might not 
" be divided among the children of two marriages ; 
*^ but he rather chofe for his wife a pious virjgin 
" from the family of a private nobleman, and pro- 
** vided for the children with money, and with 
*^ fiefs, ^nd other eftates, that the Principality might 
" remain intire (a)" In like manner the Eledtor 
Palatine, Frederick the Viflorious, that he might 
not injure the ion of his cldeft brother, promifed 
not to marry any one ot equal rank, and efpoufed 
therefore Clara Dettin, whofe iflu? was provided 
for with the county of Lowenftcin, and edu- 
cated in a fuitable manner. Frederick- Lewis like- 
wife, Duke of Deux Fonts, was married in the fame 
manner to a lady of the name of Heppin, and her 
fons were educated as Herren von (M. de) Fiirften- 
warter. Rudolphus Auguftu*^, Duke of Brunfwick*

^ ^ M his fecond wife, with the title of Madame Rudolphina. 

Erneft, Landgrave of Heffe Caffel, married one 

Durniczel^ under the name of Erneftina^ with many 

other inftances. Thefe unequal marriages^ with 

previous agreements, are mentioned even in the 

feudal laws of Lombardy, where they are callpd 

Morganatic marriages (a)^ an expreflion which is 

certainly of German origin. 

Even if no agreement was preyioufly made, it was 

underftood, that a perfon who was not of fuitable 

rank, though married to a Prince, could neither 

become a Princefs herfelf, or her children enjoy 

either the title or right of fucceflSon. This" was 

the cafe with the Margrave Henry the Illuftrious, 

of Mifnia, and Elizabeth de Maltitz ; the Archduke 

Ferdinand of Auftrian Tyrol, and Philipina Wel- 

ferin ; Prince ^ Ferdinand of Bavaria, and Maria 

Pettenbeck, Prince George Aribirt of Anhalt Def- 

fau, with a Lady called de Crofigk, &c. The 

only exception to this rule was, when the fons by 

fuch^unequal marriages were allowed the rfight of fuc- 

ceilion by the legitimate relations^ as was the cafe in

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the Houfc of Brunfwick in i c 46 with Otho the C H A P. 
younger of Harburg, the fon of Duke Otho, by a 
Lady of the name of Metta de Campen. Another 
inftauce occurs in the Houfe of Baden-Dourlach 
with the Margrave Charles, whofe Mother was Ur- 
fula de Rofenfeld ; and in the Houfe of Anhalt Def- 
fau, with the iffue of the marriage of Prince Leopold 
with Anna Loyifa Fofen, &c. 

In the latter inftance recourfe was had to an ele- 
vation of rank conferred by the Emperor, by which 
Anna Louifa Fofen, who w^as only of a Burgher's 
family, was raifed to the rank of a Princefs ; and 
the fame honour was granted to her children. 
If the relations of the Houfe, who alone had the 
right of objefting, were fatisfied, nothing further- 
could be faid ; but in other cafes, where objeftions 
arife on the part of the family, there is no doubt 
but that the legitimate relations, fo long as there are 
none nearer allied, and equally capable of fucccflion, 
remaining, have a right to aflert their title (jus 
quafttum) which is fo well' founded, and of which 
not even an equality of rank conferred by the Em- , 
peror, or any other pretext whatever, can deprive 
them, Thefe principles, in all probability, for- 
merly prevailed, in the Houfes of the Princes and 
States of the Empire refpeciing unequal marriages, 
although at that period there might ndt be any ge^* 
neral law exifting on the fubjeft-; a circuraftance 
which proved highly prejudicial to the right thus 
tranfmiited by cuftom, partly as it was inconfiftent 

C J with 
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* Q^ ^ which had already happened ; but it had certainly 
been long eftablifhed, although only founded on 
cuftom before, and was firmly eftabliflied by the 
forms of law. Upon thefc grounds therefore 
. is no doubt, but that the caufe of Saxe-Meinungen 
was decided upon the fame principles, which was 
proved afterwards by the fentence pronounced by 
the Imperial Aulic Council, 1744. Duke An- 
thony Ulric indeed appealed from that Court to the 
General Diet ; the refult of which was, a Decree 
of the- Eitipire, not only confirming the fen- 
tence of the Aulic Council, and impofing perpetual 
filence on the Duke, but which at the fame time 
ferved to add frefli ftrength to the above article in 
the Capitulation, by eftablilhing it as a fundamen- 
tal law. 

There was ope circupiftance left in this article, 
which the Ekdors did not fully determine, as . 
they preferred recommending the matter to the Emr 
peror, for examination at the Diet, to. a decifion 
, on the point themfelves. This was how thefe 
ittifaHtances were to be determined in fuch cafes, 
which might frequently occur, where they appeared 
dubious. In the capitulation itfelf, they very confi* 
derately adopted the words unstreitig.notorischer 
MissHEiRAtHEN, indifputably notorious mefaillanw 
or unequal marriages ; by which was certainly meant 
that the marriage of a Prince .'into a Burgher's 
famjly, as that of Duke Anthony Ulricas, which 
was the immediate caufe of the artiple, fboyl4 
be confidered as illegai. Perhaps it was* thought 
2 ' adu* 
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a dubious point, whether the marriage of a prmce CHAP, 
with a Lady of old nobility, or into the family ^ ^^ » 
of a new Count, or Prince of Germany, or any 
other couatry, afnd whether likewife thci marriage 
of a Cownt of the Empire with a Lady of inferior 
^obiUtyi iho^ld be confidered as a me/aiHiance or 
not ? This was left to be decided afterwards ; and the 
Eledors, h their Collegiate addrefs to the Emperor, 
requeued him to lay the matter before tb« Diet as 
fpeedily as poiEble, that» as they confidered it as an 
affair of great importance, a decree might be paiSed 
immediately ; but, notwithftanding this, it has bjeen 
taken no further notice of. 

The inftapces above mentioned contribute eyety 
muchtoexplain therealnatureof the aiiair. A tolerably 
exaS: line at lead may be drasxrn now with refpe& to , 
the diftindtion which has prevailed for fo many ages 
in Germany, between the high and inferior nobility, 
with refpedt to matrimony. If we confider the two 
circumftances, that a Prihcefs, when Ihe is married to ^ 
a Count of the Empire does not lofe her rank, and 
that if ftie is married to a perfon of inferior nobility 
Ihe does; fo that the marriage of a German Prince 
with a Lady of inferior nobility, is as much a mor- 
GANATic marriage as if he married a Boufgeoife, or 
dayghter of a Burgher ; but not if he marries a 
Princefs, or Countefs of the fame rank with himfelf ; 
and there is no doubt but that if this cuftom, which 
has fo long prevailed, jfliould ever experience a 
^ , . change. 
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BOOK change, the confequcnces would^ to the Gtimztk 
«^ /^ P^rinccs at leaft, be fatal. 

If it was once admitted that the marfiage of x 
Prince withja perfon of ancient nobility *was not dLtnef^ 
nilliancej we (hould foon find that the Princes would 
more frequently marry perfpns bf that rank, than 
thofe who are born Princefles ; at leaft they would 
have a much greater choice among the latter : and 
how many Princeffes would then remain unmarried ! 
Befides it is a queftion, whether the preference, 
which has been hitherto given to the Princely rank 
in Germany, fo that Monarchs think it no degra- 
dation to take Princeffes from German Houfe for 
their conforts, would continue long, if there was any 
danger of their being connefted with people of 
inferior nobility,^ On the other hand, younger fons 
of Princely families, who are feldom able at prefcnt 
to meet with fuitable matches, would certainly more . 
frequently marry ladies of inferior nobility ; and if 
their daughters were to claim the dowry raifed in 
moft countries by a tax, and till now folely appro- 
priated to the ufe of thofe born in equal mar- 
riages, the German territories might be fure of thofe 
taxes being levied often enough ; not to mention 
the many other confequences, fuch as nepotifm, 
(attachment to nephews) &c. which muft necef- 
farily occur to every one fcrioufly confidering the 

fubje<a. 
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Unequal marriages were not the only objed: which C H AP, 
was fubmitted to the attention of Charles VII. in the 
Collegiate Eledkoral refcript, and not decided* Many 
of the articles of the Capitulation reft in the &me 
ftate they were in, when they were firft itiferted, even 
now. Thofe that have come into difcuifion fioce 
v^U be ntore properly taken notice of in tht fequelof 
the hiftory« 
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CHAPTER IV. 



HemarkabU Events during the Reign of Charles VH^ 
1742 1745 



Short as this reiga was, it was fruitful in events of great im- 
, portance— -The Pruffian power in particular was (^onfiderably 
augmented by the addition of Silefia and Eaft Friefeland— £ife* 
nach devolves to the Houfe of Saxe-^eimar — and Siegen to the 
Houfe of Orange-Naflau — although claims were laid to the latter 
by another pretender — The H6ufe of Holftein-Gottorp's pro- 
fpe6k of fucceeding to the thrones of Sweden and Ruffia — De- 
cree of the Empire in favour of the Houfe of HeiTe-Caflel, 
confirming its pofleffion of the County of Hanau — as well as 
its unlimited privileige de non apptUando — Several new Princes 
created by the Emperor — Many other changes^ which were 
further expe6led in the conftitution, prevented by the Empe- 
ror's death. 

1 H E Emperor, Charles VIL was fcarccly three 
years in pofleffion of the Imperial Throne ; but his 
reign was crowned with remarkable events, which 
had no fmall influence upon the conftitution of the 
Empire. 

The fate of the Pragmatic Sanftion was not wholly 
decided, but the fortune of war during all this time 
had given the hopes of the Bavarian Houfe, though 

fup- 
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ported hy fo jnany and.fuch powerful allies, but CHAP, 
little encouragement. The King of Pruflia was the ^ 

only one to whom Mslria Therefia had made concef*- 
fions, and to that Prince fhe was obliged by the 
peace of Breflau to cede all Lower, and a confider- 
able part of Upper Silefia, together with the county 
of Glatz. This facrifice eriabled her to unite her 
whole force againft her other enemies ; and when her 
hopes were again fruftrated by the King of Pruffia's 
cnvafion of BohemiaJ it was doubtful after all, whe* 
ther the peace of Breflau could be conlidered as va- 
lid, efpecially as the power of the Houfe of Brart- 
denburg was almoft doubly encreafed thereby, and 
rendered more able to preferve the balance againft 
the Houfe of Auftria in Germany, 

During tliis reign, the Houfe ofBran denburg acquir- 
ed an. additional ftrength likewife by the prlncipalitiy 
of Eaft Friefland, which the King took poffeffion of 
May 25, 1744, on the death of the laft Prince, in 
confequence of a reverfion granted by the Emperor, 
Jofeph I. Dec. 10, 1694; though the Elector of 
Brunfwick-Luneburg likewife pUt in his claim for it, 
by virtue of a Paft of Confraternity, entered into 
March 20, 1691; 

Two other Princely hdufes, or at leaft two reigning 
branches of them, were already cxtindt, and contri- 
buted therefore to leffen the number of reigning 
Princes of the Empire. One of thefe was William 
Hehry, Duke of Saxe-Eifenach, who died July 29,

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1 74 1, and was the lafi of his line. In confequenc6^ 

of this, the territory belonging to the line of Eife- 

nach, together with the voice in the College of 

Princes annexed to it, was united to the Houfe of 

Saxe- Weimar, except the county of Akeakirchen, 

which, as John George, the grand father of the late 

Duke, brought into his family by marrying a 

Countefs of Sayn, devolved to the ^rgrave of 

Anfpach, bccaufe the confort of his grand-father 

the Margrave John Frederick was^ a daughter of 

John George Duke of Eifenach, A daughter 

of the Margrave John Frederick of Anfpach was 

the confort of George II. of England ; fo that, on 

the extinction of the Houfe of Anfpach, the county 

of Altenkirchen devolves to the Houfe of Han>-

The other Prince, who was the laft of his line, 
was William Hyacinth of Naffau-Siegen. He died 
Feb. 1 8, 1743; and his territory, as well as vote in 
the College of the iPrinces, devolved to the Houfe of 
Naflau-Orange. John Francis, the father of WS- 
l^am Hyacynth, had another fon, Emanuel Igna- 
tius ; but he was born in an unequal marriage with 
Ifabella Clara Eugenia de la Serre; iind it was agreed

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ill 'their mafriage articles, that hef chUdren Ihould CHAP, 
only be private Noblemen. Notwithftanding this, * ^' ^ 
though th^ relations of the Houfe o£ Nalfau proteded 
againft it, this Emanuel Ignatius alTumed the title of 
Prince of Naflau^'Siegeni and in May, 1711^ married 
Catharine Charlotte, a daughter of Lewis de Mailly, 
Marquis de Nefle* This Lady left her hufband in 
1715, but on the 23d of November, 1722, produced 
si fon, Maximilian William Adolphus, and pretended 
that her hufband had been reconciled to her that 
very year j and paid her a vifit, though it was but 
for a fliort time, at Paris* This Maximilian 
William Adolphus appeared afterwards as a pre- 
tender to the territories of NaiTaU'^Siegen, and 
fubmitted his caufe to the Aulick Council, where 
fentence however was pronounced againft him, Au- 
guft 5* 1746* The Parliament at Paris, on the con- 
trary, pafled fentence in his favour^ in 1756; in 
cohfequence of which his fon, Charles Henry Ni- 
cholas Otho, who was born to Maximilian William 
Adolphus, by Maria Magdalena Amelia, a daugh- 
ter pf Nicholas de Monchy Marquis de Senarpont, 
January 9, 1745, at Paris, and is ftill living, was 
acknowledged as Prince of Naflau Siegen. This 
Charles diftmguiflied himfelf by accon[)panying Mr» 
de Bouganville on his voyage round the world, in 
the year. 1766, till 1769 ; and fince that by his uit- 
fuccefsful attack on the Ifland of Jerfey in 1779. — 
At laft, in the year 1780, February 22, he maf- 
ricd a daughter of Bernard de Godzky, who 
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BOOK ^^^ divorced from Prince Janus of Sangufzko, in

At this period likewife, the confcquence of the 
Houfe of Holftein-Goitorp, was conliderably raifed 
by two of its Princes, being defigned as fucceflbrs to 
the thrones of two northern countries. Charles Peter 
Ulric, or, as he was called after he embraced the 
Greek religion, Peter Feodorowitz, was declared 
Great Duke, and fuccejQTor to the Ruffian throne, 
Nov. 1 8, 1742; and Adolphus Frederick, Heir to 
the Crown of Sweden, July 4, . 1743, 

The laft houfe, that was at this period confiderably 
advanced, was that of Hefle Caffel. At the conclu- 
fion of the reign of the late Emperor, Prince Wil- 
liam of Heffe Caffel, on the death of the laft Count 
of Hanau, March 28, 1736, (his elded brother, who 

'was then King of Sweden, having transferred his 
right to him), took poffeffion of the county of 
Hanau, as a defcendant from Amelia Elizabeth, 
Count^fs of Hanau -Munzenberg; and befides this, 

' not only a padl of confraternity had been concluded 
between Heffe Caffel, and Hanau; in 1643, but by 

' a treaty with the Eleftor of Saxony, in 1728, which 
the Emperor confirmed, the claims of the Eleftor of 
Saxony to the Imperial fief of Hanau-Munzenberg,

as 
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as a mefne ^fief of the Eledorate, were entirely re* CHAP, 
figned. In oppofition to this, the hereditary Prince 
of Hefie-Darmftadt, who had married a daughter of 
the lad Count, laid claim to the perfonal property, 
and the Bailiwick of Babenhaufen. The Eledtor 
of Mentz alfo laid claim to the Free Tribunal of- 
Alzenau, at the foot of the Mountain of Welmitz- 
heim, which he formerly held in common with 
Hanau. Both thefe cafes were referred to the Ira- 
, perial Chamber, upon which Heffe-Caflel appealed to 
the Court of Auftregues. To this the Chamber paid 
no attention. The Landgrave appealed therefore to 
the Diet, and in June and July, 1743, procured a De- 
cree, that the contefted affair of the Hanau Succeffion 
fhould be referred to a Court of Auftregues, of the 
Princely F^oufe of Hcfle. Befides this, the Emperor 
Charles* VII. conferred an unlimited privilege Je non 
appellando on the Houfe of Hefle-Caffel, December 
7, 1742, in confequence of which, a new high Court 
of Appeal was eftablifhed in the City of Caffel, No^ 
vember 26, 1743. 

During this fliort reign, likewife, the Emperor 
created the new Princes' of Stolberg-Gedern, Solms- 
Braunfels, Hohenlohe-Schillingsfurft, Hohenlohe- 
Bartenftein, Hohenloe-Pfadelbach, and Ifcnburg- 
Birftein, without any alteration taking place, either 
at the Diet, in the Circles, or among the Counts. 

, If this reign had been of long duration, many, al- 
terations might have been ^xpe,aed of various kinds. 

D3 The 
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Thfe Viettha Writers ivbuldth^nliave fotiiia it dJfficult

. a% they httV* tk)ne lidth before and fince. In parti- 
Itr, it is highljr probable that the connexion between 
Oerm&ny and Italy wo\ild have Ibng continued on its 
fbritier footing las the iBavari^n Houfe hfclf had 
ndthitig fubftintyi ifa Italy, and therefore could ndt 
c^rce the Imperial atlthbrity ; but the pfemdture 
d*fceafeof the Emperor gave the i*holfc ftate of af- 
ftii% ^ different turn.

BOOK Articles of Peace, were figned at Fueffin, April a2, 
. . 1745, by^which he agreed to return to his paternal 

territory, and refign all the claims which oppofed 
the Pragmatic Sandlion. He promifed Ukewife, not 
only to acknowledge the vote of Bohemia, but even 
to give his voice in favour of the Eleftion of the 
Grand Duke of Tufcany to the Imperial Throne* 

Maria Therefia, it is true, was ftill at war with the 
Pruffians in Bohemia and Silefia ; France, in the Ke- 
therlands ; and with France, Spain, and Naples, in 
Italy ; but with refpeft to the eledtion of an Emperor, 
every circumftance foon becariie favourable to her Con- 
fort. There was not much alteration made on fhis oc« 
cafion in the Capitulation. The eledion took place 
Sept, 13, 1745, and Francis was crowned Emperor, 
0<5t. 4. His Confort attended him to Frankfort ; but 
though there was feme expedlation that fhe would have 
been crowned likewife, as the Confortof the late Em- 
peror was, on the 8th of March, 1 742, that ceremony 
did not take plate, becaufe fhe was pregnant. 

One of the moft remarkable circumftances attend- 
ing this eleftion was, that an envoy was admitted 
with full powers from Maria Therefia, in quality 
of Queen of Bohemia, without any hefitation \ by 
which the point was fully fettled, that an eledoral 
female voice is valid. 

The two Envoys from the Eleftors of Branden- 
burg, and the Palatin^jite,' left Frankfort, before 

the 
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the Eledion was ' deterriiincd ; but, according to CHAP. 
the Gt)lden ,Bull, this could not prevent the others * / j 
from proceeding; and as peace was foon after- 
wards concluded with the King of Pruffia on the 
^th of t)ecember, 1745, nearly on the fame A.C, 174$* 
terms as that of Breflau, both Courts, by virtue of 
^n e'xprefs article, withdrew their protefts. All 
other hoftilities were afterwards put an end to by the 
peace of Aix la Chapelle in 1748, where the Mi- A* ti x 74*. 
nifters of Great Britain, France, and the United 
Provinces, had already figned the preliminaries on 
the 30th of April. The Peace was not wholly con- 
cluded till the latter end of Odtober, when the Court 
of Vienna acceded to it ; and the Pragmatic Sanc- 
tion was at laft fully eftablilhed, except a finglc 
point, which was, that Don Philip, a younger fon 
of Philip V. King of Spain, fucceeded to the 
putchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla. ' 

• As the Germanic Empire had taken no adive part 
in the war, it could not be conlidered as a party 
concerned in .the peace. There feemed, however, 
one objedion to this, that it was thought neceffary ^ 
in the negociation of the Quadruple Alliance in ^720, 

.to refer the favourite article concerning Tufcany, 
Parma, and Placentia, for the approbation of the 
Diet ; but at prefent, when the new articles were in- 
ferted in the peace of Aix la Chapelle, refpedting 

• Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla, the ratification of 
the Diet was not thought of, and to the beft of my 

know- 
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BOOK knowledge the Emperor has never granted an invef- 
Uturc of thofe countries fince^ 

Qne of the conditions made by the King of Prufiia 
in the Peace of Drefden was^ that an attempt fliould^ 
t>e made to procur^^ the guarantee of Empire. This 
was accomplifhed afterwards by a decree^ May 14^ 
1 75 1, but with the infertion of this clayfe " with 
th^^ refervation jurium Imperii.^ As Sileiia was 
formerly incorporated with the kingdom of Bp« 
hernia^ perhaps a doubt ipight arife, whether 
this incorporation could be annulled without the 
con4;urrcnce of the Empire^ as it had already been 
done by the Emperor Charles VII. as king of Bo* 
hernia, and afterwards in the peace of Breflau. The 
above claufe was probably inferted that there might 
be no infringement of the rights of the Empire^ 
The King of Pruffia, however, immediately after 
the Peace of Breflau, aflumed the titles of Sovereign 
Duke of Silesia? and Sovereion Count of 
Glatz, which have never been denied him by the 
Chancery of the Empire. 

llie only meafure adopted at the Diet, was a grant 
of fifty Roman months in Oftober, 174^, in conie- 
qvience of a commtfiional decree liTued March 28, 
1742^ in which Charles VII. applied for a fob- 
fid y of money y on account of the impoveriihed fiate 
of his hereditary dominions. The Empire more* 
pver declared its confent to become a joint mediator 
yf\t\i the Marittfx^e powers^ between the parties th^n

though this was not put in Execution. 

Both parties were very ^alous in their endeavours 
to eftablilh an Association of the Ci&cus« 
The Court of Viemui wiihed it becaufe the anterior 
Circles had hitherto afibciated in its favour, againft 
France; the Court of Muxlich, becaufe the £0^- 
peror had hitherto had the aflbciation on his fide 
alone. When the Court of Vienna had recourfe to 
this argument in the reign of the Emperor Francis^ 
the affair came again into agitation, and at laft the 
queflipn was debated^ '* Whcjther the aflbciation of 
*' the Circles ihould continue in time of peace ?'* 
This was pafled in the aiErmative ; but the efiei% 
to be produced, and how it was to be put in execu« 
tion, was referred to future difcuflion* The affair has 
remained undecided ever fince ; efpecially as the cir« 
cumilances with refpedt to Auftria and France were 
evidently changed by the peace of Aix la Cbapelle ; 
fy tb^t, as long as that peace continues in force^ 
there can be no apprehenfion of any war between 
tbofe powers, and of courfe therefore the former 
grand objeft of the allociation exids no more ; but 
if at any future period circwnflances ftould be 
changed again, this afTodation of the Circles would 
iHTobably be revived* 

Soon after the death of Charles VII. new regu- 
lations were made concerning the Rheniih Vicariate, 
The two Coujrts of Munich aad JMaoheim agreed 

to 
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B O (5'K* to excrcife the office in future alternately, inftead of 
> ^ *♦ ^ holdin^it in comttMn, as was determined in' 1 724 ; and 
>Munich, on tb^ prefetttoccafion, enjoyed the prece- 
dency. The eledoral College expreffed its approbation 
' of this meafure ftotht Capitulation of Francis I, and 
recommended ihis' agreenaent to the approbation of 
the Empire, which afterwards followed in a refolu- 
tion of AugUft 7,f «d received the Emperor's aflent 
Augoftai, 1752. Since that period, however, cir- 
cumftances have changed again, owing to the ex- 
tinftion of the Bavatian Houfe, To that at prefent 
there can be only one Rhenilh Vicariate* 

At the acceffion of Francis I. to the Throne, al- 
moft every thing elfc which refpefted the Imperial 
Court was reftored to the fame ftate in which it 
was during the reign of Charles VI. An effential 
difference, it is true, appeared in the government of 
the hereditary dominions of the Houfe of Auflria 
not being vetted as formerly in onp perfon ; 
but the near relation in which Francis and Maria 
Therefia flood, stf hufband and wife, rendered tins 
diftinftion almolt imperceptible. At leaft there 
was now a profpcdt of both governments being 
again united, at fome future period, in the perfon 
of a defcendant of this fublime pair. From this 
period the political interefts* of the Imperial and 
Auftrian government fecmed to flow in the fame 
channel ; and from this period likewife the Auftrian 
Hiftorians refumed the defence of their old principles, 
which, if the Imperial title had cdntinued longer at 
1 ' Munich, 
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Munich^ they' would- probably tm have advanced 9^^ ^* 
and maintained with their former zefek). 

One difficulty, which could intM^ wholly b^ re* 
moved in the reign* of Qharles VII, and.whic^ in 
the fame circumftan<^e$ will probably always occur 
again, vanifhed of itfelf as ir0s>%as the Impefial 
Court was again fettled at Vienna. In former times 
they were not fo cautious in feparating the regifters 
and archives ufed in the bufinefs of the Imperial 
and Auftrian governments as they are at prefent. 
When the Emperor's Court, therefore, was removed 
from Vienna to. Munich, it was very naturally pro- 
pofed to remove likewife the archives of the 
Aulic Council. This the Court of Vienna 
fcrupled to comply with, not merely becaufe it 
would not acknowledge Charles VIL as Emperor, 
but principally on this account, that a feparation 
muft have been firft niade betwfeen the writ;jngs re- 
lating to Auftria, and thofe which concerned the 
Empire. A commiflbrial Decree,ihowever, was iffued 
.to the Empire, May 13, 1742 } and in Odober 
the feparation was begun at Vienna. Other difficul- 
ties now arofe, among which W2^ the raifing a fund 
fufficient to defray the expences of the tranfport of 
fuch an immenfe quantity of papers, fuch as Docu- 
ments, hcc. But thefe difficulties were removed of 
then^fclres, as every thing couid remain now in its 
former place. 

Another 
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B O O It Another ftltention was occafioned by the c^hangef 
^ '.^ of government, which had bc€n hitherto unufual 
refpeding the Aulic Council. It is true this 
exifts no more on the deceafe of afi Emperor ; but, 
as long as the Imperial dignity continued unin* 
terruptedly in the Houfe of Auftria, the Ault^ 
Council was generally fupplied, On the acceffion (A 
% new Emperor, from the forper members. Charles 
yil. on the contrary, found himfelf under the ne* 
neceffity of appointing others^ becaufe fome of thoTe 
who had held the office before at Yienna were 
not engaged by the Court of Bavaria, and fome of 
them were not difmiffed from the Court of Aufeia. 
The fame circumftance again occurred under Fraiicig 
1. when thofe were not re-appointed who had be«i in 
the fervtce of Charles VII; but forne of tbofe who 
fKU lived upon the fpot were reftored to the places 
they had before enjoyed in the reign of Charles VI. 
This was particularly the cafe with the Count of 
Wurmbrand, the prefident of the Aulic CwncH, 
who Jias fat upon the bench upwards of 6fty years. 

It was the (ame cafe wich the very profitable office of 
VfCE Chance^llor of the Empire, wkich, though 
in the gift of the Elofitor of Mentz, is vacated at 
tkit death. of e^cry Emperor* In the latter part of 
the reign of Charles VL this office had been already 
occupied by &udolphus Count of CoUoreda. Jk) 
the reign of Charles VII. it was given to a Count of 
Konigsfeld ; in that of Francis^ again to CoUoredo, 

who 
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who was created Prince in 1764, "and ftill enjoys ^^^^^ 
his place *• In fa6t, the Vice Chancellor of the ^ V J 
Empire is the only Minifter of State in the fervicc 
of the Emperor, in his Imperial capacity. He 
alone can make all the prbpofitions in the concerns 
of the Empire to the Emperor, according to the 
Capitulation; and whatever the Emperor ligns in 
his Imperii capacity muft firft be counterfigned 
by the Vice Chancellor, This renders it the more 
extraordinary, that the Emperor Ihould not, in this 
infiance, be at liberty to nominate his own Minifter. 
The Eleftor of Mentz, it is true, ;s not very likely 
to obtrude a man upon his Imperial Majedy in that 
poft againft his will; yet, notwithftanding this, it 
is the exprefs order of the Capitulation, that the 
Emperor Ihould by no means infringe the right of the 
Elector of Mentz of difpofing of th^ office, nor 
throw any obtlacle in his way.(^). In the Vcign of 
Leopold, in 1705, it happened, however, that the 
Eledor of Mentz promoted his nephe\y, Frederick 
Charles, Count of Schonborn, to this office againft 
the will of the Imperial Court, when he was fcarceiy 
twenty years of age. The office is very profitable, 
becaufe all the fees and^ perquifites belong to it. 
At the late changes, it is faid, that the perfon who 
was newly appointed reimburfed his predeceffor a 
confiderablc fum, which he paid upon fucceed-

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EOO-K ing to the office. One of the moft important offices 
^ ^* M next to that of the Vice Chancellor, is the officq oC 
Refer EN PARY of the Empire^ who is appointed as 
his affiftant by the Ele&or of M^entz. It is the place 
of this officer to execute fuch bofinefs at the Imperial 
Court as does not immediately belong to the Aulic 
Council, to draw up inftruments, and even counter* 
fign them before the Vice Chancellor,, and in con<< 
ferences on afTaits of the Empire, to open the debate^ 
This office has been occupied iince the year 1765 by 
Francis George de Leikam, who was formerly Af- 
feflor of the Chamber at Wetzlar.

CHAPTER VL 



franfaSiom at the Diet, concerning appeals and cere^ 
monial difputes. 1 745 — 1748. 

Appeals frequently made from the decrees of the Imperial Courts of 
Judicature to the Plet-ybut it was difficult to determine in which , 
cafes they were right— Four appeals made againft the Imperial 
Chamber, which occafion the queftion, whether the cham- 
ber fliouldnot be firft required to give a report? — An apparent 
niajonty againft it— but in fa^ more b favour of the queflion 
— An appeal in the caufe of G^leichen, from Saxe-Meinungen 
in particular, foon evinced that even the fadts, as related in the 
writings of the Princes, were not always to be depended upon— 
An appeal from the Palatine £ledorate obtains a favourable 
decifion among the £le(Stors — ^but the hopes of obtaining a 
fimilar decree from the Princes fruftrated — Decree of the Em- 
pire unfavourable to an appeal of Anthony Ulric, Duke of 
Saxe*Meinungen, refpedlibg the capability of fucceffion of 
his ions, who were born in a mcfiilUance — The ancient difpute 
concerning rank revived between the fpiritual and fecular 
PrinoeSf at the firfi dinner given by the Piince 6f Taxis, whea 
he^was made Principal Commiirary<^In confequence of which, 
there were ten fucceflive publications oh the fubje^t from the 
Miniders of HeiTe CaiTel, HefTeDarmiladt, Bamberg, the 
Counts, Holland, and Bavaria— -Their chief contents. 

1 HE moft important occurrence at the com- 
mencement of the reign of Francis L was the meafures 
adopted in confequence of the appeals to the Diet, 

£ aniong 
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i^ O o K among the Envoys themfelves ^s well as at -the dtf» 
^ * i ferent Courts. It feemed to have imperceptibly be- 
come a general cuftom, if a State had expeticnced 
an unfavourable fentcnce, either ffoni the Imperial 
Chamber, or from the Aulic Council, to have re- 
courfe to the Diet, and, if pofiible, to procure a re- 
folution of the Empire, by which the Emperor was 
requefled to ful'pend or change it* - 

If the Emperor and Empire find a caufe to be of 
fuch a nature, that the Court of Judicature has evi- 
dently trefpaffed beyond the bounds of its power, 
there ceitainly can be no objection to the fuprenne 
power adopting fuch meafures to inform a Court 
of Judicature, which is otherwife the fupreme and 
laft refort, that it is not wholly independent of the 
kgiflative power and its lupteme infpeSrion. \Ac- 
cording to the Angular form of adminiftration of 
jxiflice in Grermany, this appears to be of double 
importartce, as the legal method by which the 
decrees of the Chamber were formerly fubjected 
to the revifipn of other Judges, had not been 
in praftice for two hundred years, and becaufe in 
the Aulic Council, there were no means, of a cafe 
of grievance being put into any other hands what- 
ever. On this confideration therefore, it might 
" very well happen, that parties, who brought their, 
complaints againft this or the other. Court toti^e 
Diet, occafionaljy procured a refolution in their 
favour. This was frequently the cafe at the be- 

ginflicg 
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gmfiing of the prefent century {a)^ though the rcfo- CHAP, 
lutions were not fo fortunate as to procure the Em* > V m 
peror's affent ^ but one of the mod important in- 
ftances was an appeal of the Houfe of Hcffe-Caflel 
during the former reign, when the refolution of the 
Diet was confirmed by his Imperial Majcfty, and 
became a^ formal decree of the Empire {b). 

Notwithftanding this, it does not follow from thefc 
inftances, that every one who thinks himfelf ag- v 

grieved by an Imperial Court of Judicature, has an 
indifcriminate right of demanding an inquiry into 
his grievance at the general Diet, unlefs the Diet 
was converted into a formal Court of Judicature, and 
the fupreme tribunals of the Empire deprived of their 
right of being cohfidered as the higheft and laft 
reforts, or, which is juft the^ fame, the boundaries 
of the legiflative powers and the higheft offices of

.. ' 1 who rcfleds upon the fubjeft, it muft appear a very 
dangerous thing, if ever the adminiftratioa of juftice 
Ihoiild be fo circumftanced, that feveral ftates (hould 
have appeals in their own caufes depending at the 
fame time, and mutually afEft each other in order to 
procure a majonty of voices in the fupreme colleges 
of the Empire {a). In Ihort, the Diet itfelf is not 
by any means calculated to inquire into xafes of law, 
as the comitial Envoys are by no means bound, like 
the members of a tribunal of juftice, to give their 
votes after due examination into the merits of the 
caufe, but as they are ordered by their refpedive 
Courts, and every Court generally direds its Envoy 
give his vote according to its own convenience. 

' On this account it was very confiderately inferted, 

in the Capitulation at the eleftion of Charles VII. 
that " the appeals which were made to the Diet, in 
•' confequence of the failure of the viiitation, Ihould 
«« be limited (b) :** but as inftead of this, the late in- 
ftance, even in the reign of Charies VII. of the Heffe-

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<Jaflel appeal, .gave them greater encouragement, GHAP. 
their number have been conftantly increafing. In ^' j 
the very firft year of the reign of Francis I. four 
appeals from the Palatine-Elediorate, Saxe-Weimar,x 
Anhalt-Cothen, and Salm, which had been brought 
before the Diet in the former reign, againft the Im- 
perial Chamber, were very zealoufly difcufled. 

On this occafion a new queftion arofe, whether a 
Report ought not to be required from the chamber, 
before the Diet proceeded to a decifion on the caufe ? 
Nothing certainly could be more equitable than that 
the general principle of never condemning any one 
unheard, fliould be equally attended to by this 
high tribunal, Jeft its decifion ihould be unjuftly con- 
demned before the arguments upon which they are 
founded are heard. This likewife was analogous to 
the cuftom of other Tribunals, as no Judge in a Court 
of Appeal can reverfe the fcntence of an inferior 
Court, without a previous hearing,of the grounds of 
decifion, and a report of the proceedings* It was juf* 
tified alfo by the method obferved in the Chaipber 
itfelf, where the Affeflbr, who has been Referendary at 
the firft trial, is admitted to defend his own decree 
in the Senate of Revifioh ; or at leaft the relation, or 
ilatement of the cafe as delivered before, and the 
votes of the firft Senate, are revifed by that Court. 
In many cafes of appeal to the Diet, it had been 
ufual to require a report of the proceedings from the ' 
Chamber, or at leaft where this had been negleded, 
jthe appeal was immediately difmiffed, or elle left 

E 3 without 
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^ ?L ^ without examination. The cafe of Hcflcl-Caffcl was 
the only one in which this method was not adopted, 
and even here the college of the cities protefted 
againft the omifllion, and it was expreflly declared by 
the whole Diet, that it flioirid not be confidered as a 
precedent in future. 

It feems probable that thofe who drew up the four 
appeals above mentioned, did not wifli that the re- 
port of the Chamber fhould firft be heard, as many 
circumfiances would then perhaps have been placed 
in a different point of view from that in which they 
bad been reprefented in their partial accounts* One 
of the Envoys of the Diet(tf), therefore, who had 
particularly diflinguiihed himfelf as a zealous and 
learned advocate in favour of thefe appeals, took up 
his pen in defence of the pofition, that no report from 
the Chamber was neceflary (^). His chief argument

rank, and not of thole of Princes and States, which could only 
ha trie^ by perfons of the\fanne rank at the Diet. In proof of 
this the Author appeals to the Ordinance of the Eaiperor Ferdi- 
nard4L in 1236, Rudolphus I. in 1291, Albert I. in 14.38, and 
Sigifmund in 1446 ; then to the conllant pradtice in confequence 
of theie ordinances ; and he maintains that tlie Imperial Chamber 
was onlj^ erected when there was no Diet ; and that the States 
therefore^ad reierved the nomination of the AiTeflbrs, as their 
Reprefentatives.** — V tt follows of courfe,*' he continues, " from 
this known hiftory of fa<^8, that the power and jurifdidion 
of the Chamber was delegated, and fubjed to the direction and 
infpedtion of the Supreme Head and Scutes of the Empire afTem- 
*bled; that it could either be increafed or reduced as they pleafed, 
and that at all events in cafes where the Chamber palled beyond 
its bounds, the ordmaiy appeal might be made to the Diet as, 
confiituenie et dikgante ordini/que pra/cripti \cuJiode^ by ariother 
con cpnftituente^ €t conddegante." The whole compolition is printed 
in Kqnig's filedis jurU pubL novi/s.

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^j[ clared^ Ihould not be c(mfidered as a precedent^ were 
^ V \ with great propriety oppofed to the cuftom he at- 
tempted to prove ; and as to his other arguments^ 
it was evident to every one^ that there was the facne 
relation between the State that appealed, and the 
Chamber, as between the parties at law and the 
Judge, where the latter has always greater prefump- 
tion in his favour than the former ^ befides Which, 
the refpefi which ought to be paid to the word of a 
Prince could not by any means come into confidera* 
tion, as the writings are not drawn up perfonally by 
the Prince, but by his Council. It )vas not long, 
' however, before a cafe occurred, which placed 
the whole of this matter in a clearer point of 
view. 

Anthony Uiric, Duke of Saxe-Meinungen, had 
takeh a Countefs of Hohen-Sojms, who married one 
of his Secretaries, under his protection, appointed 
her hufband one of his Counfellors of Government, 
and allowed her to take place of all the ladies of his 
Court, as a Countefs by birth. A Jady of the name 
of de Gleichen, who \yould not acknowledge her pre- 
cedency, fliowed feyeral anonymous letters upon the 
fubjeft to her friends. The Duke committed her 
to prifon and commenced a profecution againft her, 
alledging that ftie was guilty of a libel, and made 
herfelf fubjeft to the puniihment infli(9:cd by the 
3axon law, called the Duellmanpat. Madame de 
Gleichen ip (I ituted a fuit againft bis ^ighnefs in the 
Imperial Chamber; and that her perfon might be more 
% fecure, 
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fecure.^he Duke of Gotha was ordered to take her CHAP.

under his protefkton. A Baron de Diemar, who ^ ^ 
carried on the caufe for her, and had on that ac- 
count been infulted by the Duke of Saxe-Meinungen, 
brought an aftiqn againft him likewife for defamatioOt 
upon which the Ghamber iflued a citation with the 
cpmoipn forms of law. The Duke immediately pub* 
liflied a ihorc memorial, in which he ftated to the Diet, 
thai the Chamber had Tent him his fentence, by which 
he was condemned, without any hearing, to make an 
apology to de Diemar^ and alfo to pay a fine of ten* 
thoufand dollars ; but it very foon appeared that the 
Duke had miftaken a mere citation for a decree. In 
this cafe therefore the prefumption in flavour of the 
word of a Prince proved erroneous. A mor^ for* 
jcible refutation of the above afiertion, that reports 
from the Chamber were not neceiTary, could not have 
been produced ; a clrcumftance not very advan- 
tageous to that fyflem of appeals to the Diet, which 
many of the Courts of Germany at that time feemed 
fo much inclined to favour {a). 

In an appeal, which the Ele&or Palatine made on 
account of an arbitration ordered by the Aulic Coun- 
cil, in an a£tian brought by the Knights of the Env 
pire concerning the Lordlhip of Zwingenberg, the 
Ele&oral College decreed by a majority of voices 
^n favour of the Eledtor ; but when the Electoral

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« ' . cxpeded to deliver their votes the fame day in the 
College of the Princes ; they found that the Auftrian 
Diredorial Envoy, had propofed beginning the va- 
cation fooner than ufuah This occafioned a difputc 
whether the proceeding was lawful, or whether the 
Envoys of the Princes ought not rather to have 
waited for the return of thofe fent by the Electors ; 
but the Aufttian^Anibaffador replied, that- it was not 
to be expefted that the Envoys of the Princes would 
, poftpone their deliberations, becaufe fome of the 
Princes had entrufled their vofes to perfons em- 
ployed in the Eleftoral Coltege, efpecially as every 
Court ought in juftice to appoint its own Envoy, as 
thofe of Vienna and Munich always did. The affair 
never came to deliberation in the Cbllege of the 
Princes, and the appeal therefore was never decided 
^ upon. 

Another appeal, which was made about this time 
by Duke Anthony Ulric of Meinungen, in confe- 
quence of a decree paffed by the Aulic^^Council, 
Sept. 25, 1744, againft the fuccefSoii of his fons, 
came into agitation at the Diet ; the refult of which 
was an unfavorable refolution paffed July 24, 
1747, and confirmed as a decree of the Empire 
by the Emperor, on the 4th of September follow- 
ing. By this event that article of the Capitulation 
againft notorious mefailliances was fully eftabliihed. 
The Duke however, that he might deprive the re- 
lations of his Houfe of the advantages they ex- 

pefted 
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pedled to derive from the decree, married a lady of CHAP. 
fuicable birth in the year 
feveral fons and daughters.

Befides the bufinefs of appeals, an event took place 
at this place which fuddenly gave birth to a variety 
of difputes concerning rank an'd ceremony, at Ratif- 
bon, and occafioned a'very extraordinary public corre- 
fpondence. When the Prince of Fiirftenberg, who 
had been hitherto Principal Commiflary, refigned 
his office, the Prince of Taxis was appointed in his 
place, and imagined th^t he fliould be able to avoid 
the former difputes concerning etiquette, by refiding 
for fome time at a country houfe, a fmail diftance ' 
from the town, and occafionally inviting all the En- 
voys to his table, without paying any particular at- 
tention to their rank. This, happened for the firft 
time on the 4th of June, 1748, when the Con-Com- 
miflary, and the Envoys of Mentz, Cologne, Bohe- 
mia, Auftria, and Wurtenberg, with their ladies, 
and a clergyman of the name of Stingelheim, who 
was charged with the votes of the Bilhops of Ratif- 
boo, Freifingen, and Liege, were invited to dinner. 
When it came to the turn of the Bohemian Envoy, 
Count Sternberg, to hand Madame de Buchenberg, 
theAuftrian Ambaflador's Lady into the room, he hap- 
pened not to be near her. Upon this, Mr. de Wall- 
brun, the Wurtenberg Envoy, ftepf forwards before 
Mr, de Stingelheim to offer his hand, and took the' 
latter gentleman's place at the table. Thiscircumftance 
revived the whole dif[)ute concerning precedency 
between the ecclefiaflical and fecular States of the 
I ' Empire. 
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the next day agarinft the behaviour of Mr. de Wall- 
burn, which was defigned to preferve thje juft pre- 
rogatives of t;he ecclefiaftical Princes from infringe- 
ment. It appeared to be intended by way of fatif- 
fadtion tb the fpiritual Princes, that the Prince of 
Taxis invited all their Envoys on the i6tTi of June, 
and did not invite thofe of the fecular Princes till 
the 20th following. 

But a new difficulty arofe now by Mr. de Bibra, 

the Envoy from Bamberg, who was confidered as 

the firft among the Clergy, not appearing* at table 

on the 1 6th of June, becaufe Mr. de Stingelheim, 

who was the next to him in rank, had been invited 

before him'. The Envoys of the fecular Princes 

rcfufed the invitation, that the precedency of the 

fpiritual Princes might not be confidered as ac* 

knowledged by theni in prejudice to the rank which 

had always been afferted by the former. Mr. de 

Schwartzenau, ihe Envoy from Heffe Darmftadt was 

the only one who accepted the invitation, and the 

Envoys from Holland, and the Counts, were invited 

in the place of the others. 

This affair was the occafion of no lefs than ten 

difierent publications {a). The firft was compofed by 

' Mr. de Heringen, an Envoy from one of the fe-

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cular Princes, and ended with thefe words: **Itis CHAP. 
" an eafy matter to breed confuiion in the tranfac- , ^^V- 
" tions of the Diet, but difficult to reftore it to 
" order again, and this affair will certainly not 
" be finiflied without further troublefome dif- 
" putes, nor will the end be qtiite fo eafy as the 
" beginning." In the fecond publication Mn dc 
Schwartzenau made fome remarks on the former 
one. He began with obferving, ^* that there had been 
" for fome time people enough at the Diet, who, 
" under the cloak of thofe detefted appeals and dif* 
'* putes concerning ceremonies, which were now 
" confidered in fo ridiculous a light by moft of the 
" Courts, concealed deep defigns of producing con- 
** fufion and mifunderftandings, they fiflied in trou- 
** bled waters, made elephants of flies, and, under the 
" appearance of fupporting the ancient prerogatives 
" of the Princes, (though fuch pillars were very weak, 
*^ and by no means to be trufted,) confounded them in 
*^ chimerical difputes concerning riank, and then cn- 
** dcavoured to extricate themfelves from the knot, 
" and while they made themfelves neceffary in certain 
^^ places, threw the odium upon others; that it was 
** eafy to fuppofe that the Eleftors, Princes, and other 
^* States, would not look for their dignity and prc- 
" rogatives in things which related only to the fup- 
*' port of the body and the neceflaries of life, but 
«^ take care of fomething more fubftantial, and know 
*« how to affert their rank in its proper place at the 
«* Seffions.'* He flightly hinted likewife at the invi- 
tations which had been ferit to the Dutch Envoys 
and the Deputies of the Counts. 

In 
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In a third publicatiody occaddned by this affaif^ 

Mr. dc Bibra, the Envoy from Bamberg faid, ** that 

'^ he had fcrupled to accept of the invitation to din- 

** ncr becaufe an Envoy ought not to be indifferent to 

" the rights of his principal, or facrifice bis dignity to 

•• the pleafures of the table, or a paffion for gaming." 

A fourth publication from Baron de Piflorius, an 

Envoy from the Counts, under the title of ** Incidental 

** Remarks," contained the following paffage : " The 

** fiityrical manner in which the Author mentions the 

^* fecond publication of the Envoys of the Counts, 

^ which ht might as .well have avoided, clearly 

•* proves that he is himfelf a lover of thofe very cere^ 

'^ monies which he attempts to place in fo ridicu- 

<< ious a light ; that he fifhes in troubled waters him* 

** felf, endeavours to make elephants of flies, and fets 

" himfelf up as Maftcr of the Ceremonies at the 

•* Diet. Careful as he had been in endeavouring to 

•* diftinguifti the Minifters fent from the Counts un- 

«' der the name of Deputies^ he would not inquire into 

** the original charader of a Deputy, nor go back to 

" thofe times, when even the Minifters from Eledors, 

•* and Princes in the laft century were fo denominated ; 

•^ but he begged leave to remind him, by way of in- 

** formation, that the Emperor, Charles VII, had 

" given the Counts of the Empire the right offending^ 

« Envoys, (Gesandte), and gave that title to their 

" Minifters; which a£tof the Emperors was fufficient 

*' authority ; and it appeared to him, that it muft even 

** be difadvantageous to the Princes of ancient houfes,

" according to the well-known difputes which they CHAP, 

*' had with, foreign republicks< if the Counts of the 

** Empire, who .fat in the fame College and were of 

'* equal birth, were put upon a lower footing than

Baron Schwartzenau replied in a fifth publication^ 
^ that the Envoys of the fecular Princes, as they knew 
^* fo well how to accommodate themfelves to civi- 
*/ lized manners, good living, and the pafEon for 
".play, which now prevailed, would willingly leave 
" others to comfort their fouls with their prayer- 
** books, if they chofe them in preference. With 
" refped to the Plenipotentiaries of the Counts, who 
^ owed their rank to a paper promotion^ or fo called 
" equatization of the Deputies, which was purchafed 
*> perhiips from the laft Imperial Court, and not even 
" acknowledged by the prefent Bavarian Minifters at 
*' the notification of their credentials, their attempts 
'* would tend as little to the derogation of great 
" Eledtors and Princes, or their Minifters, as the 
'^ ideal title of Excellency, with which they arc ho- 
" noured by the guards at a town gate, or by the 
** news-papers, and with which thefe gentlemen De- 
** puties are fo mightily pjeafed, can give them any 
" real importance/* 

A fixth publication appeared from Baron Piftorius^ 
with this . motto from Juvenal " Pr^Ua quanta Ulo

** perfonally alluded to Charles VII. he kft to a 

•* higher tribunal; and as to the allufion to the Ba-' 

** varian Embafly, that would fucceed but badly .*'' 

Baron Schwartzenau anfwered in a feventh publication^ 

«^ that the incidental remarker, being already com-* 

^ ' *^ pletely vaniihed, attempted to conceal a weak am* 

** bition under a fcholaftic pedantry ; and that for 

" his part he had no inclination to be involved in a 

*^ dirty correfpondence with the *^ Diis minorum gen- 

«« tium:-' 

Now came a rejoinder, an eighth publication from 
Baron Bib ra. " There were certainly fome among the 
•* ecclcfiaftical Envoys, who had no occafion to ftudy 
^ poUtenefs at Ratifbon ! the prayer-book which had 
•* been brought with fuch violence into the difpute 
** might as well have been fpared, and not have been 
** aflbciated with the pleafures of the table and a paf- 
** fion for gaming." The Dutch Minifter alfo delivered 
its fentiments in a ninth publication. He declared, 
** that he was pcrfedly indifferent to the difputes about 
** rank, and neither intended making a bargain by 
«* this or the other diflindion, or paper flattery, nor 

" engaging 
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" engaging himfelf in any ridiculous quarrels ; but CHAP. 
*' fince hie was perfotially named in the abovemen* . ^ m 
" tipned writings, he wotild leave it to the decifion 
*' of others, whether the author of the incidental re- 
" marks had any reafon to be fo mightily diftrefl'ed 
" with the appriehenfion of the Envoys of the Courts 
** being put upbn a lower footing than foreigners, 
'^ or to boaft fo much of what had accidentally 
" happened at table." At length appeared the tenth 
publicaticm from Baron Schncid, the Envoy from 
Bavaria. " It was vulgar>'* he faid, " in the extreme to 
" give the reins to a mean and abufive wit, in thing* 
*^ with which none but people of the loweft clafs 
** were accuftomed to fport and make the fubjeds of 
** their ridiculous and blafphemous jells; The dif- 
" guifed author, it i^ true, did not feem to have ac- 
" cuftomed himfelf much to the ufe of his prayer- 
" book, though he iriight be well-read in infipid 
** novels ; that the mention of any purchafe of the 
" honourable decrees of the Emperor was tlie greateft 
^* imprudence,'* &c. But thefe are fufBcient fpe- 
clmens of a public correfpondence of the members 
of th€ Diet, ift the the middle of the eighteenth 
century ! The affair itfelf coritl^Jued as it was, with- 
out decifion, and may therefore, cfpecially With re- 
fpeft to the difputes concerning the rank fil^the 
Ecclefiaftical and Secular Princes, be again brought 

forwards at every opportunity j ^The abovemen- 

tioned gentlemen, however, had very foorl objt&s of 
much greater importance to employ them.

Ninth Period of Modern Hiffory. 

FROM THE PEACE OF AIX LA CHAPELL? UNTIL TH^ 
ELECTION OF JOSEPH II. KING OF THE ROMANSV 

1748 — iy(>A* 
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Firji Period of the Peace before the War of Seven Tears ^ 
1748— 1753, particularly the Changes which took 
place during that Time in the St^te of the Coinage \ and 
the Appeal agaitjji the Knights of the Empire. 

The changes which have evidently taken place in the fyftem of 
Europe lince the peace of Aix la Chapel le—parricularly with 
rerpe6t to the friendfliip fubfifling between Auilria and 
France — Improvements made during the time of pe^ce, par- 
ticularly in the Pruffian territories—- Alterations in the coinage 
on account of the unequal proportion of gold and filver — Dif- 
covercd by Grauman in the ftandard of Leipfic — Publications 
occafioned thereby on the fubjed — and the fo called* conven- 
tion s fuss, or convention ftandard — ^Religious grievances of 
Hohenlohe— Upon which the Protefta it body thought it necef- 
fary to enforce the right of lelf-defence allowed by the treaty 
of Weflphalia— Great difturbances among the Catholicks at 
theCourtof Vienna— A very important appeal made by Wiir- 

tenburg 
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tenburg againft the Knights tof the Empire — particularly on CHAl*. 
account of the taxation of the eftates of the Kinghts bcirig dill !• 
perililed in, after they came ihtOf the hands of the States—- 
Alfo on account of the peculiar right, which was main- 
tained hy the Knights of the Empire, of felling their 
eflates ; on accoupt of the unroa of Individual members ; and 
the frequent admiffion of the fo- denominated personalists— 
•but without the decree of the Empire, which was procured^ 
having the defired effedh . 

A Very few years elapifed after the* peace of Aix la 
Chapelle before there was a ftipture, on one fide, be- 
tween Great Britain arid France conccrniiTg the 
boundaries of Cafiada, which threatened important . 
confequen6es; and the King of Pruflia, on the other 
fide, Jifcovered from private intelligence; that a 
fcombination of feveral powers was in agitation againft 
him. The event certainly proved, that the fyftem 
which had hitherto prevailed in Europe, fince 
the peace of Aix la Chapelle, was totally chang- 
ed. The enmity which had fubfifted for three 
fucceffive ceinturics, between the Houfes of Auftria 
and 'France, feemed fuddenly <::on verted into friend- 
Ihip. This was [Probably occafioned by Count Wen- 
celaus, Anthony Kaunitz de Rittberg, who had 
figned the pCace of Aix la Chapelle on the part of 
Auftria, being immediately fent in the capacity of 
Afinifter from the Court of Vienna to Vcrfailles^ and 
his being appointed in May, 1753, to the office of 
Chancellor of the Court, and firft Minifter of Stae, 
at Vientia. In the year 1764, he was faifed to the 
rank of jPrinccj and has ever fince continued to fulfil 

Fa' the 
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. ^ * J very extraordinary circumftance^ and perhaps the 
only inftance of the kind. 

It was only a period of eight years after the peace 
of Aix la Chapelle, or eleven years, if we reckon 
from the peace of Drefdcn, that Germany remaiaed 
in a {late of tranquillity ; but even this period was^ in 
many refpefts, of infinite importance to the confti- 
tution of the Empire. Frederick, equally adive in 
confulting the advantage of his dominions in peace, as 
perfonally bold in the command of his army in war, 
appeared in the charader of a wife legiflator, a re- 
foi'mer of the adminiftration of juftice, and promoter 
of navigation and commerce ; an example which 
encouraged feveral other great Courts to imitate his 
paternal zeal for the good of his country ; but the 
fruits which were reaped from thefe exertions^ or 
which were at leaft in expedation, were confined to 
the conftitution of particular States, and did not ex- 
tend to Germany in general, except in a fingle in- 
Aance, where a meafure was adopted which diffufed 
its elfedts throughout the Empire. 

In the (landard of coinage eftabliihed at LeipfiCj 
which, fince the year 1738, had been confidered as 
that of the Empire, the proportion of gold and 
filver was fixed, apparently withput cither know- 
ledge or confideration of the fubjed, at the ratts of 
I to 15, that is, that one pound of gold flxould b(C. 
confidered of the fame value as fifteen pounds of 

filver. 
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lilver. Oil the contrary^ in Holland^ France^ and qhap. 
Spain^ the proportion obfervcd was i ta 14. Of !• 
courfe therefore filver was no where fo cheap as 
in Germany; and yet^ as the filver mines of this 
country were extremely produdive, the owners of 
them had every reafon to prize this valuable gift of v 
nature higher, efpecially when they confidered that 
it was an article which could not be difpenfed with. 
Hence it followed, that all the filver which was 
coined by the Courts that adhered to the ftandard of 
Leipfic foon difappeared, and was exchanged for 
Dutch duc^s, and old French Louis d'ors. Foreign 
comtMrdal companies, which made a profit by 
trading in filver to other quarters of the world *, 
procured the greateft part of , it from Germany; a 
circumftance which proved as injurious to the trade 
of this country, as it was advantageous to the Dutch 
and French. . 

At laft a ^erfon of the name of John Philip Grauman, 
a man who was well acquainted with the bufinefs, 
and had been employed in feveral commercial houfes 
in Holland, found an opportunity of difclofing his 
fentiments upon this fubjeft at Brunfwick. * In con- 
fequence of a propofal he made, a mark of filver, 
which, according to the Leipfic ftandafd, made 
eighteen florins, was coined into twenty, and the 
gold into pieces of five dollars value. At firft this 
alarmed the States which adhered to the Leipfic 
,.?landard; but upon Grauman's publifliing a juftifi-

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BOOK catioi^ of his principles, he was fent for to Be^-» 
lin, and appointed lnfpe(S6r General of the Royal 
Mint* A great quantity of gold and filver was im- 
mediately coined then?, according to this newly- 
adopted plan ; and at laft the proportion eflabliflicd 
by the Il^ndard of Leipfic was univerfally acknow- 

kdged to he' erroneous. 

. . ■ ■ ^ 

At Hanover the government made fome fcruplc 
of debafing the filver coinage, bccaufe every one, 
who had occafion to raif(f a fum in filver to the 
amount of twenty ounces, fuftained a lofs of two- 
twentieths; for, in a quantity weighing tweJnty ounces, 
there wqre only eighteen of the former value To 
remedy this, it was propofed to leave the filver 
coinage as it was, but to leflen the value of the 
gold, fo that the value of a piece of five dollars 
was reduced to four and two-thirds; mod of the 
, other Courts however adopted the plan propofed by 
Grauman. . ' 

Even the Court of Vienna wns perfuaded to makq 
an alreration in the Hate of th6 coinage of Auftria, 
■according to the new proportion of gold and filver; 
but, that the Emperor's (u^^jeifts might not fuflfer 
from thfe neighbouring territories, that Court con- 
duced a Convention- with the Court of Munich, 
(from which circumftance the new flandard acquired 
the nameof the CoNVENTio^sFuss, or Convention 
ftandardi and CoNVENxroNs munze, or Cortvention 
money, throughout Germany). By virtue of 
** • ' '■ ^ this 
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this Convention, a mark of filver in Bavaria was to CHAP, 
be coined into twenty florins ; and the Court of Vi- >' [ _„ ^ 
enna endeavoured to eftablifli the fame ftandard in 
the Circles of Swabia, Franconia, and the Upper 
Rhine* But in all thefe Circles another obftacle • 
prefente4 itfelf. The current filver was reckoned ' 

at twenty-four florins to a mark ; ducats were va- 
lued at five florins, piftoles at nine, and Carolines . 
and Louis d'ors at eleven. Every attempt to alter 
this in the end proved fi*uitlefs, and the Court of 
Bavaria was under the neceflity of revoking the Con- 
vention ; Ip that no uniformity prevailed whatever,' 
though this was but a fmall prelude to the con-* 
fufion which arofe in the flate of the coinage a 
few years afterwards, and occafioned a dreadful 
war. ' 

Among the other affairs at this period, which 
^related to the Germanic conftitution, nope were 
of more importance than the religious grievances 
in the country of Hohenlohe, when the quef- 
tion was again agitated, how far the two parties 
might, in luch cafes, have recourfe to felf-de- 
fence ? The Princes of Hohenlohe, who became 
Catholicks after the peace of Weftphalia, had made 
alterations in the ftate of their country, which were fo 
repugnant to the rule of the definitive year, that ^ 
decree of the Aulic Council was iflued againft them 
in confequence of the complaints of their Proteftant 
fubjeds, and the relations of their Houfe, Septem- 
^^^ 30j 1744* They could not, however^ be prer 
vailed upon to comply %\i\i the edidt, and the ne-

^ ^1^' . adually wanting, though it was ordered by the 
Aulic Council, September 13, i748. As this had 
frequently happiene4 before, in cafes of a fimilar na- 
ture, the Proteftant States were induced^ on the ap- 
plication of the aggrieved party, to enforce the ar- 
ticle of the peace of Weftphalia, which in fuch 
cafes authorizes felf-defence^ 

They refolved therefore, April 29, 1750, to com- 
miffion the Summoning Office of the Proteftant p^ty 
in the Circle of Franconia to procure juftice for the 
aggrieved fubjeds of Bohenlohe ; for. which purpofe 
the Eledors of Brandenburg and Brunfwick, and the 
Houfes of Saxe-Gotha and Heffe-Caflel,were requefted. 
Tune 8, 1750, to affift, in cafe it ftiould bencceflary, 
m the execution of the commiiEon,— In confequence 
of this, an officer in the fervice of the Margrave of 
Anfpach entered the country of Hohenlohe, 0&. 15, 
i75^» with 104 grenadiers, and obliged the Princes 
to fubmit to the terms propofed. This meafure was 
confidered by the Court of Vienna, and the Catholicks 
in general, as an illegal infringement of the Emperor's 
fole prerogative, of enforcing the executioD of a ju- 
dicial fentence; but the article of the peace of Weft- 
, phalia on this fubjedt is too clear not to juftify it : 
^^ If any one Ihall be aggrieved contrary to the treaty 
of Weftphalia, and the aggrievance is not removed, 
either amicably or in the courfe of law, within the 
term of three years, all the parties, and every indi- 
vidual concerned in the peace, as well as the Body 
of Proteftant States, wbigh, jointly confidered, con- 
I ftitute 
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Ititutea pstrtyyihallin tfaat cafe be obliged^ and of courfe ^ H A Fw 
have a right, to iHiitc with the injured party, and afllft ^ - * 
them with their advice and power; and not upon the 
fuppofition of preyiouB dired:ions from the Emperor, 
but on the application of the injured party alone/* The 
meafere adopted by the Proteftaht Bpdy was perfediy 
confiftent with this prefcription. This was ccrtaikilf 
the firfl inftance of this article being adiually put ivt 
execution, becaufe hitherto the mod violent meafuw 
adopted, when matters were carried to the greateft 
length, had been only making reprifals; but this 
very circumftance is a proof of the modefatiwi 
formerly ufed, and that neceiSty alone required the 
Proteftants at this jundlure to proceed to fuch ex- 
tremities, unlefs they had been difpofed to leave 
tbofe who were fo evidently injured in a defencelcfs 
ftare, and have given room to imagine that fuch 
meafures would never be adopted. Since the moll 
.fetal confequences, therefore, may refult from fuch ^ 
recourfe ^to felf-defence being oppofed by an equal 
force, it is certainly to be wiihed on this account, for 
the peace of Germany, and the welfare of both parties 
of religion, that they may never give each other any 
opportunity of proceeding to fuch extremities in 
future. 

Another affair which came into difcufSon at thi^ 
period related to the free Imperial Nobility, or 
Knighthood of the Empire; an affair which was of 
no leis confequence, than either paving the way for 
their total abolition,. or fupporting their conAitution 

m 
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9 Oj9;K in Vis former ftate^ as it was eftablilhed by the £uqt 
damental laws and cuftoms of the Empire. 

Many of the ^States might cextainiy find it a ver)r 
^ifagreeable circumftance to have the connexion of 
their territpf ies interrupted by a number of immC'- 
diate cftates belonging to the Free Nobility, when 
they compared theoi with thofe countries wh.ere 
9li the Nobility are fubjefts. On the other fide, 
k might not junfrequently happen, that the Free 
)f obility m^de an improper ufe of their privileges, 
9.iid carried the principle^ they had adopted too far« 
But the former weje confirmed by die peace of Wcft- 
phalia, and were now fo interwoven in the conftitu- 
tion of th^ Empire, that th^y could not poffibly be 
removed as a part, without injuring the whole. The 
latter therefore mi^ft neceffarily be legally examined, 
according to the circumftances of each particular cafe, 
thqugh the States had frequently complained of 
the Free Nobility when they were engaged in any 
law-fuits with them, being too much favoured by the 
fupreme tribupals. 

The Free Nobility pretended, that when any of their 
cftates came into the poffeffion of a State of the Em-, 
pire, either by purchafe or other means, the taxes 
impofed by them ought to continue, and no ob- 
ftacle be thrown in t^ie ^ay to prevent their being 
raifed, \^hen they wefe granted at a convention of 
the Knights (to which none but thofe who were 
imnaediate, were admitted^ ; but that they Ihould be 

raifed. 
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if^idtd, by order of the Free Nobility and by their ex- CHAP. 
ccutive power, the fame as they were before* The m 

States aflerted, on the contrary, their right to in- 
corporate newly-acquired tftates with their own terri- 
tories, and impofe the cuftomary taxes, without being 
any longer fubjed: to the burthen of contributing t^ 
a tax impofed by the Nobility ^« 

In order to prevent fo great a number of thefe 
^ftates from jQorning into the pofieffion of the States 
pf the Empire, the Immediate Nobility endeavourec}, 
by virtue of a privilege granted by the Emperor ia 
the years 1624, 1652, and 1688, to appropriate 1^ 
very ^xtepfive right rf*, which allowed theai to feize 
a free eilate, y^i^hin three years after the purchafe, 
without imkirig any allowance for the improvement^* 
vrhich bad been made upon it. The States oppofe4 
this right; and complained moreover, that when they 
thought they were only concerned with one of the 
Free Nobility, they found themfelves engaged with a 
whole Canton^ or a Circle, or even with all the Free 
Nobility and Knights of the Empire, in the three 
jCircles of Swabia, Franconia, and the Rhine, who 
made the affair a coiiimon caufe; that the Knights \ 

were not latisfied with admitting fuch perlons to he 
members of their order as wefe really poffeffed of 
fftates, but matriculated even Minifter% ot btate^ 
Ambafladors to Courts^ and members of both the Su-

It was pi^etehded, that, for Want of a general rule

and fometimes anotJier. That Court applied therefore 
to the executive power for a general and determined 
folt to be 6bferved in all difputes, in Which the 
States and Free Nobility were concerned. A Mani* 
fcfto, with a folio full of documents and records, 
was laid before the Diet in 1749 » ^^^ negociations 
carried on with the greateft zeal on the fub^ed aC 
the principal Coiirts, by means of Ambaffadors fent 
exprefsly for the purf>ofe. The Free Nobility 
lent whole folios of remonftrances on their part. 
The votes at the Diet appeared tolerably equaU 
At laft a refolution of the Empire was pro- 
cured July 23, 1752, which, upon the whole, left 
the affair in its former ttate, by obferving, that 
the eltablilhment of a general rule would meet

J. HE impreffion which the affair of Hoherf- 
lohe appeared to make upon the Court of Vienna 
in particular, was confiderably increafcd by cer- 
tain events, concerning which the Courts of Vienna 
and Berlin difcovcred oppofitc principles.

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An event of this kind firfl occurred with fefpeSb C H AK 
to the vote which was attempted to be introduced 
in the College of Princes, in favour of the Prince 
of Thurn and Taxis. The Eledloral College, it is 
true, had already given its confent, and the EkAor 
of Brandenburg among them j in the College of the 
Princes likewife, the majority of votes was in his favour, 
but the majority of the fecular bench of Princes, on 
which the new vote was to take its place, was againft 
him. The Emperor's Capitulation (Art. i. §. 5;) 
contains the literal prefcription, that when the ad- 
miffion of a new vote among the States is propofed, 
** the Eleftoral College, and that College and Bench 
on which it is to be admitted, muil give their coo- 
fent/* The Houfes of the ancient Princes main- 
tainedj^ therefore, that it was not Sufficient for the 
whole College of Princes to confent, by means of a 
majority of votes, jbut that it was abfolutely requifite 
to have the particular confent likewife of the fecular 
Bench, a majority of which was againft the admii^ 
fion of the Prince of TKurn and Taxisi 

Notwithflanding this circumflance, the Auftrian 
Diredorial Ambaffador would perfift in introducing 
the vote, which was entrufted with fuU powers ta 
^limfelf- The Houfes of the ancient Princes oppofed 
him, and,, among the reft, the PruflSan Envoy, ^in 
behalf of Magdeburg, and the other princely votes

jt was, neithcir has thetc ever been any authentic 

explanation of the abovementioned article of the Ca- 

Ipitulatioh; yet the vote of the Hdufe of Taxis ft ill 

continues in exercife. The vote of the Princely 

Houfe of Schwartzburg was introduced at the fame 

time ; but did not meet with the fame oppofition. 

Since that, however, the ihtroduAion of any new 

votes in the College of the Princes has never been 

accompliihed ; and, during the whole period from 

the time of Leopold till now, the only vote which 

hasfucceeded was that of the Houfe of Lichtenftein 

in the reign of Charles VL) . 

Another circumftance^ which was viewed in dif« 
ferent points of view ait Vienna and Berlin, and con- 
cerning which the religious parties were of very dif- 
ferent opinions, was the change in the religious 
perfuafion of the hereditary Prince of Heffe-Caflch 
It was not known till the autumn of the year 1754^ 
that he had become a Catholic in 1749 ^^ Fader* 
born, where he wai on a viiit to Clement Auguftus, 
EledoT of Cblogne. The Landgrave William VIII, 
his Father, was fiili living, and took care that

afTiirance^ at a Diet exprefsly convened for that pur- ^ / ^ 

pofe, that the religion of the country fliould not fuf- 
fer any alteration, and that there fliould be hd Simula 
laneum^ nor any Catholics appqinted to thi offices 
in the gift of the Court The Landgrave^ ordered 
likewife, that the eldefl: of his three grand fchildren, 
whom the hereditary Prince had by thq[ Princefs 
Maria of England^ fliould, after his death, fucceed 
to the county of Hanau, and that his Mother 
fliould be appointed his guardian during his mi-> 
nority. He thought he had a greater fight to make 
this regulation, becaufe he was the firft of his fa* 
mily, who was in poflelfion of the county of Ha- 
nau, and according to the principles of law refpeft- 
ing the German Princes, could fettle the order of 
inheritance in his own family, as he pleafed. By 
virtue of his power likewife as a grandfather, he 
made fuch regulations concerning the education of 
bis grandchildren, that there was no apprehenfion 
of their becoming Catholicks after his death* They 
were immediately fent to the Univerfity of Gottingen, 
and when that place was in danger of being ex- 
pofed to a war, they were removed to Copenhagen, ^ 
where the two eldefl: afterwards married Danifli 
Princcfles* The hereditary Prince fuSmitted to all 
thefe regulaticfas, and fubfcribed his name to them. 
They were guaranteed likewife by the Kings of Great . 
Britain, Denmark^ and Pruflia, and by tjje' y/hole 
Proteftant Body in Germany.

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BOOK In fad, there was nothing done 6n this bccafion, 
which had not been done before in fimilar cafes, when 
a cbange took place in religion, as i;i the Houfes of 
Saxony, Wiirtenberg^ and others. The prefervation 
iof the (late of religion, agreeably to the definitive year, 
and of courfe therefore to the treaty of Weftphalia, 
was evidently the grand objeft. Attempts were made 
to remove the few obftacles, which it was apprehended 
might arife from a different way of interpreting cer- 

' tain articles of the peace of Weftphafia, from prece- 
dents in other houfes and territories, by treaty, 
which was no more repugnant to the peace than any 
other fundamental law, or any other part of the 

. Germanic conftitution. There was not, therefore, 
any innovation in view; but the prefervation of every 
thing in its former ftate, and the prevention of com- 
plaints and difputes in future : objedls to which 
no upright German who is not indifferent . to 
principles of equity and the prefervation of peace, 
cannot refufe his approbation. Notwitbftanding this, 
feveral writers feemed to make it their bufinefs to re- 
prefent this affurance of the fecurity of religion in 
Hefle, as repugnant to the treaty of Weftphalia, and 
fpoke in a tone even as if the whole tranfaftion could 
be declared to be null and void. Such aflertions as 
thefe. naturally occafioned other publications to con-* 
fute them, which firmly maintained the contrary 
principles. This was all done without any of the 
Courts immediately interfering ; although their dif- 
ferent opinions could not remain a fecret. 

This 
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This difFerence of opinion and principles became cHAp. 
ttiore evident, when the Proteftant States prefented , ^' ^ 
ftn addrefs to th« Emprefs Maria Therefia, Novem- 
ber 6, i754j in favour of her Proteftant fubjeQS in 
Carinthia, Stiria, and Upper Aullria, in confe- 
quence of an' Edifl: which fcnter.ced them, unlefs 
they embraced the Catholic perfuaCon, to be trans- 
ported ta Hungary and Tranfylvania. It certainly is 
not repugnant to the treaty of Weftphalia, for a Ca* 
tholic Sovereign to compel his fubjedts, who are not 
of his own perfuafion, and are not included in the 
rule of the definitive yeat 1614, to quit the country 5 
but in that cafe the fubjefls, who ate driven out, ztt 
at liberty to go to any other place they pleafe, as in 
the year 1732, when many thoufand Proteftants,. who 
emigrated from the Bifhoprick of Salzburg mfet with 
a very hofpitable reception in other countries *. A 
compulfioil of this kind likewifcj which is certainly fuf- 
ficiently dreadful, is the fevereft meafure, which the 
peace of Weftphalia allows a Catholic Sovereign 
to adopt. Every tranfgreffion beyond this boundary 
is evidently inconfiftent with the principles bf the 
peace; and nothing can be more evident, than that 
tiot only a violent compulfion of the i;ihabitahts td 
abandon their native country, bqt to ttanfport them 
to another place againft thdr confent, is incompar- 
ably more ftvere than a meer compulfion to emigrate, 
when it is left to the option of the fugitives, where 
they chufe to fettle. This tranfportation, thetcfofe, 
was intirely inconfiftent with the peace of Weft- 
phalia« In ^ military Hate it is pertainly allowable

BOOK to draft men from one regiment and place them in 
^ ^ ^ another, or remove a garrifon ; but fetting religion 
afide, furely the right of tranfpprting fubjeds to 
another country, can never be granted to any fu- 
preme power, except as a puqifhment for crimes. 
Much lefs can fuch a meafure be adopted on account 
pf religion, and not without great coiiipundion of 
confcience, evep when the alternative is allowed 
cither to abandon particular religious dodtrines, or 
be banifhed to another land and climate. Thefe, 
and fimilar remonftrances, made fo little impreifion 
at Vienna, that the Aufirian Diredorial Ambaflador^ 
on the contrary, received a feverc Refcript from his 
A C. 755. Court, April 23, 1755, which e^cpreffed the greateit 
difpleafure' at the interceffion of the States ; and the 
tranfportation of the fubjeds, which had been re- 
folved upon, was vigorouily perfifled in. 

A Convent, which the reigning Count of Wied- 
Runkel permitted the Capuchins to ereft, in Febru- 
ary, 1755, in his refidentiary city of Dierdorf, be- 
came a new objeft of contention. In a country 
where the Sovereign and fubjeds are of the fame re- 
ligion, the former is certainly at liberty to allow 
thofe who are of a different perfuafion the exercife of 
their religion; as in the inftance of a Catholic Church 
being firfl: built by Frederick II, at Berlin ; but in the 
prefent inftance, the Count, who was a Calvinift as well 
as his fubjeds, had already, upon fome other occa- 
fion, promifed them, upon the condition, of their pay- 
ing him a ftipulated fum of money, that no Catholic 

Con- 
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Convent ihould be built in the country. When he CHAP, 
gave his confent to the Catholicks, notwithftanding. >^ ' r 
his promifei and was in habits of intimacy more- 
over with the Clergy of the neighbouring Eledoratc 
of Treves, his fubjedts began to fufpeft that their 
Sovereign, perhaps, might have privately changed his 
religion. The Proteftant body, therefore, upon their 
application, not only fent a dehortatory letter to the 
Count, June 3, 1755, but particular letters like- 
wife to the Margrave of Brandenburg- Anfpach (as the 
proprietor of Sain-Altenkirchen) and Naffau-Orange, 
requeuing them,asneighbogrs,to guard againft any in- 
fringement of the peace of Weftphalia. This meafure 
was confidered at Vienna as an illegal negleft of the 
Tribunals of the Empire, and the building of the 
Convent proceeded, with the Count's permiffion, 
without further interruption. . 

All thefe circumftances might have had their in* 
fluence, if the private intelligence of that time may 
be depended upon, which declared, that even then the" 
grand objeds of the Court of ^Vienna were to change 
the ftate of religion in Germany, and recover Silcfia {a)^

by the peace of Dreiden, a private treaty was entered . ^* ^ 
into at Leipfic by the Courts of Vienna and Drefdcn, 
in wliich they both agreed not to difarm, before, not 
only the whole^of Silefia and the county of Glatz 
were recovered, but the King of Pruffia ftill further 
liumbled. It wa$ the wifli of his enemies, after hav- 
ing conquered Silefia and Gratz, to become mafters 
of the Dutchy of Magdeburg, with the Circle of Saal, 
wjiich was annexed to it; the Principality of Croflen, 
together with the Circle of Zullichauer ; the Bohe* 
mian fiefs of the Houfe of Brandenburg in Lufatia, 
viz. Cotbus, Prltz, Storkau, Breflcau, Sommerfeld ; 
and other places appertaining to them* Agreements 
likewife were made refpefting the part to be taken 
poffeffion of by the Houfe of Saxony, according as 
the fortune of war favoured the conquerors, and fo far 
there could be no objedlion to a treaty of this nature, 
as it was concluded in the time of war, the for- 
tune of which alone could decide in its favour or 
againft it.

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BOOK added, that in cafe the King of Pryfiia Ihould hb the

firfl aggreflbr, and renew his attack upon the Houfo 
of Auflria, that the claims of the Houfe of Auftria 
upon that part of Silefia which was ceded, and upon 
the county of Glatz, Ihould revive. To this like- 
wife there could be no objedtion. — But the fame con. 
dition was made upon the prefumption of the King 
of Prufiia'$ cooimencing hoftilities, either again!): the 
Ruffiaps, or the Rcpublick of Poland.^— Whether the 
Court pf Vienna could be abfolved from the obliga- 
tion, to abide by the peace of Prefden in this cafe 
Ukewife as well as the firft, becaufe the King had 
attacked another power, is a point which the politic 
cal writers of Bprlin ?:ealoufly difputedf 

It happened that the King of Pruffia not only acr 
quired, through a particular channel, authentic 
copies of both thefe private Conventions -, but had 
further intelligence likewife, that it was in agitation 
to caufe a ruptpre between him and Poland, or Ruffia, 
in order that the firft cafe might adually happen ; 
and even that hoftile preparations were making for 
a fudden inyafion of feveral parts of his own do- 
piinions at once. The remonftrance to the Court of 
Vienna was in vain.

At Berlin, on the contrary, 
the accufation was dented i and it was argued^ t\x^ 
it was not only a breach of the peace when one State 
niade war upon the other, but likewife when either 
of them entered into a forbidden confpiracy or league 
to the other's prejudice. The Aulic Council in the 
mean time took every neceflary meafure for com« 
mencing a legal procefs, in order to fubje£fc the 
King, as Eledlor of Brandenburg, to the jpuniihment 
annexed to a breach of the public peace ; with this 
view i Notary was ordered to lerve the citation 
upon the Envoy of the £Ie&or of Brandenburg at 
Ratilbon. The Notary, however, was unfuccefsfui, 
arid the mode of ferving the citation was not ac- 
knowledged as legal *.

Before the army of the Empire, which had hccti 
refolved upon atRatifbon^ was in motion, the French 
Minifter informed the Diet, March 14, 1757, that 
application had been made, by feveral of the moft 
dillinguilhed States of the Empire, to the Crowns of 
France and Sweden, to exercife' their right of gua- 
rantee of the peace of Weftphalia ; and that both 
Crowns ha^ come to the determination, to adopt fuch 
meaiures to fulfil their obligation, as would be moft' 
expeditious and efFeftuaU The Minifter from Sweden 
made a fimilar declaration ; and on the 20th of May, 
1757, the French Miriifter announced in a more ex- 
' plicit manner the march of the French army into 
Germany. 

The Court of Berlin objeCled to this declaration, 
that neither the names of thofe States were fpeci- 
fied, which made the application for the guarantee, 
nor the particular article for which it was required.

C. 175?* 
flcfeat at the battle of Kolin*, which he loft June i8, 
1757, ^^ ^^^ ^y ^^ army of France, but thoft 
bkewife 'of Ru£a and Sweden, had taken the field 
againft him ; the army of the Empire likewilb^ 
Tvhich was affembled at Nfirenberg, under the com- 
Inand of Prince Jofeph of Hildberghaufen, began its 
march in Auguft I757> with the view of driving the

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BOOK Pruffians out of Saxony ; but the fete of this cam- 
t * . paign was foon decided in that part of Germany, by 
the moft complete viftory gained by Frederick, No- 
vember 5, 1757, at Rdfsbach, in Thuringia ♦. 

* An army of more than fifty thoufand men, French, Im- 
perialiflSy and troops of the Empire, were encamped in a flrong 
place, under the command of the Prinpe Soubilb. The Pniffian 
army was 20,000 flrong, commanded by the King himfelf, and 
encamped in the neighbourhood of Rofsbach. The enemy 
marched in three cohimns, and expeded, by forming a triangle, 
to inclofe the Marquis de Brandenhourg^ and take him and his little 
army prifoners. His Pruffian Majefty had juft fat down to table 
in his head-quarters at Rofsbach, when news came that the 
French army was on the march. Sufficiently acquainted with the 
llrength and difpofition of the enemy, he continued for feme tiniG 
fitting in the moft compofed manner, and then led his whole 
army under a chain of hills, which covered his march through a 
vacant part of the triangle, with which the French thought to have 
inclofed him. As foon as he had pafled them, he fcnt his fa- 
vourite Scydlitz, with the cavalry, to attack the cavalry of the 
enemy, who immediately fell back upon their own infantry, and 
threw them into diforder. Six battalions of Pruffian Infantry, 
which had advanced under the command of Prince Henry, fup* 
ported this attack io manfully, that in an hour and a halfs 
time, the fate of the day was decided, with no greater lofs, 
which is almoft incredible, than 91 killed and 274 wounded. The 
enemy made a precipitate retreat ; 8 French generals, 250 officers, 
and 6220 privates, were made prifoners j feventy-two pieces of 
cannon, 15 ftandards, 7 pair of colours, and two pair of kettle- 
drums, compofed but a part of the fpoil. Fifteen hunched men 
were mortally wounded in the field of battle, and as mlany were 
killed in the purfuit ; among the wounded were Prince Henry of 
Pruffia, and General Seydlitz. The enemy continued their 
flight, breaking down every bridge, to prevent the Pruffian army 
from purfuing them, as far as the Rhine, which they pafled with 
the gre^teft precipitation, fcarcely allowing themfclves time to 
take care of the fick and wounded.

l)efe6ls in the military eftabliftiment of the Empire, which were 
particularly difcovered at the battle of j^ofsbach, efpecially pn 
account of every State being obliged to maintain his own 
quota of men — ^The number of ovens— Difference of pay — Defi- 
ciency of many things rieceflary for the war, the muikets of 
unequal fize, &c. — Military cheft raifed by the grant of Ro- 
man Months— The mode of keeping the accounts — Aflign- 
ments, and compenfations— Tax impofed upon the fubjeds 
for the raifing of Roman Months — Augmentation of them for 
tl^ States which remained unarmed — Commanding officers of 
the Empire — Maintained likewife in time of peace — But enjoy 
the particular advantages of their offices only during a cam- . 
paign — ^New regulations every time refpeding the chief coni- 
mand of the army— An Imperial Council of War, which by 
virtue of the Capitulation ought to bs coolpofed of both re- 
ligions, is not yet eflabllfhed. 

Jl HE military eftablifliment of Germany cannot be ^^ C.iyc7. 
placed in a clearer point of view than in the obfer- 
vations which wereoccafioned by the defeat of the ar- 
my of the Empire at Rofsbach. The grand circum- 
ftance to be confidered is tbe obligation every St^te is 
under to provide his own contingent with every ne- 
ceflkry article even in the field. Many regiments are

S O QK compofed of the contingcmj^f ^ of feveral States^ each 
of which "has a particular Commiflary, or Entrepeneur ; 
its own baggage- waggons^ ovenSj hofpitals &c. It is 
impoffible, therefore, for the army to have any regu- 
lar magazine, becaufe the Commiflaries cannot keep 
their {lores together, and on that account require fe- 
« veral feparate biuldings ; and itfometioies iiapp^is, 
that they are neither prbvided with bakers, nor ovens, 
but are obliged to run over the country to afk leave 
from the peafants in the villages to bake their bread, 
fo tliat the foldiers of courfe have their bread of a 
bad quality, half-baked, and very uhwholeibme* 

A fingle regiment, whk^ is raifed by ten or Twelve 
different States, ' muft fend to as many different 
places for bread. The number of waggons ufed by 
the army is not fufEcient for the purpofe ^ of courfe 
others muft be procured from the peafants of the 
country. The confequence of which is not only a 
great eipence, but it inevitably follows, that in the 
fame company one foldier has good bread, and 
aniOther bad ; nay, he may even ftarve, while his 
comrade enjoys a belly-full, which Qccaifions inopedi- 
ble jealoufies among the privates. Another incon- 
venience is, that the army is never fupplied with 
bread i at the fame time, becaufe one conringwit re- 
ceives their allowance to-day, another 'to-toornow, , 
and a third, perhaps, the day after. The com- 
manding officer, therefore, can never know, with 
any degree of certainty, whether his army is p«)- 

^vidcd 
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vj4«d wit^ bvesd fqi any number of days or not i fo CHAF» 
tjba^ if he \kt% any plan in agiucion^ \% is icnpoffible 
for him to k«ep it f<^reit; he muft difck^ it to % 
Dumber (iC^«er$> beeauih one ns^n, who haa only 
x$t^ Of twelve mfn^ which are ient by one State^ 
muft know what previous preparatioo to make>^ 
as much as he^ who has to provide for a thoufand. 
It ffeqveMly happens llkewife^ that the men are in 
w^nt of bread ; the Commifiaries are out of the way» 
QQOCeal tbemielves> and very often arfe not to be 
found at all* Of courfe, therefore^t if the men are 
^*10C lifted from the general army ftock, moft of 
them m\?ft literalty die for want of the commo%ne<- 
ceffariea of life. In cafe, moreover^ of a file or de« 
tachment of men being fent on any expedition, i£ 
there are no more than fifty in number, and it may 
very often happen that every man is fent by a dif« 
ferent State^ no lefs than fifty Conupiflaries muft 
accompany them to fupply them individually with 
provifions; and then, perhaps, there are not cmivcw 
menceaenou^h^ which is often the cafe, for carrying 
the bread, when it is required for any time, in a fud« 
den and unexpeded march. Another inconvenient 
cifcyoAftance t$« that the privates neither receive 
their pay at the fame time, nor in the fame propor- 
tion i the inevitable confequence of which is> that 
th<^e who have a, fmaller pay than their conurades are 
difcontented, and thofe who receive their pay fcnr 
whole weeks and nionths, perhaps, at once, fpend it, 
in the courfe of a few days^ in drinking, and then 
have recourfe to ftealing^or living on the public. Be- 

H 3 fides 
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BOOK fides this, almoft every Circle, if not every indivi* 
dual State, has a particular hofpital; fothat the fick 
and wounfded are difperfed in villages at a diftance 
from each other, and are of courfe neglefted or left 
to a diffipated life, and are obliged to have recourfe 
to illicit pra&ices. 

It has been obferved alfo, that, in order to keep 
the army of the Empire in better regulation, the 
commanding officers of the regiments ought to haye 
more authority, and be at liberty to difcharge fuch 
Adjutants, Quarter-ttiafters, and other officers, as are 
unfip for fervice, or negleft their duty 5 and have . 
full power to compel the fuperior officers to pay a 
rigid attention to military difcipline. It is neceffary, 
moreover, that each regiment Ihould have every thing 
requifite for its equipment, as ihoes, dockings, 
&c. in a fufficient quantity, always at hand ; that 
every battalion Ihould be provided like wife with the 
inftruments neceflary for making intrenchments, &c» 
of which they are daily in want, to prevent their 
taking them by force from the poor peafants, or 
paying an exorbitant price for them, which very 
often delays the troops ip their march, or elfe they 
a^e expofed to the greateft danger for want of the 
proper precautions of throwing up works to proted: 
themfelves ; that every battalion ihould be provided 
with a baggage- waggon and able horfes to carry the 
various neceflaries for the army during a campaign ; 
and another waggon, or pack- horfes, to follow with the 
tencs, that the troops may not be obliged to lie upon 

the 
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the ground in the open air, and run the rifk of their ^?^^* 
lives : that every battalion Ihould have two field- 
pieces of cannon of the fame weight, with a fufficient 
number of artillery-men and horfes to each ; but 
principally, that their mufkets Ihould^ be uniform, and 
of the fame bore ; a circumflance in which fo much 
negligence was obferved at the battle of Rofsbach, 
that of a hundred niu/kets,.not above twenty could 
be fired. As long as fuch defers as thefe, and 
God knows bow many more, are not remedied^ 
every honeft German, when he confiders their im^ 
portance, mull join in the fervent wilh, that the 
Holy Roman Empire may be long preferved from 
the fate of ,war ! 

But thefe are . not the only requifites to pfofccute 
a war %i the Empire. There mull be a general mi- 
litary cheft ; for though every. State muft maintain 
his own contingent, and every Qrcle be anfwerable 
for the money required by the commanding officers, 
there muft ftill be a variety of exp^noes attending 
the army, to be provided for by the Empire 
at large, fuch as the pay of the Commanders in 
Chief, the Staff-officers, Couriers, Exprefles, Spies, 
&c» To anfwer thefe demands a number of Roman 
Months are granted. Formerly no lefs than' ninety 
Roman Months were required for ope campaign, but 
in the laft .war of the Empire there was no more than 
that number granted for all the campaigns, which 
were fix or feven in number, during the laft war.

It is probable that the Commanders in Chief, or 
Commiflarie^ of the army, drew for money upqn the 
Circles, or upqi particular States, formerly with* 
put their confent ; but this cviflpm was aboliflied 
by a particular article in the Emperor's Capitular 
tion (a)^ which orders, that no Compensations ihalj 
be allowed without the confent of the Empire, par*' 
ticularly with refpefl: to private money, and debts 
pf the Emperor, which \yere formerly frequently

due to the Empire, which were promifed from ^ V ^ 
Auftria. Sometimes even demands have been made ' 
tipofi the Empire itfelf^ wbich^ however, cannot af« 
ford any grounds for compenfation without the con« 
fentoftheDiet. 

(One of the lateft infiances of this kind occurred 
in the year 1783, when the Court of Denmark prc- 
fented a Memorial to the Diet. At the time of the 
war of the Spaniih fucceifion^ when the money was 
irregularly paid to the military cheft, the Diet al- 
lowed Prince Eugene of Savoy, who had then the 
command of the army, June 21, 1713$ to treat with 
a banker at Frankfort, of the name of Roft, to ad* 
Vance the money upon the fecurity of the Empire, 
to be paid again as it came in. According to 
the accounts of the books in the War-ofBce at Vienna, 
March 23, 1733, Roft had at that time advanced 
no lefs a fum than 809,361 Florins, 9 Cruitzers, 
This debt has devolved to three heirs, and a third of 
\x has been transferred to the King of Denmark. 
That Court, therefore, infifts uf)on the payment of 
tie debt at prefent, or elfe upon the future poller- 
^on of Holftcin, by way of compenfation). 

When a fum of money, raifed by a certain num- 
ber of Roman Months, is^ granted by the Empire, 
as well as by the individual States, in time of war^ 
aState does not pajy it from the revenues of his own 
' domains, but by a tax impofed for that purpofe upon 
2 his 
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BOOK his fubjeds, who contribute alfo to maintain his 
quota of troops. With refpedt to fuch States who 
have no Ibldiers themfelves, it is common for the 
Circle to undertake the appointment and maintenance 
of their quota, and charge them fo many Roman 
Months extraordinary. Thqs the Biihopripk of 
Bafil was obliged, in confequence of a refolution 
of the Empire, Auguft 28, 1758, to pay twenty 
Roman Months to the Empire, thirty-four to the 
military cheft of the Circle of the Upper Rhine, and 
feventy-feven for the quota of troops, in all one 
hundred and thirty-one Roman Months. In the 
Biihoprick of Paderborn, a Jew, called Simon Ba- 
ruch, procured the commiflion from Clement. Au- 
guftus, the Bilhop of that fee, to provide the troops j 
and very lately brought an adion againft the Pro- 
vincial States of that country, in the Aulic Council, 
to recover the money. Many States, at the time of 
the Seven Years War, were not able to raife their 
quota of men ; and, when the war was ov^r, a long 
account was made out againft them at Vienna; 
another ftrong inducement for repeating'the warme(} 
wifties for a continuation of peace !, 

With refpeft to the .officers neceffary for the com- 
mand of an army of the Empire, it was fettled jhat 
each Circle fliould appoint the Generals to command 
all the troops which were raifcd by that Circle in 
particular ; but, as no officers of this defcription can 
claim any command over the troops of another Cir- 
cle, it was left to the Empire in general to appoint 

its 
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IH own particular officers, to whom the chief com-* CHAK ' 
mand of the whole army might be intrufted with ^ ' ^ 
iafety; Thefc four officers were appointed in the 
following order ; the field Marlhal General *, Com- 
mander in Cl^ief of the Artillery ^y General of the 
Cavalry, and Lieutenant-General. As an equality 
muft be obferved in religion, their number, muft. 
always be c^en, fo that there are generally two- 
appointed to each office, and fometimes four. 

Tlie Commanders in Chief of the ?irpiy were for- 
qoierly only appointed in time pf war; but in the 
year 1727, when one of the offices was vacated, the 
Prince of Oettingen made application for it, and 
fucceeded, which was the firft inftance in the time - 
pf peace; and iince that it has become cuftomary for 
9II the commanding officers of the pmpire to enjoy 
their rank in peace as well as war; and it fre. 
quently happens, that, whenever an office of that 
kind is vacant, there are feveral candidates for it of 
diftinguiflied rank. The application is ufually made, 
to the Diet ; and the bufinefs fettled by an opinion 
or refolution of the Empire, confirmed by the En^^ 

peror. ^

The commanding officers of the Empire are pjaid

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BOOK, moa ratio for their hor£es and men. There tm ncK 
i^ ^ * V other advantages atteodbg their fituation, except that 
the Field Marihal General of the Empire takes placre 
of all officers of that rank in the fervice ci other 
powers. On this account, the Houfe of Auftria took 
care in former times that the officer, who bad the 
chief command of that army, ihoald at th^ fame 
time enjoy the office of Field Marfhal General of the 
£mpire,as in the inftances of PrinceEugene of Savqy^ 
^ • Prince Charles of Lorraine, &c. The other officers 
rank the fame as thofe of other powers, according 
to their time of fervice. — In the year 175* it was in 
agitation for the generai.ity, or officers of the Em- 
pire, to have their winter quarters allowed them in 
the Imperial cities; but the College of the cities unani- 
mouily oppofed the propofition at the Diet, and con- 
trived by fome ;neaQS or other to carry their point (tf)» 

In every war of the Empire it may be deternuned^ 
/by a refolution at the Diet, who is to have the chief 
comqiand, when it is not left to the difcretion of the 
Emperor, as was the cafe in 1757 ; but, when the 
Emperor gave the command in the campaign of 
1758 to Prince Frederick of Deux-Ponts, the 
queftion arofe, whether a Prince could be appointed 
to that office who was not in the generality, or 
in the lift of commanding officers of the Empire. 
The abovementioned Prince however was not ad- 
mitted to that office till afterwards.

In the time of war there ought properly to be a CHAP, 
particular Council likewife of both religions {a); but y ^Vi* 
this has never been efiabliflied.. The concems^of 
the war therefore are generdlyutlder the direction of 
the office appointed by the Emperor in his hereditary 
doaunfons«-^As fobn as an army of the Eoipire is 
ailembledy the men fwear allegiance to the Emperor 
ami Entire;, and are provided with particular anicles 
of war ; thougli when any extraordinary event oc« 
curs^ there is no end to the difputes.

As the three Colleges of the Empire were proceeding to put 
the King of Fi'ufiia to the Ban, the Proteftant body refolved 
tipon feceffion in order to preferve the authority of the 
CapituIation'^The Emperor declares their refolution annulled ; 
but in vain— The Empine infills upon' joining the Congrels of 
Peace to be held at Augfturg— and on ratifying the former 
treaties with an exception of that ofRyfwic — on which the two 
parties of Religion again divide—and the Gongrefs comes 
to nothing — The war at laft finally concluded by other trea- 
ties of peace at Paris and Hubertiburg. 

Towards tlic end of the year 1758, it was 
propofed that the queftion. Whether the King of 
Pruffia ought not to be put to the Ban of the Em- 
pire, in the capacity of Eledtor of Brandenburg, on 
account of his breach of the public peace? fliduld' 
be immediately brought for difcuffion before the 
three Colleges of the Empire at the General Diet, in- 
flead of a deputation being firft appointed from each 
of the Colleges, obferving an equality in point of re- 
ligion, to inquire into the merits of the caufe, ac- 
cording 
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cording to thd article in the , Capitulation, of CHAP. 
171 1. To prevent this article from any infringe- . ^' * 
ment, the Proteftant Body came to a refolution, 
Nov. 29, 1758, in cafe the propofitioa was made, 
and a majority of votes fliould appear in its favour^ % 
to exercife their right of feceffion. 

This refolution revived the queftion, Whethef 
t;hey could fecede when the fubjedt of debate did 
not immediately concern religion? and whether it 
was neceffary for this purpofe, that all the Proteftant 
States Ihould be perfedlly unanimous? or whether 
a general refolution, conftitutiohally paffed by the 
majority of their body, was ot fufficient? The 
Emperor Francis even took upon him to declare 
the refolution of the Proteftant States null and 
voidp This, however, was very inconfiftent with the 
prefcription of the peace of Weftphalia, which ex- 
preflly ordains, that. " in cafe of a divifion of this 
*^ two parties of religion, only an accomodation fhall 
*^ avail ;*' (fola amicabtUs compojitio litem dirimat.J 
The Proteftants, therefore, who were in no want of 
arguments to maintain their prerogative with firm- 
• nefs, accompliflied their purpofe, and prevented the 
King's profcription. It was not fo much as pro- - 
pofed afterwards, which »wouki otherwife have been 
inevitable. This was the firft inftance fince the affair 
of Zwingenberg,. which was thirty-one years before, in 
vrhich the Proteftant body faw themfelves under the ne- 
ceillty of having recourfe to the expedient to prefervc 

their 
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BOOK tlieir rights ; but another jevetit occurred foon after- 
- ^ * ' wards which reduced them to the fame neceffity* 

' As the Germanic Empirip had fufiiciently fuffered 
: from the oppreffions of a deftruAive war, and tfao 
other belligerent powers appeared anxious for the 
refloration of peace, a Congrefs was agreed upon in 
the year 1 701, to be hdd at Augfliurg, to the great 
joy of all the parties concerned, between Auftria^ 
Ruifia, France, and Sweden, on one fide; aad Great 
Bfitain^ Frufiia, and their allies, on the other. It 
was the general opinbn that the Empire Aould tak4 
00 part in it, becaufe the €ourt 4»f Berlin perfifted 
in denying the l^alitj of the decree which was 
pafied in 1 757 ; and becaufe a numb^ of dtfiic^iea 
were forefeea, which were likely to occur, with re- 
{pt& to the manner in which the Empire could 
co-operate, as well as with refpefl: to the points 
which would come into debate, concerning the 
affairs of the Empire* 

Notwith (landing this, the Emperor made the prti- 
pofition to the Diet^ to know whether the State* 
might not think it conducive to theh* interefis W 
fend an Envoy to the Congrefs^ which was in con-^ 
templation, in behalf of the Empire. Neither thiB 
reprefentatioh of theimportant obftacles already men- 
tioned, nor the ver^ imperfeft manner in which 
the other powers expueffed their invitation, wef^ 
Sufficient to prevent the adftial prppofition eif th^ 
Emperor's meffage. The Catholic States, who efl- 

joyed 
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joyed the priority of voting in both 4:he Superior CHAP. 
Colleges, not only implicitly gave their votes in its 



favour, but ev^n delivered their fentiments colicern' 

ing the various points on which they intended to give 

the Emperor the full power of negociating — One of 

thefe was, that the preceding treaties fhould be 

confidered as the bafis of this, without taking any 

notice of the objeftions of the Proteftant Body to the 

Peace of Ryfwick (tf)- Tfiis afforded another oppor* 

tunity for feceffion. — The Catholics even proceeded 

fo far, as to form a Refolution; but the Proteftants 

took no part in it ; the refult of which was, that 

the Congrefs, which was expeded to be held at Augf- 

burg, although feveral of the Envoys had already 

hired houfes there for the purpofe, came to nothing, 

and the dreadful war continued, until the year 1763, 

to overwhelm the country with blood and devaftation, 

without any advantage being gained on either fide *.

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belligerent powers, which had been increafed in CHAP. 
number by the addition of Spain and Portugal, en- 
tered into negociations at Paris and Londoi!i; in con- 
fequence of which, the preliminaries of peace were 
ligned by France and Spain on one fide, and Great 
Britain and Portugal on the other, Nov. 2 and 3, 
1762, at Fontainbleau i and a definitive Treaty 
finally fettled at Paris, Feb. 10, 1763. — In the mean 
time, likewife, a cefTation of hoftilities was agreed 
upon, Nov. 24, 1762, between Pruflia and Auftria^ 
until the month of March following ; and, before 
that period was elapfed, peace was concluded between 
Pruffia and Auftria, as well as between Frufiia and 
Saxony, at Hubertfberg, on the 15th of February; 
by virtue of which, the affairs were left in general, 
as they had been fettled by the Peace of Dffefden. 
With refpedt to the army of the Empire, his Pruflian 
Majefly declared, that he would confider all tbofe 
States as neutral, who would withdraw their troops. 
This offer was accepted by one State after the other, 
and the condition complied with. Even a Refolution 
was formed at the Diet upon the fubjcft, Feb. i^; 
and\the army was in this manner difperfed, without 
any formal Treaty of Peace with the Empire ; except 
that all the States, who had been allied to either 
party, were included in ihe Peace of Hubertfberg*

Elefloral Collegiate Diet, and meeting for the purp'ofe of £lec* 
tion, at Frankfort — Capitulation, and Eleftoral Collegiate 
Addrefs to the Emperor— Two Decrees paffed by the 
£le6tor8---Difputes concerning . the number of cannon to be 
£red at the arrival of the Imperial CommiiTary, and the 
Eledlors — ^The perfonal attendance of the newly-elcded King 
of the Romans no longer required as forroerfy in the Con- 
clave—nor the confent of the Father-^The Eledtion accom- 
pliflied on this occaiion without the previous content of the 
Diet— AH the ^ine Electors vote at the EletStion — Tke 
Eledtoral Union confirmed by oath — Remarks on the al- 
ternate precedence of the Electors of Treves and Cologne- 
Agreement of the Courts of Munich and Manheim to enjoy 
the Vicariate of the Rhine alternately, approved of— The fur- 
ther agreement of the Vicarial Courts concerning the Rhenifli 
and SaxoQ Vicariates, recommended to the deliberation and 
approbation of the Diet. 

ONE 
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V-iNE of the firft confequences of. the peace of 
Hubertfbcrg, which had the greateft influence on the ** 
Germanic Conftitution, was the Eleftipn of Jofeph 
II. to be King of the Romans. The attempt to ac- 
jcompliih it in 1730 was unfbccefsful ; but the con- 
fent of the Eleftdral Vote of Brandenburg was now 
fecured by a particular article t)f the Peace. A Diet 
of the Electoral Cojlegp was pr.evioufly held at 
Frankfort, to form the neceflary refolutions on the 
queftion, *' Whether th.e Eledion of a King of the 
** Romans was neceflary ?" When this was refolvcd 
in the affirmative, the invitations to attend the Con- 
grefs, which muft otherwife have been fent by the 
Eleftpr of Mentz to all the Eledoral Courts, were 
prcfented by a Minifter exprefsly appointed for the 
purpofe to the Ambafladors, who were already aflem- 
bled at Frankfort, witb the fame folemnities a$ are 
•yfual on that occafion at the Cgurts themfclvjps. 

The deliberations wncprpipg the Capitulation 
were very Ihort, and there were very few additions. 
A variety of things were infertcd again in the Elec- 
toral Collegiate Refcript which was to be prefented 
to the reigning Emperor, to which he had promifed 
in his CapituUtion to pay due attention {a). Thefe 
articles, therefore, were very properly ofpitt^d'in 
the Capitulation of the King of the Romans, and the 
pfual admonition inferted inftead, not to undertake 
jjie Gpyernment during the life of the Emperor, with-

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9 O O K out his exprefs commiffion and confent (a) ; and if 
there Ihould be an Interregnum again, the above ar- 
ticle of the Collegiate Refcript would, in that cafe, no 
doubt, be inferted in the new Enipcror^s Capitula* 
lation. 

The Etnperor on this occafion fent two CommiC- 
faries to the Eledoral College, Prince Wenfellaus of 
Lichtenftein, and Baron de Bartenftein, one of his 
Aulic Counfellors, not as is ufual at the Diet, one a 
Principal Commiflary, and the other a Con-corn tnif: 
fary; but both in the fame capacity • This, in fomc 
meafure, eftabliihed it as a cuftom for the above re- 
Itriftion to be peculiar to the Diet, and that there 
might in other places be more Imperial Commif* 
faries than one at the fame time. 

When Prince Lichtenftein-arrived at Frankfort, he 
was faluted by the city with a hundred cannon. 
When the Ecclefiaftical Eledors, therefore, and the 
EleAor Palatine attended afterwards in perfon, in-" 
flead of receiving them as formerly, with twenty- 
four guns, which was the ufual compliment to an 
Eledor, they were obliged to falute them each with 
SI hundred gtnd twenty-five, though with the affur- 
ancc, that it Ihould not be confidered as a precedent 
in future. 

Whenever a King of the Romans, or an Emperor, 
was elciled formerly, it was ufual for him to be

to obferve the l^apitulation in the Emperor's name.

As there had been thefe precedents, there could bo 
no obje£tion, at the eledion of a King of the Homatn 
likewiie, to the dignity being accepted, and the oathfi 
beiqg taken to obferve the Capitulation at the fame 
time. Qut 2iX the preceding eleS:iqns of a King of the 
Romans, it w^s cuftomary for the Prince, on whoiA 
the ele&ion fell, to requeft the confent of the reign- 
ing Emperor, who was prefent, and generally his own 
father, before be declared bis acceptance of the dig- 
pity* At prefent, that thefe two perfpnages ipight 
not have the trouble df attending in perf<^, it was 
fo fettled for the firft time, that Prince LichteK>« 
fiein, who on that account acquainted the Eie&or of 
^Atfitz with (he full pQweir be was invefted with^ 
was invited immediately after the ele<^ion by o^e 
of the ille^or of Ment^'s Envoys to the Conclave, 
^nd . gave the Emperor's paternal confent i^ his

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B;OOK name*; a method which in all probability will be 
obferved in fimilar cafes in future. This paternal 
confent is not to be confounded with that which the 
Eleftoral College requefts of the Emperor before they 
proceed to an Election. The former is not granted 
in confequence of any application from the College, 
but froni the Prince himfelf who is eledfced. The 
Eleftors requeft the Emperor's confent, though they 
tiave a right to proceed to an Elefticm without, ** when 
** the Emperor refufes to comply with their requeft 
*f without fufficient reafons (a).^*^ 

Even in the year 1750, it wa9 a debated (>oint, 
•Whether the quellion, if it ihoqld eyer arife, of any 
other neceffity of an elei^ion occurring befides the 
ufual pleas of the abfence, age, or infirmities of the 
Emperor, could by virtue of the Convention entered 
into, concerning the eledion of a King pf the Ro- 
mans in the year 171 1, be decided without the con- 
currence of th^ Empire in general ? On the prefent 
occafion there was only notice pf the eleflion fent to 
the Diet by the Emperor, withojut any deliberationsi 
on the fubjeift, which will probably be the cafe iq 
futufp. 

The meeting bf the Electors on this occagon had 

this peculiar circumitance attending it, that it wa$ 

the firft of its kind, where the Elefloral College con- 

' filled canine members, its complete number^ alL of 

. (fi) Capitulation, 161 2, Art. 3, ^*\u 
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jwiiotn attended. At the Eledion of Charicj VI, CHAP* 
\^hich was the firft fincc the adttiiffibn of the ninth «. 
EleSorate, the Bavarian vote was wary:ing, becaufe 
that Eleftor wa9 under the ban of the Erppire, Wheji 
Charles VIL was eleded, the vote of Bphetnia wa$ 
fufpetided, and the Eledtoxs of Brandenburg aiixi the 
Palatinat;e took no part in the Eledlion of Francis I. 
^ut jiow all the nine Ekdora gave their votes for 
the firft time at the Election of the King of the 
Romans, and it was alfo the laft tjaie^ becaufe by 
the extindtion of the Houfe of Bavaria in 1777^ the 
pumber of Eleftprs was reduced again to eight. 

It accidentally happened, that of ail the Elec- 
tors, who had either perfonally, or by means of 
jhciir Ambaffadors, renewed the Elcdoral Union 
by oath at the laft Eleftion, the Emprefs Maria 
Therefia, whofe Ambaflador had taken it in behalf 
pf Bohemia, was the only one living. The other Elec- 
* tors therefore took the oath at prefent ; the Electors 
pf Mentz, Treves, Cologne, and the Palatinate ia 
pcrfon; and the others by means of their Ambaf- 
fadors. On the day when this folemnity was ob- 
ferved, according to the alternate precedency ob- 
served by the Electors of Treyes and Cologne, it 
came to the turn of the latter to take the upper feat; 
but the Eledor of Treves infifted upon takipg his 
path refpefting the Union before Cplogne, becaufe 
|he alternate pirecedency was only allowed when 
|hcrc was a variety of fubjedts to be treated of, which

y /' ^ Treves, and thep theEledor of Cologne, was to cni» 

joy the precedency, but not when there was only 

one tranfa£lion which had no other to follow it, ii^ 

which cafe the Eledor of Treves had a right to take 

place of Cologne. It happened, however, on thi$ 

occafion, that the Eledor of Cologne did not perfo-> 

pally attend on the day when the oaths were t^ken. 

Among the few new articles whiph were inferte4 
in the Capitulation there was one refpeding the 
Rhenilh Vicariate, the alternate enjoyment of which 
by the Courts of Munich and Manheim, with re- 
ference to the Treaty concluded on the fubjedJ:, and 
which was confirmed by a Decree of the Empire (a), 
was now confidered as acknowledged. The Vicaria^ 
Courts, moreover, had fettled the difpute whicl^ 
formerly fubfifted between the Rhenifh and Saj^oi^ 
Vicariates concerning the boundaries of their dif- 
tridts, by a Convention concluded apiong themT 
felves, June 9, 1750. This Convention met witl^ 
the approbation of the Electoral Congrefs, a^n^ wa^ 
left to be confirmed by a general Decree of the Em-r, 
pire *, though it has not yet fucceeded (^).

At S o'clock in the mornti^ of the day appointed, the * "^ - 

Ecclefiaftical Electors of Meiitz, Treves, and Cologne, who 

are already aflembled at Frankfort, proceed in their robe# 

of State, attended by a numerous train of officers, with the 

affiding Bifhops and Prelates, to the Cathedral Church of St* 

Bathoiomew at Frankfort; where they put oft their refpe6!ivit 

pontifical robes, mitres, caps, &c. and wait for the arrival of 

the proceffion. The £le6)x>r of Mentz, ivhofe office it is to 

confecrate his Imperial Majefty, affiled by the Electors of Treves 

and Cologne, then receives the jewels, with the ufual oaths 

and ceremonies, from the Deputies oi Aix la Chapelle, in the 

iacridy ; and the Bifiiops and Prelates aifitl in placing them in 

proper order, on an altar, at a convenient diftance from the high 

altar in the chancel, except the Oofpel in golden letters, and the 

reliques of St. Stephen, which are placed upon the high altar 

itfelf. 'fhe crown, fceptre, globe, and the fword of St. Maurice^ 

are then carried b)r two Canqns of the Church, in a coach, to the 

Emperor's relidence ; accompaiiied by eight nobles of the Confe* 

craior*8 houfthold, in two other carriages, and a body of guards. 

The Canons fit backward, and place the infignia upon the front 

feat of the carriage* The Dalooatic robe, the Alba or Imperial 

mantle, and Stola, Another of the Imperial veftments, embroidered " 

with gold and precious flones, the fandals, buikins, gloves, and 

girdle, all of which ?re richly adorned with jewels, are placed by 

the Deputies from Nurenberg iipon an altar in the Electoral ChA- 

pel, the doofs of which are (hut immediately afterwards, -by the 

Count of Werthen, door-keeper of the Holy Roman Empire. 

The Secular Ele6lors, or their firft Minifters, then repair to the 
Senate Houfe, habited in their robes of State, with the fame 
trains as on the day of ele6tion, and proceed from thence on horfe- 
back to the Emperor's refid^tice. There they alight from their 
horfes, and are received by his Majefty-in perfon, in his apait* 
roent. The Emperor mounts his horfe, which is in waiting and 
richly caparifoned, at 10 o*clock; and as foon as the Am- 
balTadors are remounted, the proceffion commences in the fol- 
lowing order.

chals, witfi their fwords of ftate inverted ; and before the Eledor 
pf Mjentz, the proper officer, bearing the feals of the Empire . 
upon a filyef ftaff, A^ ipon ^s his Majefty has difmounted»

"When this ceremony is over, and the Nobles, Minifters, 
Counts, and Princes, with the Electors, or their Reprefentatives^ 
liavc proceeded, His Electoral Highnefs, the Confecrator, goes 
with his whole trsrin of Biihops, Canons, Priells, and Deacons, 
in the order abovemehtioned, to the Altar. After him follows 
the hereditaxy Grand Marefchal of the Empire with a drawn 
fword, preceding his Imperial Majefly; and the Ele£iors of 
Treves and Cologne, at proper diflances, conduct him to a feat ' 
prepared for the occafion in the middle of the Church, elevated 
three deps, and under a fplendid canopy. As his Majefly enters 
the Church, the kettle-drums and trumpets flrike up, and the 
Antiphone, Eeee tgo mittam Angelum meum^ &<■• is performed in 
full choir with the ufual refponfes. During this, the £le£h>rs, 
nobles, &c« take their feat«, and the hereditary officers bearing 
the injQgnia fland near the Emperor in the following order : the 
Hereditary Marefchal with his drawn fword, and the Hereditary. 
Arch-Chamberlain with the Tcepter on the left; the Grand 
Sewer, with the Imperial globe, and the Hereditary Grand Trea- 
furer, bearing the crown upon a velvet cufliion on the right, and 
the Hereditary Grand Cup-bearer immediately before the Em- 
peror. When the Antiphone is fung, the EleiStors of Treves and 
Cologne, ailiiled by the Bifhops and Abbots, condu^ his Majefty 
to the High Altar, where he kneels upon a cufhion covered with 
purple upon the uppei* ilep, and the officers of State continue in 
their refpedive places (landing. The Eledor of Mentz (landing 
over him with the Croder in his band, fays in a loud roice^

After which the Emperor 
is prepared to receive the holy unction. The AmbaiTadors, and 
the Hereditary Grand Chamberlain of the Empire, aflilled by the 
Mailer of the Robes, and Royal Chamberlains, undrefs hisMajefljr 
as far as is neceflary for the ceremony of anointing him. The Con- 
fecrator then holding the veflel in bis hand, fays, Pax tihi. Refp« ft 
cumfpiritu tuo* The Emperor is then anointed and Ogned with the 
Crofs, iirft on the top of his head, on the bread, and between 
the fhoulder^, and then ot the right arm between the hand and 
the elbow, the Confecrator faying each time of pouring the oil, 
Ung9 te in Regem de olec Jati^ificato, in nomine Patris^ -I* ^^ Fthit 4" 
it Spiritus Sanely -|- Amen.

Ki'vat in i^ternufn f Alk'- 
luia is fung to mufic by the whole choir. As the Eledlor anoints 
the palm of the Emperors hand, he fays, Vngantur manus ifta d$

Samuel David in Regem ^ ut fis henedi^us ei conjlitutue Rex in Regno 
ifio/uper populum iftum^ quern Dominus Deus tuus dedit tihi adregendttm 
et guhernandum^ quod ipfe pr aft are dignetur^ qui viifit et rtgnat Dens 
in/eadafeculorum.

After this ceremony, the Emj^eror is conduced by the Elet^rij 
w their firft and fecond Minifters, attended by the Bifhops and 

Abbots^ 
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BOOK, Abbots, and the hereditary officers bearing tlte inflgnia before 
^^^» him, to the Elcdloral Chapel ; where he puts on the Impertal 
pontificals, the iandals, bnikins, dalmatic robe, and mantel, 
which are prefcnted to him by the Deputies from Nurenberg, and 
over them along robe from the (boulders over the breall, like the 
drcfs worn by the Pricils.. Thus habited, he is conducted again 
before the Altar, and the others take their places. He then 
kneels upon the lafl flep, and behind him (land the fecular Elec- 
tors, repeating the refpohfes to the cufloraary prayers. The Elec- 
tors of Treves and Cologne take the fword of Charlemagne from 
the Altar, draw it, and prefent it to the Emperor ; upon which 
the Eledor of Mentz addre(res him as follows. Jccipe gladium 
ftr nanus Epifcoporum licet indignas vice tamen it auHoritaH SanHorum 
^pofloUrum confecratas tibi regulariter concejjum noftraque henedi^ionis 
cfficium defenfiunem JanHa Dei eccJfJia divinitus ordinatum : ift9 
mentor^ de quo P/almjfia propbetanfity dicens : accingere gladio tuo fuptr 
femur ^ tuum potentlffime^ ?9r.

and Bavaria girds it on him. A ring is then prefented 
to the Eledor of Mentz, who puts it on the Emperor^i 
finger, with thefe words; j^ccipe Regia Dignitatis annulumy ef per 
hoc Catholica fidei coguofct JigtiacuLm. Reip. Amen» The fceptrc 
and globe are taken in the fame mannerfrom the Altar, and deli- 
vered to the Confecrating Ele£lor, who gives the former into the 
Emperor's right hand, and the latter into his left, repeating the 
words : Accipe nfirgam nfirtutis tt veritatisj &c. Refp. Amen. 
After which the Emperor returns them to their proper 
officers. The Elc6tor of Saxony, or his firft Mini(ter, then 
draws the fword of Charlemagne from its fcabbard again, and 
delivers it to the Hereditary Grand Marefchal, inftead of the 
fword of St. Maurice. The Emperor is robed in his rich 
Imperial mantle or pluvial by the Hereditary Chamber- 
lain; after which the confecrating Ele<%r, and the Eledlors of 
Treves . and Cologne jointly affift in placing the royal crown 
upon his head, and the confecrator addre(res him in the 
following words : Accipe c9ronam Regni^ qua licet ah indignis epif* 
tepQrum tamen mtutibus capiti fuo imponitur* Jn nomine Patris -^ et

•• Ipromife and vow, in the prefence of God and" his AngcU, 
that I will now, and ever, obey the laws, do juflice, and prcferve 
the peace of the holy church of God. I will ftudy the welfare 
of the people fubjeA to me, and endeavour to procure, and do 
then) ju (I ice. I will promote the welfare, and maintain the rights 
of the Empire, with due con fj deration of the Divihe Mercy, in 
the bed manner I am able with the advice of the Princes, who are 
faithful to the Empire and myfelf ; I will duly honour the moft 
holy Bifhop of Rome, the Romifli church, and the Other Bifliops 
and fervants of God ; and proted and prcferve uninjured, what- 
ever the church has been endowed with, and what has been given 
to holy men by Emperors and Kings ; and will (how due honour 
to the Prelates, Stales, and vafTais of the Empire ; the Lord 
Jefus Chrill aifiuing me with flrength and grace," The Emperor 
is then condiided with the fame forms to his feat, the kettle- 
drums are beat again and the trumpets founded* While the Maft 
is continued, and the Gofpel chaunted, the Elector of Treves 
prefents the book with the golden letters for his Majefty to kifs, 
and the Eledor of Cologne gives the incenfe. While the Creed 
and Offertory are chaunting, the Emperor, bearing the fceptcr 
and globe in his hands, which he afterwards delivers to the pro* 
per officers, approaches the altar, and makes the accufloroed of* 
fering^ after which he returns to his feat, and receives the in- 
cenfe from the Eledor of Treves.— Before the holy facram^nt ia

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BOOK adminiftcred, the fwo Spiritual Ele6tors take the crown from bis 
Xf. Majeily*s head, and place it on a cuQiion to be held by the He- 
'^ reditary Treafurer of the Empire. , 

At the elevation of the Hofl the Eledpr of Treves brings the 
paten for the Emperor to kifs; and Cologne prefents hirn with 
the Holy Water. As foon as the confecrating Elector has re- 
ceived the facrament himfelf, his Majefty is condufted to the Al- 
tar, where he receives the confecrated wafer from the' Ele£lor, 
and the wine from his cup. The Ele£lor then, after the ufual 
prayers, folemnly pronounces the^Blefllng; and the alliding 
Clergy make the refponfes. When the Emperor is returned to 
his feat, the crown is placed with the fame ceremony upon his 
^ head again* TJ^Js ceremony concludes the mafs ; upon which the 

/5 tmperor, attended by the Eledors, and all the high officers of 

the Empire, is conduced to a throne ereded for the purpofe, in- 
flead of the chair of Charlemagne at Aix la Chapclle, and the at- 
tendants take their feats in their refpcdive flails. The Elector 
of Mentz addrelTes himlelf to him in thefe words:" Sta et retine a 
modo locum Regium^ qucm non jure bi,recIiiano^ nee paterno'fuccfjffione^ 
Jed PrincipuTff FAeHarum in Regno Ak mania tibi no/cas de latum ^ max* 
ime per auHoritatemDti omnipotcntis^ et traditionem Prafentium^ et om^ 
ilium Epi/coporum cater arum que few or urn Dei, fe*c. Then (landing 
before' the throne, he congratuLites his Imperial Majefty in the 
name of all the Ele£loral College ;' for which the Emperor graci- 
oufly thanks him ; and the Eiedor, turning towards the Altar, 
begins the Ambrofian Hymn, which is inilantly ftruck up by the 
- whole band in ^ill chorus, the bells ringing, cannon firing, ket- 
tle-drums beating, and trumpets founding from every quarter, 
amidtl the general acclamations of the people. In the mean 
time, the Spiritual Eledors rep.iir to the Sacrifly, and change 
their Priefliy for their EJec%ral Robes. 

The Emperor, being feated on his throne, is prefented with 
the iwoid of Charlemagne, and, while the Te Deum is perform- 
ing, confers the hoirji:r of Knighthood on fever al Counts and 
Nobles, drelfed in the full hnbit of chivahy, as wus cuftomary 
iii the time of the ancient Tournnments. Tlvofe who are to 
receive this honour have their names given-in,.ihe day pre- 
ceding, to the Elc»5tor of Alentz, who lends them to the Vice 

Chancellor 
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Chancellor of the Empire. They are .then fuovmoned to ap- 
pear by the Captain of the Guards ; and thole who anfwer to 
their names are prefented to his Ii^perial Majefly, and kneol 
, with due reverence before his throne, when he touches their 
right (houlder three times with his fword ; after which they 
rife inveded with the honour of knighthood. Immediately 
after this ceremony^ the Deacon, and fingers of the royal 
foundation at Aix Ja Chapelle, attend, and humbly reprefent 
to the Emperor, that it is cuftomary for every King of the 
Ramans, immediately after his coronation, to be admitted 
Canon of their order, and take the ufual oaths; which his Ma- 
jefty complies with in thefe words, laying his hand upon the 
Holy Gofpel : Nos N. dlvini favente dementia Romanorum rex^ 
Ecclejice noftra B, Maria Aquifgranenfu Canonicus^ promitti^ 
mu5^ et ad hac fanSla Dei Evangelia juramus eidem EccUJia 
fidelitatem^ et quod ipfam jura^ bona et per Jonas ejufdem ab in- 
juriis et violent iis defenfabimuSj et.faciemui defenjari^ ejufque 
privilegia omnia et finguia et confuetudines ratificamus^ approba* 
mus^ et de novo confirmamus. 

The EIe<5tors of Treves and Cologne having changed their^ 
robes and returned to his Majefty, the procellion coibmences, 
duringwbich the bells continue ringing, and cannon firing. Thp 
Emperor proceeds, firft adorned with his Imperial Crown, and 
robes of State, upon a platform prepared on the occafion from 
the Cathedral to the Senate-houfe, which is covered with 
black, white, and yellow cloth. The infignia, including the 
crown of the Emperor's boufe, are carried as before, and the 
Spiritual Electors, with their refpe£tive trains, join the pro- 
^ceffion. The trumpets and kettle-drums go before the No* 
bles and Minifter^ the whole time ; after them the Heralds, 
the hereditary Grand Marefchal of the Co^urt of Mentz, with 
bis fword inverted, and the feals carried upon a filver ftaff. ThtQ 
the Elector of Treves slone, and the infignia borne by the proper 
officers; after them the Emperor, with the Spiritual Eledors of

^Sni. train. Then the fecular Ele(5tors two and two. The EledloM 
are alt covered, but all tte other officers, and the whole pro- 
eeffi^on beHdes, uncovered. The Emperor's halbertiers arid 
guards walk on each fide, and the ElciSloral guards clofe the 
proceHion ; at the concliilion of which ceremony, the platfornn, 
clotli,t^c. are given to the popiilace. Before the Emperor (its 
^own to the banquet prepared for him in the Senate-houfe, it is 
cuftomary for him to appear with the Electors at the window, 
^ndTee the ceremonies performed by the hereditary grand of- 
ficers, as they are prefcribed by the Golden Bull. Firft the 
hereditary Grand Marefcbal of the Empire mounts his horfe-, 
^hich is richly caparifoned, and rides into the middle' of a 
licap of oats laid in the fquarc before the Senate-houfe on 
the occafion, attended by kettle-drums and trumpets. Hav- 
itig filled a lilver meafure full, and made the oats even 
with a filver inflrument, he ihakes them out again, returns 
to the hall, and the oats become the property df the po- 
pulace. The hereditary Arch Sewer mounts a capari- 
foned horfe in the fame manner, rides to a table covered with 
. « fine linen cloth, takes from it a filver bafon, ewer, and \ 
'napkin; difmounts again at the Senate-houfe, and carries 
them to the Emperor, After him the hereditary Grand Cham- 
berlain rides in the fame manner, with the fame number df . 
attendants, to a fire made in the fquare, where there is an ox 
roafiing, from which he takes a piece, and carries it in a fil- 
ver plate, covered, to the Emperor's table. The hereditary 
Arch Cup-bearer likewife rides to a table covered with a 
white cloth, on which there is a filver cup, weighing twelve 
marks, full of wine and water ; he takes the cup, diCmounts 
at the Senate-houfe, and prefents it to the Emperor ; and at 
laft the hereditary Arch Treafurer rides, with the fame cere- 
monies, and with kettle drums and trumpets, into the middle 
of the populace, bearing a purfe of gold' and filver 
coins^ which he throws among the people, and returns.

The hereditary Arch Chamberlain prcfents the water and Che 

napkin. The Spiritual Eledtors then i^andiog before the Em« 

peror*8 table, which is raifed two Heps higher than the beft^ 

Mentz in the middle, Treves on the right, and Cologno 

on the left, the former fays grace, and the others make 

the refponfes. Ail three of them then take the iilver fia^ 

with the feals, and bear them upright before his Majefty. The 

Elector of Mentz, as Chancellor of the En^pire, takes jthe 

(eals off, and lays them on the table.; upon which his Ma* 

jedy prefents them again to him, and as foon as his Highnefa 

has received them, he hs^ngs them on his neck, apd takes 

his place at a leparate table, and the other Electors at theirs. 

A table is provided likewife in the fame hall wherd ihp Em* 

peror din^s, for the Princes, who are attended by officers of 

State. When dinner is ferved up, the Emperor's dilhes ace 

brought in by Counts of the Empire, preceded by Heralds 

and guards, and the hereditary Marefchal with his ilaff 

of office, except the firfi di(h, which is brought in by the 

hereditary Arch Sewer. ' The Eledtor of Mentz is waited 

upon in the fame manner by his own officers, and the Maref* 

chal of his own Court with his wand. The Prince of Hefle- 

Darmfiadt carves for his Imperial Majefty, and the hereditary 

Cup-bearer of the Empire prefents the cup. Such of the Elee* 

tors as affift at the ceremony in perfon, fit at their own tables, 

and are attended by the officers of their Courts ; but thofe who 

are reprefented have only tables covered for them, at which the 

AmbafTadors do not fit. After dinner, the hereditary Chamber- 

l^npl^^ea the bafon upon the table forhisMajefly to wafli, which 

he 
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BOOK he does fitting, and when he has fiuifhed, the whole company 
rifes, and the Elector of Mentz returns thanks, to which the 
other Spiritual Electors make the ufual refponfes. The here- 
ditary Cup-bearer then replaces the Emperor's crown upon his 
head, and, afllfted by the Counts in waiting, draws back the 
Emperor's feat, when they withdraw into another apartment « 
Soon after dinner the Emperor is conducted, with the ufual ce- 
remonies, to his refidence : he and the Electors in their carri- 
ages of ftate, and the Imperial hereditary officers bearing the 
inlignia on horfeback, attended by the pages and fervants in 
livery, with flambeaus. As foon as his Imperial Majedy is 
arrived, the Ele£tors attend him to his own apartment, and 
having formally taken leave, repair to their different quarters 
in the town. 

A few days after the Coronation, the feals of the Empire 
are given in cuflody to the Vice Chancellor ; and the lilver 
ilaff becomes his property ; the Hlver utenflls likewife, as the 
laver, the ewer, meafure, cup, and difli, are prefented to the 
hereditary officers who performed the different fundions as or- 
dered by the Golden Bull.

CHAPTER IL 
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laudable zeal of Jofeph II. for juftice-n-which he difcQvers by 
a particular ordinance ilTued to the Aulic Council-— and by af- 
fording hopes of a Vifitation of the Chamber— concerning 
which fcrious deliberations are begun at the Diet — But a book 
which appears under the title of. Reflexions on the Vifi- 
tation, gives rife to entirely new principles — as if the Vifitation 

" was only a court of juftice — and not dependent upon the Diet 
—but by virtue of a Recefs of the Empire of the year i543» 
only on the Emperor— who could fettle every thing 
refpediivg it, therefore, according to preceding laws 
— Thefe principles begin to be adopted at Vienna — ^Thc 
Vifitation opened in May^ 1767 — A difficulty arifes imme- 
diately, concerning the diftindion between the Vifitation, and 
Revifion — and concerning the right maintained by the Elei^or 
ofMentz, of having a Sub-Delegate in every Senate of Re- 
vifion — which was one reafon why the yifitation was at laft 
flopped — The affairs punftually examined each time by twenty- 
four found lawyers — The propofal to appoint a fubordinat« 
deputation unfuccefsful — An unexpected difcovery, . that a 
Jew carried 'on a trade w^ith the Solicitors at Wptzlar, and that 
three AiTefTors received bribes, which occafions a ferious in- 
tjuiry — 1 he Vifitation had fcarcely continued a year before 
a difpute arifes concerning the relief of thefirfi clafs, ia 
November, 1774 — Another difpute whether the Imperial 
Commiffioners could invalidate a decree pafTed by a majority 
of votes, by refufing their confent— A report of the proceed- 
ings to the Emperor and Empire occafions at lad a Refo- 
lution of the Diet, refpc6ting fevcral circumftances which 
K 4 occurred 
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BOOK* occurred at the Vifitation of the Chamber— The Vifitors prcvi- 
Xni, oufly take the opinion of feyeral of the AiTeflbrs to regulate the 
ftatutcs of the Chamber, but do not begin the work— Oa the 
contrary, theVi&tors employ themfeives in^fettling the fee^ 
to be paid by the States, who complain refpe6bing their law - 
' fuits—* Another difpute concerning the part the Counts were 
to take in the Vilitation — which could not be allowed to in- 
dividuals, but only to the four Colleges colledively— of which 
the Counts of Franconia and Weftphalia, as well as Wetteravia, 
were reckoned purely Proteftant — In this manner the affair 
was confidered by the whole Diet in 1766 — But now the 
■ Counts of Weftphalia and Franconia were all at once to be al- 
ternately reckoned on the Catholic fide — as a Catholic Pleni- 
potentiary of the Count of Mettemich attended the fecohd daft 
in behalf of the Counts of VVeflphalia^ — Updn which the Ca- 
tholicks and Proteftants pafled decrees directly contrary to each 
other at Ratifbon — An unfortunate diviQon of the whole Vifi- 
tation at Wetzlar — ^Publications on both fides— the merits 
of which poflerity alone can impartially determine — The 
fuppofltion that a memorial from Carliruh had a fatal' in- 
fluence on the whole affair, certainly without foundation. 

X H E principal Courts of Germany never difco- 
veredfomuch zeal and unanimity on any occafion, as 
in the wiih, which they exprefled at the Congrefs of 
clcdtion, that the Vifitation of the Imperial Chamber 
at Wetzlar, which had been fo long defired, might 
at laft, now that peace was rc^ftored, be ferioufly at- 
tended to. This zeal was fully revived, when Jo- 
feph II. immediately after his acceffion to the Im- 
perial Throne, difcovered the moft laudable inclina- 
tion to promote regularity and expedition in the 
adminiftration of juftice, a difpofition which could 
not fail of fecuring that Monarch the moft unlimited 
confidence. 

As 
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As the government of the hereditary dominions of CHAP. 

Auftria was ftill in the hands of the Dowager Emprefs ,^ ' 

Maria Therefia^ Jofeph was enabled to devote him<* 
felf entirely to the duties of his fituation as Emperor, 
The Aulic Council reaped the firfl: fruits oiF his ac« 
tivity on the 5th of April, 1766, when he iffued an 
ordinance, containing the mod falutary regulations 
to be obferved by that high Tribunal in legal pro- 
ceedings, which have in fome meafure preferved 
their efficacy to the prefent day. 

With refpedl to the Vifitation of the Chamber, the 
Eleftoral College had already propofed in the Capitu- 
lation of Charles VII. that it might now be commenc- 
ed in the fame manner as it was to have been accord- 
ing to the direftions of the laft Recefs in 1654. ^"^ 
as many alterations had taken place fince that period 
with refpedt to the States there nominated, as well 
as other circumftances, feveral things were provifipn^ 
ally fettled in the Capitulation, and a refervation 
made that a repoft Ihould be made to the Empire by 
means of a Commiflbrial Decree, and the opinion of 
the Diet taken on the fubjeft (<?). 

If the orders, therefore, contained in the laft Rer 
cefs, as well as in the other laws of the tmpir^e, and 
the inftrudtions moreover which were given by th? 
Empire,'' to the very extraordinary Vifitation which 
was held in the years 1707 — 1713, could ferve a^'a

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^xm ^ ^""^^^^^" ^^^ ^^® Vifitation now ; the queftion ftill 
\. ^ * ^ remamed> how far thofe inftrudtions were applicable 
to the prefent circumftances (^ )• Th^ere were feyeral 
points, likewife, which it was highly proper to fettle 
by a previous deliberation at the Diet, as carefully 
and accurately as poffibje, before they proceeded to 
the bufinefe itfelf, ^nd difcovered, when it was too 
late, the diflfenfions and interruptions likely to de- 
lay it* 

With this view, no lefs than twenty-fix points 
were referred, in the year 1747, to the confideration 
of the Diet- — I know not bywh'om, but whoever 
t propofed them, he was certainly equal to the work 

he engaged in. — There fcarcely. ever was an inftance 
of more zeal and unanimity than in the deliberations 
on this fubjeft at the Piet in July.and Auguft, 1 766. — 
A refolution of the Empire was foon formed relative 
to fome pf the mod important points, which was fub- 
mitted to the Emperor's approbation, with the. refer- 
vationof the rightof deliberating on the other articles 
hereafter. — ^The Emperor's approbation, however, 
was not procured fo early as was expe(3:ed(^) ; and it 
foon appeared, that a change had, in all probability 
at leaft,in the mean time, taken place in the principles, 
hitherto entertained, with refpe<5t to the Vifitation of 
(he Chamber.

It wa$ ajguj?d, that the rules to be obfervjcd at the 
Yifit^tion QP>y in contempjation, were already fuiH- 
piently lpttle4 by cuftom and the laws, which had 
been formerly apd lately m^de upon the fubjeft; of 
ppurfe th^refoife that no further dejiberation. at the 
piet \yas ryeijeflary. It could not. It is true, be de;iied 
j^ha^t tbpre. we^e thjree very different objects in view, 
diftinifl: from each other ; firft, m examination of 
the, caufes left fpr revifion, in the manner of a re* 
gular Tribynal ; fecondly, a rpal Vifitation to enfjuire 
iqtOjand r.emedy,the defeats in the confiitution, as well 
a$of the members, of the Coqrt; and,laftly,toeftablifli 
fuch new legal prefgriptions and improvements, as 
might fepm neceffary to theV ifitorsaftingin the capacity 
of an extraordinary Deputation of the Empire. The 
whole Vifitation, however, was reprefented as a Court 
of Judicature appointed by law ; and it was foon 
evident on fevetal occafions, that an attempt was 
made to conned: with this idea the principle, that 
fsyery thing depended folely on the Supreme Magif- 
terial power of the Emperor, and that he could 
determine any thing in the whole bufinefe at pleafurc. .

> * J is not dependent on the Diet ; but the Deputation 
appointed for that purpofe reprefcnts the Emperor 
and Empire equally as much as the Diet itfelf.— 
There might be a Vifitation if no Diet exifted, which 
frequently happened formerly; the Sub-Delegates were 
not dependent on the Diet, but immediately upon 
the refpeSive Courts, as much as the Envoys them- 
felves (a). — All this would certainly be true, if a 
Vifitation appointed by the Emperor and Empire was 
really in being ; but, as the queftion was firft dif«- 
cufled, whether a Vifitation fhould be eftabliihed, 
and how it fhould be eftabliihed, and how far they 
ihould adhere to the regulations refpefting it, 
which were made a century ago or what altera- 
tions ihould be made, as circumftances changed } 
thcfe were fubjedts which could certainly only be 
determined by the Diet, 

In order to attribute an exclufive right to the 
Emperor of determining fuch queftions as might 
occur at the Vifitation, without the concurrence 
of the States, an Article of the Recefs, of the 
year 15431 was adduced in favour of the dodkrine; 
in which it was ordered, with refpedt to the different 
religions of the States, at the Vifitation which was 
to be held in that year, that, if any mifunderftanding

I** which all the States ihould pundually comply.*'— 
i^gaind this claufe the Protedant States immediately 
protefted; the Vifitation of 1543 was diffolved ; anci ^ 

in the Statutes of the Chamber, which abolilhed all 
former regulations which were not repeated and did 
not accord with them, this article in the Recefs of 
1543 was omitted. — Notwithftanding this, the very 
article abovementioned was appealed to as a law, 
which was not only obligatory then, but for all fub- 
fequent Vifitations, and therefore a perpetual rule. 
They founded the pofition upon it, that, if the 
Vifitors, after declaring their votes feveral times, 
could not agree, and the number of votes were equal, 
they muft apply to his Imperial Majefty as the only 
Supreme Judge of the Empire, and wait for his final 
decifion (a). 

It was faid, moreover, that this was not an 
extraordinary Vifitation, like that of the year 1707, 
which lafted till 1713, but an ordinary one, the 
fame as that - which was continued annually, from 
1555 to 1587.' The States which were deputed for 
the purpofe were already nominated, according 
to the divifion, into five clafles, in the Recefs 
of 1 654 ; the firft clafs, therefore, could enter

necefiary for the fucceeding dafles; the Emperbr had 
it always in his pbwer to tequire d Rfcfolutiori of thfe 
Empire on the fubjed:. Every thing elfe the Emperot 
could fettle of himfclf. Hfe could appoiht the time 
for opening the Vifitatiori, iffue aii edift by virtue of 
which all States and Parties, who had caufes dep'end- 
ing, and wiihed to continue the reviiibn of them, 
could be obliged td renew theit application within 
three months> on pain of lofing. their caufes> &c. 
Thus, the twenty-fix points which were propofcd 
for deliberation wete thought of no more, becaufc 
the Emperor did not ftand iu need of any further Re*- 
folution of theEmpireto put theVifitation in a£tion(^7> 
If any of the laws or cuft6ms were ftill undetermined, 
the Vifitors would difcover and adjuft them in the 
courfe of the Seffion ; and they then might remedy 
the evils in a conftitutional manner, or elfe, if ne- 
ce^ty Tequired, report them to his Imperial Mi- 
jelly ; but that nothing of this kind could be done 
previoufly, nor any inftru&ion therefore be given on 
thefubje<a(^^).

the Commifforial Dectee, which was iflued Nov.r 17, 
1766, in confequence of the Refoiution of Aug. 8^ 
the Viiitation was appointed to be Opesied on the id 
of May, 1 767. The Emperor undertook to execute 
all the preparatofy^bufinefs^ and fettled every thing 
himfelf, as if there was nothing left for the deliberA* 
tion of the Diet. A few doubts which were exprefied 
upon the fubjeft, were the Occafion perhaps of too- 
ther Commifforial Decree being iflued, Jan; 26^ 1767^ 
which contained the reafons why it was not thought 
neceffary to apply for a power of proceeding and 
inftrudrons;^ and yet a further Refolution bf the 
Diet was required rcfpeSing the progrefs of the 
Vifitation in the fucceeding Clafles; at which period, 
juft as the affair was in agitation, the above mea- 
timed reflexions 3vere publiflied.

The Sub-Delegates of the twenty-four States, 

who were deputed for the firft clafs, and the 
two Imperial Commiffaries, Charles Egon Prince of 
Furftenbcrg, and George Baron of Spangenberg, 
arrived fo early at Wctzla^, that the Vifitation was 
fortunately opened in May, 1767; but fuch obftaclcs 
foon prefented themfelvesj that it was greatly to be 
wilhed, for the fuccefsful progrefs of this UTiportant 
bufinefs, that it had prcvioufly been more accurately 
fettled ; which would cettainly have been the cafe, 
if the twenty-fix articles already mentioned had been 
properly dcKberated at the Diet. The Vifitation

^ * ■ later; but more bufinefs would have been done in 

one or two years than Was afterwards done in nine^ 

and the whole affair would not have met with fuch 

an unfortunate end as it adually did. 

At the very commencement of the Vifitation, a 
doubt arofe concerning the diftinftion to be made 
between the real bufinefs of the Vifitation, and the 
reviiion of the caufes depending. The laft Recefe 
ordered, " that the twenty-four States Ihould under- 
take the reviiion of the caufes as fodn as the btifinefs 
of the Vifitation was over ( j), and as it was fiippofed 
that there was an immenfe number of caufes waiting^ 
for revifion,theRecefs for that very reafon ordered fuch 
a number of States, that they might be divided into 
four different Senates.*' The Elcdoral College ex- 
preffed a wifh in the Capitulation of Charles VIL that 
the real bufinefs of the Vifitation ihould only be 
tranfadrcd by one Senate ; that two of the othera 
ihould undertake the revifion of the old caufes, and 
the fourth begin with the new ones (h). But it ap- 
peared to be more coniiilent with the meaning of 
theRecefs, that the whole Deputation ihould fettle the 
buiinefs of the Vifitation firft, and then proceed in 
four diilindl Senates to a revifion of the caufes ; for 
the bufinefs of the Vifitation was certainly of infi- 
nitely greater confequence than the revifion of any 
individual caufe. Another difficulty arofe now re*

fpcfting 
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ipefting the fix States, who were to enjoy the pre- CHAP, 
(iedency, and be employed in fettling the bufinefs of 
the Vifitation alone, and the eighteen who were to 
donftitute the Senate of Revifion, In (hort, it was 
found neceffary for the Vifitbrs to begin their bufi- 
nefs immediately in a full Council, confiding of the 
two Imperial Commiflaries, and twenty-four Sub- 
dekgates from the deputed States. 

An unforefeen difficulty arofe even in the divifion of 
the Senates, which were to enter upon the bufinefs 
of Revifion. The Diet propofed, in a Refolution 
of Auguft 8, 1766, that each of the deputed States 
iftiould fend two Sub-delegates to the Vifitation. The 
CommiflTorial Dedree of the Emphre, on the contrary, 
which ratified the Refolution, mentioned only one, 
with which the Diet was fatisfied. At the opening 
the Vifitation, therefore, in May 1767, only one 
Sub-delegate appeared from each of the deputed 
States, except from the Elector of Mentz, who 
fent four, and the reafon, as it foon appeared, was, 
that he thought Ic neceffary to have one in each 
of the Senates. As there was now therefore no 
lefs than twenty-feven Sub-delegates to be divided 
into four Senates, cither three of them muft have 
been compofed of feyen Members, which could not 
be admitted on account of the equality to be ob- 
ferved in religion : or elfe three other Catholic Sub- 
delegates muft have given place to thofe appointed 
from Mentz.

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BOOK In order to remove this obftacle, the Impcm^ 
Commiflary made a propofition, June 25, 1 768, that 
there Ihould be an Eleftoral Direilorium appointed 
by the Eledor of Mentz in each of the Senates, but 
that his vote fliould be admitted only in one. J^n 
s^nfwer was required on this fubjedk from the Ele<5tqr 
himfelf, which was very naturally objedled to, cot 
only by the Eledor of Saxony and moft of the Pfp»- 
teftant States, but by the Eleftor of Bavaria, and the 
Bifhops of Bamberg and Munfier. Before this affair 
was adjufted, therefore, not a ftep further could 
be advanced in the divifion of the Senates, neither 
could any other meafures. be adopted to promote a 
revifion of the caufes. The anfwer was not givcn- 
by the Eie.ftor of Mentz before the loth of Janu- s 
ary, 1776, and even then he agt«ed to the propofafe 
upon this condition, that it fhould not be confid^red 
as any precedent in future, and with the refervatiorv 
that no appeal whatever Ihould be made to it, as a* 
right cither by title or poffeffion *• The EmperorV 
Commiffaries confidered this as a very generous de* 
claration, as ic was certainly at the option of 
every State, to exercife his right of voting on any 
occafion, without prejudice to himfelf. Others,, 
however, thought ic a nwter- of too great impqift- 
ance to ackftowledge, that the Eleftor of Ment^ hadr 
adually the right of voting in every future Senate^ 
and allow him the diredtion of them, on the pre- 
fent occafion, upon fuch conditions, Therp was na 
refource, therefore, but to fubmit the affair to thc 
Emperor and Empire; and when this was attempted

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th vain, the Protcftant Sub-delegates were under CHAP, 
the neceffity of retting fatisfied with making a report . ' . ^ 
of their proceedings to the Proteftant Body, which 
was done JFeb. 13, 1 776. In this fituation of affairs, 
as the objeft of contention^ was neither removed at 
Ratifbon nor by any other means, the meafure adopt- 
ed by the Emperor's Commiffioners'at Wetzlar, May 
8/1776, was doubly important, for in a fliort time, 
before any other method of adjuftingthe affair was 
determined, they proceeded to make the diviiion df 
the four Senates. 

Nine years were fully ckpfed from the 8th of 
May, 1767, to May 2, 1776, and ho other bufinefs 
tranfaifted than merely fuch as related to the 
Vifitation itfelf. This was certainly very extraordi- . 
nary •, but the fad may be eafily accounted for from 
fcveral co-operating caufes. In the firft place, as 
there had not been any Vifitation for many years, 
there was no fcarcity of work to employ the Dele- 
gates, efpecially as they difcovered an unbounded 
Eeal, as foon as thy^ entered on the bufinefs, to leave 
nothing which could pofEbly tend to the reftoration/ 
of a fconftitutional and efficient Court of Judicature 
without inquiry. The variety of objeds which pre- 
fented themfelves, each of which was to be examined 
and fubmitted to the deliberation of twenty-four dif- 
ferent perfons who had the privilege of voting, could ^ 
not be Very expeditioufly difpatched ; but when we 
confider that the twenty-four perfons employed were 
(killed in their profeffion, and animated by a genuine 

\. 2 zeal 
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BOOK zeal for juftice, that they had, now an opportunity 
offered them of exhibiting their profound learning 
and integrity, and vied with each other in adding 
weight to their refpedive opinions by the moil folid 
and diffufive arguments, it is natural to fuppofe^ that 
the Protocols of votes, which were delivered in fo 
elaborate a manner mud have been prodigious; 
for, perhaps, there never was an inftance of any 
fubjeds being more clofely and minutely examined, 
or of any bufinefs being tranfaded in which greater 
pains were taken to render it complete. 

A plan was once in agitatioti, to divide fome of 
the bufineis of the Vifitation among different Sub-de« 
putations or Committees, which would certainly have 
anfwered the purpofe ; but this plan immediately met 
with obftacles which prevented iis execution, by a dif- 
pute arifing concerning the manner of appointing the 
members. In cafes where it is neceffary to ob- 
ferve a religious equality, it is certainly agreeable to 
analogy, as well as to cullom, to leave the choice of 
the pcrfons appointed to the religious party itfelf. On 
this occafion it was agreed, that all the twenty- 
four, or the majority of them, ihould choofe the 
perfons of both religions for each of the Committees.. 
This was the ruin of the plan, and the whole bui- 
finefs of the Vifitation, therefore, was tran faded by 
the twenty- four Vifitors without diftindion, except 
that there was a particular Referendary, and Con- 
referendary, to each particular; caufe, who were 
put in poffeiiion of the writings, and drew up their. 

opinions 
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opinions at leifure, which were afterwards delivered CHAP. 



in full council in the courfe of the feffion, ^nd not ^^ 
unfrequcntly for feveral fcffions^together. 

The real buiinefs of a Vifitation is to examine the 
members of the Court in general, and each of them 
individually, on a variety of points, and cjifcover fron> 
their anfwers the nature of the defejfts of the CpurS^ 
and how they may be remedied. On the prefent oc- 
ca(ion it was foon difcovered that three of the Afleflbrs 
had been guilty of mal-pra£lice$. It appeared after- 
wards, that a Frankfort Jew had been fpeculating, 
and carrying on a lingular kind of trade through 
this channel, with the Solicitors of the Chamber, A 
real defeift likewife foon appeared in the Court itfelf ; 
for the Diredorium of Meptz had acquired an un- 
conftitqtional influence in the decifion of the caufes, 
by having the arbitrary power of appointing the Af- 
feflbrs of the Senates as he pleafed, which had by 
degrees become an ellablilhcd cuftom. But before 
any regulations could be made rcfpcfting thefe and 
ai)d * variety of other objedts^ whiph were fubmitted 
to inquiry, feveral queftipns arofc relative to the 
continuation even of the Vifitation itfelf, and the 
manner ii> which it^ decrees were to be rendered 
?ffe(ftual, which foon evidently difcovered how much 
it was to have been wifhed, that every thing of this 
patqr? had b^cn previoudy fettled at the Diet. 

With refpea to the progrefs of the Vifitation, it 

was ordered in the laft Recefs that there Ihouldbe 

five clafles, e^ch confiding of , twenty-four States,

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BOOK who Aould relieve each other ; and as foon %% the Vi-

I fitation was finiflied, proceed to a revifal of the caufes. 

According to this plan, and the mode of tranfading 
bufinefs at that'tinie, it was thought that a tolerable 
number of caufes niight be difpatched in half a year ; 
it is probable alfo, that fix months were thought a fuf- 
ficient time to tranfaftall the bufinefs of the Vifitation 
itfelf. They allotted a whole year, therefore, for the 
firft, and half a year for the remaining claffes, to re- 
lieve each other in fupceflSon. It appears as if it was 
^ taken for granted, that the firft clafs would not be 

Occupied a whple year in the bufinefs of the Vifita- 
tion alone, and that when that was fettled there would 
be time to commence the revifion. The event, 
however, proved that the members of the firft clafs 
could not by any means flatter themfelves with the 
profped of compleating their bufinefs within that pe- 
^ riod, or that they could even bring it to fuch a point as 

to enable them to leave it, to be continued by the next 
clafs whigh confifted in a great meafure of totally dif- 
ferent States, without materially injuring the whole. 
Notwithftanding this, a propofition was niade in De- 
cember, 1767, that the firft clafs lliould be relieved 
by the fecond in May, 1 768. This, however did not 
meet with the approbation of the Diet, The fecond 
clafs did not fucceed, therefore, till November, 1774, 
the third in Odlober, 1775, which was relieved by 
the fourth in May, 1776. But, alas ! juft as the laft 
entered upon the office, the whole Vifitation flopped. 

The Vifitation had already met with a delay In the 
manner of tranfading bufinefs in the months of April 

and 
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and June, 1768. Two Rcfolutions of the Sub dc- CH Af. 
legates were paflcd, by a majority of votes, which 
the Imperial Commiflary endeavoured to render in* 
valid, by refttftng hisaflent. There is no doubt, but 
that, if a new law was to be made by an extraordi- 
nary or an ordinary Deputation of the Empire, it could 
not have its legiflative force, wnlefs it met with the 
neceflary approbation of the Emperor, any morjC 
than at the Diet itfelf. But in the prefent cafe the 
queftion only related to the abolition of certain 
abufes, which were difcovered, and againft which 
there were laws of the' Empire already. Jf it had 
been neceffarj^ to have applied for the Emperor's 
approbation, and he had refufed it, the very laws of 
the Eilipire which exifted already would have loft 
their validity, an event which would have been of fe- 
tious confequences to the States m geneftl. In thefe 
circumftances the Imperial Commiffaries appealed to 
the Recefs of the Empire of 1543 ;— but I have al. 
ready obferved what was neceffary to be faid on this 
fubjeft abo^e {a). 

No meafures could be adopted at Wetzlar now, 
but to refer the affair to the Emperor and Em- 
pire. This was done in a very elaborate report, 
both from the Vifitors and the Chamber irfelf, in 
which the vote of each individual member was 
ftated at length {b). The affair was difcufled at Jaft 
^t the Diet, and a Refolution formed, Oftober 23,

S O O K I yy^, which was confirmed as an obligatory law hy 
^ " the Emperor, December 15, the fame year. Bjr 
virtue of this law the number of twenty-five AC- 
feiTors was to be ad:ually completed^ and feveral new* 
regulations of great importance were made in the 
internal State of the Chamber, particularly with re- 
fp^dt to the divifion of the Senates, and the DireSo^ 
rium, ; but thefe regulations, even to the prefent day, 
have never bepn thoroughly adopted. 

One of thp principal things, which it was expedled 
the Vifitors would attend to, was the adjuffment of 
A the plan of the ftatutes of the Chamber which 
'wa? dr^wnup and printed in the year 16 13. That 
this ^ufinefs might be feriouflj- attended to, fix Af- 
feflbrs of both parties of religion were appointed 
foon after the Vifitation was opened to fuggeft their 
ideas, and give their advice on the fubjed. Thefe 
AffefTors, except one of them, who died before the 
bufmefs was accompliflied, performed their part with 
fo much induftry, that the Vifitor^ had only to put 
the finifhing hand to the work, before it was fub- 
rjjttted to the Diet to be finally fettled. But as they 
were employed in a variety ^of other bufmefs, they 
were prevented from attending to this, and at laft 
the whole Vifitation was fuddenly diffolved, before 
the ftatute? were fettled, and withput even the ufual 
Recefe. 

The labours of the Vifitors were gregtly increafed 
by a particular fpecies of bufinefs, which affords fuf 

ficient 
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ficient reafon for a repetiti<m of the wilh, that the whole C H A ?• 
had been pre vioufl y and accurately fettled, by the legif- 
lative power at the Diet. In the year 1730, when 
there was no fuch thing as a revifion in theChamber, it 
was ordered in the Recefs, that *' when a State of the 
** Empire had any grievance, or complained of hav- 
** ing been improperly treated by the Chamber, he 
** fiiould make his complaint to the Vifitors, that the af- 
*' fair might be properly inquired into,and the grievance 
^^ remedied {a)J*^ The intention of this was, perhaps, 
to hint to fome of the States who had complained to 
the Diet, that it would be more proper to have jche 
affair inquired into by the Vifitors of the Chamber ; 
but foon after, in the year 1732, when the regular 
revifion was introduced, it was underftood that the Vi- 
fitors could not take cognizance of all the griev- 
ances in particular cafes of law, which might be le- 
gally examined by a Court of Revifion, but only of 
fuch as related to ill treatment, as an unfair 
rejedion of a prefentation, &c. or at mod only 
of fuch caufes which might be fubmitted to 
the decifion of the Diet itfelf. There were 
States enough, however, who took advantage of 
the literal words of the Recefs, which fcemed to 
imply the admiffion of complaints of every kind, and 
who fubmitted their caufes therefore to the decifion 
of the Vifitors. The method they adopted in fuch

' cafes 
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IB O O K cafes as thefe was to require a report of the proceed- 
, ^"^* ^ ings of the Chamber ; and it frequently happened, 
that they difcpvered in the end, that the grievances 
complained of, were totally without foundation ; but 
even then, thofe who were appointed to be the Re- 
ferendary and Conrefcrendary of a caufe had a great 
deal of labour, ^ and many an hdur mufl: have been 
devoted to a finglc caufe, without a ftep further be- 
ing advanced, or any point accomplilhed. 

The mod lamentable circumftance of all, and 
a circumftance which ftill remains without any re- 
medy, was the difpute that arofe concerning the 
part to be taken by the Counts, in the different 
claffes of the Vifitors on Ae Catholic fide. Since the 
introduction of the two collegiate votes of the Prelates, 
and four of the Counts, it had been cuftomary not to 
appoint fingle Prelates or Counts to a Deputation of 
Empire; but a perfon invefted with full powers from 
a whole Bench of Prelates and Counts, in the fame 
manner as they exercife their right of voting at the 
Diet. When the exprcffion, therefore, " a Prelate/and 
^* a Cpupt,** was made ufeof in the lift of the States 
who were deputed to each of the five claffes of the 
Vifitors, it was certainly only to be underflood in the 
fame manner as Prelates and Counts are admitted at 
th^ Diet. — Perhaps fuch a general exprefEon was 
made ufe of, that the agreement which might be 
made among themfelves, refpeding the appointment 
of the reprefcntatives, might not be anticipated, 
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for an individual Count could no more be ex* CHAP. 



pedled to depute a Subrdelegate to the Vifitation of . ^ 



the Chamber, tbaa he can inveft an Envoy with foil 
powers in the College of the Princes at the Diet, 

If the queftion related to the attachment of this 
Collegiate vote, to any particular party of religion, 
we may fuppofe that a College of Prelates and 
Counts, might be as cafily confidered purely Ca- 
tholic, Proteflant, or mixed, as the Circles and 
Imperial Cities; but, according to this analogy, 
only thpfe Bodies or Colleges can be confidered 
of a mixed perfuafion, when there is nearly an 
equal number of both. There are Proceftant Burg- 
hers in the cities of Cologne, and Aix la Chapelle, and 
fome Proteftant States likewifein the Circle of Bavaria; 
and yet, notwithftanding this, the former are confi- 
dered as Catholic Imperial Cities, and the latter as 
a purely Catholic Circle. The Circle of lower 
Saxony likewife, though the Bifhop of Hilderlheira 
belongs to it, is reckoned Proteftant; and there are 
Imperial Cities which contain a number of Catholic 
inhabitants; and yet, according to the Peace of Weft- 
phalia, they do not ceafe to be confidered as purely 
Proteftant. Upon this principle the Prelates of the 
Rhine, and Counts of Swabia, are reckoned Catholic, 
although there are feveral among both who adhere to 
the Confeffion of Augft>urg ; and the Counts of 
Franconia and Weftphalia, on the contrary, are con- 
fidered as purely Proteftant, though they have fe- 
veral Catholic Member^. 

The 
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BOOK The College of Franconian Counts had always 
adhered to the Piotefiant party from its origin^ and 
had always a Proteftant Dire^orium. All the officers 
appointed by the College, and its Envoy to the Diet, 
were always of that perfuafion, and in the prefenta- 
tion to the Imperial Chamber, that religion was con- 
ftantly adhered to, &€• If any of the Franconian 
Counts, therefore, afterwards changed their religion, 
or a County pr a Seigniory became fubjed to a Ca- 
tholic Sovereign, the countries themfelves ftill re- 
mained Proteftant, and on this account regard was 
not merely paid to the perfon of. the Sovereign, 
but to the country itfelf ; otherwife in later times, 
iince the introdudlion of the pcrfonal votes of tbofe 
who have no territory at all, members of that de- 
fcription likewife might be added to the fcale, and 
dccafion the whole College on that account to be 
reckoned of a mixed religion ! 

With refpedt to the Counts of Weftphalia, cir- 
cumftances were fo far fomewhat different, as there 
had always been feveral Catholics ampng them; 
and it was even once in agitation to deliver their 
vote alternately on the Catholic and Proteftant 
fide; but in many other refpedls, as the So- 
vereign was in feveral inftances only perfonally a 
Catholic, and the Catholic Counts had with- 
drawn their contributions to the Collegiate con- 
llitution, this College likewife was reckoned purely 
Proteftant; at leaft it never could be confidcred 
either as Catholic or mixed, fo long as the 
vote was delivered^ by a Proteftant Envoy ; for 

even 
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even m thol*e inftances where the religious quality is CHAP, 
alternate, as in the cafe of the Bilhoprickiof Ofna- ^ 

bruck, the vote can never be reckoned either in a 
Deputation, or at the Diet itfelf, as Catholic, when 
it is delivered by a Proteftant Envoy, nor on the 
other hand, as Proteftant, when the turn devolves to 
a Catholic. 

A Baron Piftorius, who died after the Vifi- 
tation, December 24, 1778, and was of the Pro- 
teftant perfuafion, delivered the votes of the Counts 
of Wetteravia, Franconia, and Weftphalia, for 
a number of years. On the contrary, the votes 
of the Prelatps of Swabia, and the Rhine, and the 
Counts of Swabia, were delivered by a Catholic ; 
fo that among the fix Collegiate votes, the equality 
of religion, which is fo confiftent with the conftitu- 
tion of the Empire in general, is obferved with great 
eatadtnefs, without any difpute arifing on account of the 
different perfuafion of an individual member. Thus, 
ih the deliberations of the Diet in the year 1 766, pre- 
vious to the Vifitation, it was taken for granted, that 
the Counts of Wetteravia, Franconia, and Weftphalia, ^ 
would relieve each other in the Deputation appointed 
on the Proteftant fide ; and that on the Catholic fide, 
on the contrary, there could not be any other than 
the College of the Counts of Swabia. On this ac- 
count there was no great difficulty for that College 
to give up its vote to the Eledor Palatine, upon the 
application of that Court, during the feflion of the 
firft clafs, which was in negotiation likewife for the 
2 ' fecond 
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BOOK fecond iii the year 1768, for the Court of ik- 
^ ^ i vana. 

But as the fefBon of the fecond clafs was delayed 
till other deliberations at the Diet paved the way for 
it, in the months of May and June 17^2, and there 
was not any mention then made of an alteration of 
the abovementioned divifion of the Colleges into the 
different clafles in point of religion ; nothing could 
poffibly be more unexpeded than the fudden intel- 
ligence of a fummons being iflued from the EIe6tor 
of Mentz, for the College of the Counts ofWeft- 
phalia to deliver the Counts vote in the fecond clafe 
on the Catholic fide. 

A circumftance ftill more extraordinary occurred 
at the opening of the fecond Clafs, November 23, 
1774, which was, that a Catholic Sub-delegate from 
the Counts of Weftphalia attended in the place 
which was expefted to be occupied by the Sub-de- 
legate of the Counts of Swabia, as the only Catholic 
College of Counts, and his letters plenip'otentiary, 
.inftead of being figned by the Direiiorium of the 
College in general, had only the fignature of a Count 
of Metternich* 

This delegation was unconftitutional and deroga- 
tory to the right which the Princes alone enjoy of a 
perfonal vote, becaufe it is exprefsly ordered, that a 
whole College ot Counts ftiould only be reprefented 
by one Collegiate vote. Such a partial innovation as 

this 
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this, moreover, could not be defended by the claufe, C H A Pi 
which infurcs the prefervation of every one's rights^ . ' ^ 
unlefs a claufe of this nature had the power of tram- 
pling upon all rights of pofTeifion whatever. The Pro- 
teflant Body, therefore, could not confider thefe 
credentials as admiilibte. But Mr. Lazarus Cafpar 
dc Wolkern, who was at that time the- Sub-dele- 
gate from the City of Uim, and created Aulic Coun- 
£^llor in 1779, by joining the Catholic votes, occa- 
fioned a majority in favour of the admii^on of the 
letters plenipotentiary of the Count of Metternich, ' 
and the others, that they might not interrupt the 
proceedmgs= of the Vifitors ; but at the fame time not 
^ndlion a violation of their rights, continued to 
perform their duty, although they protefted againft 
the. meafure, and referred it to be fettled by the 
Emperor and Empire. 

When the third clafs fucceeded on the 1 5th of May^ 
1775, a fummons was iffued for the College of the 
Counts of Fronconia to vote on the Catholic fide* 
This was carrying the matter fo far, that the Protef- 
tant States, unlcfs they were difpofed to fee their 
members drawn one after the other away from them^ 
had no alternative but to make the Refolution they 
did at Ratifbon, July 26, 1775 ; viz. to exert their 
endeavours to keep the Colleges of the Counts of 
Weftphalia and Franconia, on the Proteftant fide, a» 
they always were ; and on that account to determine 
that the Proteftant Sub-delegates in the enfuing fef- 
fion of the Vifitors, both in the clafs which^mme- 
^- • diately 
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^xm^ diately followed, as well as in all Tuccceding ones^ 
A . ^ *.,; ihould not enter into any deliberations with any in« 
dividual Catholic Counts, unlefs they were legi* 
timated by a whole College, and did. not deliver a 
perfonal but a Collegiate vote in the name of all the 
members ; and that if any fuch appeared, that they 
Ihould immediately enter a protell, and diflblve the 
meeting. ' ' 

^ The Catholic States formed a Refolution in di- 
red oppofition to this, Auguft 5^ 1775, fo that 
in this divifion of the two religious parties, no- 
thing remained according to the Peace of Weft- 
phali^, but to adjuft the matter by an amicable 
accommodation. The Proteftants yielded fo far, 
in confcquence of a negociation between the Courts 
of Vienna and Berlin, that it was agreed that 
the Counts of Swabia and Wetteravia Ihould be 
occafionally (ummoned to the third clafs, and that a 
further agreement fhould in the mean time be made for 
the fourth and the other clafies that followed ; but 
not a ftep further was advanced refpefting this agree- 
ment ; on the cpntrary, the provifional Convention, 
which was only defigned for the third clafs, in con- 
fcquence of a declaration from the Emperor, wasf 
extended to the claffes which followed, and the 
Colleges of the Counts, therefor^, of Franconia as well 
as Weflphalia were entirely withdrawn from having 
any concern in this deputation on the ProteftanC 
fide. 



The 
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The Principal Commiffary at Ratifbon pofitively CHAP, 
refufed to receive, or make any ufe of, the memorial t ' i 
which was drawn up on this occafion, in the 
name of the Proteftant States. They had no re- 
fource, therefore, but to pafs a Decree in confir- 
mation of their former Refolution, which was done 
March 1 2, 1 7 7 6, and when the fourth clafs was on the 
point of being opened on the 8th of May, without 
paying any attention to the memorial, the Proteftant 
Sub-delegates could do no otherwife than quit the af* 
fembly. But even this meafure had fo little effefl: 
upon the others, and was fo far from producing any 
conceffion, that the Imperial Commiffary withdrew 
himfelf from Wetzlar, and of courfc, therefore, the 
Vifitation was entirely diffolved, without anfwcring 
the purpofe for which it was defigned, 

I have endeavoured to give a concife account of 
the principal circumftances attending the Vifitation 
of the Chamber, which met with fo unfortunate an 
end, as far as is neceffary for the developement of 
the prefent Conftitution of the Germanic Empire. 
The whole hiftory of it was publifhed at the time of 
its diffolution (a)j and as it cannot be expefted that 
the fame opinions Ihould have prevailed among 
thofe who delivered the fentiments of the two par- 
ties of. religion, one of which thought themfelves 
bound to defend the rights of the Emperor, and

^ O O K the other the rights of the States ; not only publica- 
tions (a) appeared to confute the dolftrines advanced 
in the work alluded to, but, if report may be be- 
lieved, even the original letters which paffed upoa 
the fubjeA (b) were printed with the fame defign. 

Pofterity afone, perhaps, will be able to form an 
impartial judgement on the fubjedl. Two things 
alone, however, deferve in this place to be particu- 
larly noticed. An idea prevailed, when an attempt 
was made to confute the publication in queftion, that 
the book ought to have been publicly burned, and 
the Author punifliqd ; but if a compofition which 
is printed by authority, and with the approbation of 
feveral Courts, and which contains nothing either 
in fubftancc or expreffion more exceptionable than 
this, ihould be fuppreffcd by fuch threats as thefe, not 
only the liberty of the prefs would be endangered, 
but the freedorp of the States themfelves. But even 
in this refpeft very different opinion^ were enter- 
tained in many places, perhaps, in 1786, than ten 
years before ; when the Proteftant body did not 
think the Refolution fuperfluous, which they paffed 
on the 4th of December, 1776, declaring their 
determination, " firmly to fupport and protect all,

**^ples, or defended them, and adopt fuch meafures . ^ 

" on all joccafions for their fecurity as the conftitu- 
^* tion and neceffity allowed." 

In both the compofitions, which were intended as 
confutations of the work mentioned above, an at- 
tempt was made to perfuade the public that the Mar- 
grave of Baden had written to the other Proteftant . 
States at the commencement of the Vifitation, 
Oft. 9, 1766, and that it was a circumftance of the 
grcate^ moment. The exprcffions he was faid to 
have made ufe of were, " that they ought to labour 
*^ with their United ftrength, to remove the com- 
** plaints which were made againft the .attempts ito 
" extend the jurifdiftion of the Imperial Chamber ; 
•' that the Proteftant States had the greateft reafon 
•' to be firmly united, and on that accountit ought to 
** be confidered, whether it would not be expedient 
** for the Envoys of the Proteftant Princes, who 
** were deputed to undertake the bufinefs in queftion, 
*^ to enter into a confidential confultation with 
*^ each other, and agree upon the beft m^ethod qf 
" inftrufting the Counfellors deputed to the Cham- 
•' ber at Wetzlar.*' The conclufion drawn from 
this was^ that the Proteftant States were not fo 
anxious for the adminiftration of juftice in the 
Empire, as for a greater reftriftion of the ju- 
rifdidion of the Emperor; and to obtain fuch ^ 
prerogatives for themfelves, as they had endea- 
voured In vain to procure at the time of, as

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BOOK well as fincc, the Peace of Wcftphalla. The defiga 
. of this was no doubt to prejudice the reader againft 

the Protedant States, and draw his attention perhaps 
from other obje&s. But, as I have read the par- 
ticulars of the whole hiftory of the Vifitation, as con- 
tained in the journal of the^ proceedings in the poflef- 
fion.of a difiinguiflied Court, and am convinced that 
nothing was kept from me ; I mud ingenuoufly con- 
fefs, that I cannot even remember that fuch a me« 
morial, which could not eafily be paffed over, was 
ever fent from Carlfruhe to the Court I am fpeak- 
ing of . So little was the effect, if there was any, 
upon thofe Courts, which are faid to have been in* 
fluenced. The States alluded to had nothing but 
the warmed wiih at heart to eftabliih the adminidra- 
tion of Juftice upon the firmed bafis. This was 
the grand objeft of their endeavours to preferve the 
former. fydem; and as the Imperial Court, and all 
the other States of both religions cannot have any 
other wifli, it is the more to be lamented, that any 
circumftances, or. even the unfeafonable zeal, per- 
haps, of a Minifler, who had adopted bad principles, 
intervened to induce one party to difavow the other, 
and occafion fo laudable an inftitution as the Vifi- 
tation of the Chamber to come to ruin.

Difpute continued concerning the religious quality of .the vote 
of the Counts of Franconia and Weftphalia.

— Not fixed before June, i782.-— Decree 
of the Empire in i775» refped\ing the Senates in the Chamber* 
—-Evident mifconceptions and obftacles not removed* — Other 
ordinances of the Decree of the Empire, to limit the arbitrary 
power of the 2)irr^»r/««.— Various objedls, of which the Vili- 
tors were firft to give a report j but, as the Vifitation.was dif- 
folved» it mufi bcjiirfl reftored again.^-A more accurate legal 
determination of thofe cafes, in which Mandates may be ifTued 
by the Tribunals of the Empire, without provifional claufes— 
as well as the Ordinations, as they are called, which are

XIII ^^ Affair of the Counts has not only remained 

^. V ^ unfettled until the prefent day ; but even the Diet 
itfelf, in confequence of the difputes on this fubjedt, 
was rendered totally inadlive, from the month of Fe- 
bruary, 1780, -until February, 1785. When Baron 
Piftorius, who was the Proteftant Envoy from the 
Counts, died, December 24, 1778, a Catholic En- 
voy immediately attended in his place to deliver the 
vote of the Counts of Weftphalia; and his credcntids, 
which were only figned by the Count of Metternich, 
were admitted, while the credentials, on the contrary, 
which were figned by the DireSforium of the CoUegQ 
of the Cgunis of Weftphalia, were rejeded ; and 
there was fome fcruple even of receiving the creden- 
tials of the Counts of Franconia. without a referva- 
tion. In thefe circumftances fo great an oppofition 
' arofe between the irwo parties of religion, that it was 
impoffible for the point to be fettled in any other 
manner than by aj amicable compromife. The right 
of the vote of the Counts of Franconia is fo unquef- 
tionably on the Proteftant fide, that their whole Body 
would be lofers, if it was confidered even as an objed: 
concerning which anynegociations could be admitted. 
With refpcdt to the Counts of Weftphalia, the Pro- 
teftants have voluntarilydeclared, in confequence of a 
propofition which was carried by a majority of the Ca- 
tholics, that that vote fliould be alternately delivered 
in future by a Catholic and Proteftant Envoy (a) ;

Another confequence of the Vifitation, and a cir- 
cumftance which is not yet fully determined, is the dif- 
ficulty attending the execution of the laft Decree of the 
year 1775, as well as feveral important objedks, which 
were referred by the Diet at that time to future de- 
liberation. One of the mod important ordinances of 
this Decree was, that the number of Afleflbrs^ 
which then only amounted to feventeen, Ihould be 
increafed to twenty-five. The Chamber terms were 
on this account raifed one fourth, to be paid imme- 
diately, that the eight Affeflbrs might enter -upon 
their refpedive offices at Eafter, 1776.

It, was thought, and I think not without 

reafon, that if eight men, of abilities and integrity,

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^ \ ^ tainly communicate their fentiments more fully and 
intelligil)ly, according to the defign of a collegiate 
deliberation, than a more numerous affcmbly ; and 
when eight perfons have examined the merits of a 
caufe, and delivered their votes, with equals ability 
and impartiality, it is not very probable tl^at their 
Colleagues would have it in their power to make 
many new obfervations, and, if a number of Affiflbrs 
are in this manner divided into feveral Senates, and 
each Senate holds its feffion in a feparate apart- 
ment, the advantages attending their divifion are 
evident, as they are enabled to undertake feveral 
caufes at once. 

All this has been fully proved by the experience of 
the Chamber itfelf; on the other hand, the Aulic 
Council even has acknowledged, that too great ^ 
number of Counfellors (as in the Aulic Council they 
all fit at one table) only tends to protrafl: the bufi- 
nefs. In the beft inftitutions there cannot be too 
much care taken, left, by too great attention to ini- 
nute circumftances, thofe that are of greater confe- 
quence and likely to be more prejudicial, are paffed 
over, which feemed to be the cafe here ; for, as it was 
agreed that eight perfons were fufEcierit finally * to 
decide a caufe, it was thought likewife that only 
three or four were fuilicient to give an interlocutory "f

fore, the Chamber was divided into two different 
kinds of Senates^ judicial as they are called, which 
confift of eight Affeffors, or, as they were after- 
wards limited to, fix ; and extra-judicial ones^ which 
confift only of three or four. 

At the time that the Imperial Chamber had only 
feventeen Affefll^rs in all, the Judge appointed four 
extra-judicial Senates i three of four, and one of 
five Affeflbrs. • For the final decifion of a caufe two 
extra-judicial Senates were combined to form a ju- . 
dicial Senate, confining of fix Affeflbrs. This com* 
bination was at laft made by the Judge of the Cham* 
ber in every caufe, according to his own pleafuYe, 
by which he acquired a power which has fcarcely 
a fimilar example ; for inftead of appointing mem- 
bers indifcriminately, as every Director of a College 
does in general, the Judge of the Imperial Cham- 
ber, whenever a caufe was to be decjded, could al- 
ways appoint fuch perfons as fuited his own purpofc, 
on whofe votes the whole bufincfs depended. If 
he fucceeded in feledting a fufficient number to form 
a ' majority, agreeably to his wifli, it was intircly in 
his own power to decide the caufe as he pleafed, 
without having any right, according to law, of voting 
himfelf* 

In order to prevent this, a Refolution of the Em- 
pire was formed, October aj, 1775, which ordered, 

that 
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BOOK that there fhould not be a new Senate appointed in 

^ ^ V^ future to every caufe, but that the Chamber, if 

there wefe twenty- five Affeffors, fliould be 'divided 

into three perpetual Senates, two of which fhould 

confift pf eight, and the other of nine members, 

although they were at the fame time of opinion, that 

if one or two Affeffors fhould be prevented from 

* attending their duty by ficknefs, or any other caufe, 

the other iSx, iDut no fewer, fliould proceed with the 

bufinefs. The expreffion ufed in the Refolution or 

Opinion of the Empire was, that " definitive cases 

'^ fliould fliould not be finally decided 'by a lefs num- 

*' ber than fix Affeflbrs.'* It was evident from the 

contex, and the preceding votes of the States, that 

the real meaning of this was, that a final decifion 

-fliould be n^ade in general by eight Affeflbrs,. but 

j never by a lefs number than fix. The Chamber 

adhered fo literally to the words of the Decree, that 

although three Senates were appointed, and each of 

eight Affeffors, yet there^ were never n:ore than fix 

left to give judgement. 

When the Refolution of the Empire was made, 
many of the States were of opinion, that the dif* 
tindion between judicial and extra-judicial Senates 
fliould be wholly aboliftied, and all caufes determined 
in the fame Senate, only with this reftridVion, that 
if there fliould be a lefs number than fix Affeffors 
prefent, owing to ficknefs or any other hindrance, 
the others fliould not give final judgement, but only 
anfwers to points of law in the courfe of the fuit, iffue 
2 citations. 
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citation^ &c. But it was propofedby fome, that inter- ^?,^^- 
locutory judgements and extra-jpdicial decrees, when 
a State of the Empire was concerned, ihould always 
be made by fix AfleiTors, and the caufes of private 
perfons left to the decifion of four. ^ That in fuch 
cafes, therefore, the fupernumerary Affeffors fhould 
leave the Senate, and adjourn to a feparate table * to 
give anfwers on points of law which only concern 
the external form of the procefs, as when the 
queftion relates to an application for the trial to be 
deferred, charges of difobedience to citations, &c. 
New difficulties and obftacles have very naturally 
arifen here likewife, which require the intei^ferencc 
of the legiflative power again ; and it tnuft have 
been obfcrved, that owing to thefe obftacles, fewer, 
or at leaft not more, caufes have been decided fince 
the year 1782, by the twenty-five AffeflTors, than 
were formerly decided by feventeen. The Cham- 
ber at lad adopted a provifional regulation, that 
extra-judicial caufes, as they are called, by which is 
underftood the commencement of a procefs, Ihall be 
tried on Mondays and Tuefdays, in fix Senate?, con- 
fitting of four, or in three Senates of fix AflTeflfors, and 
that judgement Ihall finally be given on the other 
four days. The cuftom of withdrawing to give an in- 
terlocutory judgement, is fomewhat diminilhed, but 
not wholly aboliflied. It ftill, however, often hap- 
pens, that the AflTeflTors remain unemployed during 
the feffion of the Senates, and that the Senates do. 
not^ as was defigned by the decree^ confift of the 
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BOOK fattie perfons, bccaufe it is incumbehc 6n t^th of 
XIIL 

them as foon as he has made his relation of a 

caufe to adjourn to the table where the anfvvers arc 

given to the queftipris of Law. 

*rheDecree, moreover, was certainly defigncd topf <5- 
Vent the DireSlorium from having atiy illicit influence 
in any particular law-fults in future, either by an artful 
appointment of the Senates, or by^ny other means. 
For this purpofe it was ordered, that the writings 
fliould be divided among the three Senates by lot ; 
but that the Referendary ihould be appointed by 
the Judge ; fo that it could not any longer depend 
upon the Judge to nominate the Affeflbrs, and chufe 
the c^ufe to be decided ; but the Referendaries 
ivere to fucceed in their turn according to their rank; 
and with refped: to the caufes which 'came on for 
trial, a particular rule was to be obferved, to de- 
termine which fliould be examined firft. It was or- 
dered iikewife, that the Judge of the Chamber, and 
the two Prefidents, fliould alternately prefide in the 
Seaates for one year. 

With refpeft to thofe affairs which were referred 
by the Diet to a future deliberation, it was ordered 
by the Decree, that a report flionld firft be made from 
the Vifitors ; but as the Vifitation was difTolvedj a 
new queflion arofe, Whether the Diet Ihould proceed 
with the fenquify bto thofe fubjf £ts without a report ? 
or whether an attempt fliould not firft- be made to 
re-eftablifh the Vifitation itfelf? The latter would 
in many confiderations certaifily be mofl: defirable.

the Chamber; but if the Vifitation Ihould be re^ 
vivcd, no honeft German can conceal his wilh, 
that all the impediments which have hitherto inter- 
rupted its progrefs, and which were for the moffl: 
part left unfemaved by the deliberations t>f the 
Diet being broken off in 1766, may be previoufly 
enquired iwto, and every neceffary regulation en- 
tirely fettled • 

*. 

To give fome idea of the importance of the ob- 
jeds of our prefent cpnfideration, I will only men- 
tion a fingle point or two without going too far in the 
extenfive and almoft immeafurable field of the Law* 
It is certainly one of the moft univerfal rules ob- 
fcrved in the adminiftration of Juftice, and very 
juftly, that no defendant in a caufe can be obliged 
to confider the plaintif in the right, merely upon 
his partial relation, before the caufe is examined, 
becaufe no Judge can previouily know whether the 
account of the plaintiff be juft, and whether the de-^ 
fendant may not have fubftantial reafons, perhaps, 
to urge in his own defence. This rule will admit of 
very few exceptions, and thofe only in cafes where 
there is fulficient evidence of an adt of violence by 
which a perfon attempts to remedy himfelfi and force 
another out of his poffeffion; or, in the cafe of an 
aftion on account of a pofitive breach of a contrafl:, 
againft which no pleas can avail, except in another 
i , fuit 
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B O O K fuit after the payment of the fum derhandcd. In both 
^ ^^ ^ thefe cafes it has been thought advlfable to allow of 
two different kinds of fuits, which refpefl: pofleffion and 
execution^ in which the proceedings are fliorte r than 
in the former ordinary procefs, and the defendant is 
only allowed to profecute his caufe with fi&ttious 
pleas, and prolix proceedings in a feparate fuit. 
According to the legal proceedings of the Empire, 
as they are ordered in the fiatutes of the Imperial 
Chamber, and other laws^ the fupremie Tribunals 
may iffue penal mandates in cafes of this nature^ 
which cannot be fo much objected to, if they con* 
tain a claufe, or provifo^ that in cafe the defendant 
thinks himfelf aggrieved, be may put in his plea 
againft it ; by whicli th^ mandate is of itfelf con- 
verted into a meer citation ; but when mandates are 
iffued without this claufe, and the execution of the 
fentence is immediately to follow ; this is more ex* 
ccptionable, efpecially if any one thereby lofes the 
poffefEon of his property, and is not until after that, 
at liberty to profecute his right. 

With refpeft to the two fupreme Tribunals of the 
Empire, there is another circumilance, that in cafes 
where mandates are iffued without the claufe, the 
ilatutes of the Chamber order, that there ihall be 
no refort to a Court of Auftregues (d).

This circumftancc 
has occafioncd many appeals to the Diet ; it was 
worth while, therefore, for the Legiflative^ Power to 
make a more accurate di(lin<^ion of th« cafes in 
which mandates may be ilfued without claufes, as that 
is one of the points recommended by the la ft Decree. 

In order to efcape the complaints refpefting man*- 
dates, the Aulic Council has recourfe fometimes 
to an expedient peculiar to that Court, by iflu- 
ing a Refcript in the name of the Emperor,, and 
with his own fign manual, which is exprelfed m 
more refined terms thart the mandates ufually if- 
fued, as for inftancej "The Emperor confiding,' 
** in tire love which the defendant has for juftice, and 
** his good difpofition, hopes that he will be in- 
«* dined of himfelf to remove the caufe of the com- 
" plaint againft him in the manner prefcribed'/* 
Such Refcripts as thefe, which are much oftener made 
life of by Courts and Minifters of State than by Tri* 
bunak of JuftiOs, are not adopted by the Chamber, 
where all the proceedings are only according to the 
common ibrms of law ; but eVcn there they have 
attempted to imitate' the ftyle of writirg made 
ufe x)f in the Emperor's Refcripts in the extra-judi* 
dal Decrees, is they are called, in which the pleas 
of the plaintiff are either admitted, rejedted, or the 
Vol.111.

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BOOK caufc put off upon certain conditions. Thus, for 
^ ' A inlbnce, the Palatine Court, when the Imperial 
Chamber admitted an adtion, en fait de nulliie, from 
a civil officer of the name of' Heiler, againft the 
Eledor, and iflfued the ufual citation, appealed to 
the* Diet, and prevented the plaintiff from accom- 
plifhing his purpofe. Soon afterwards an adion 
of the fame nature was brought by a man of the 
name of Ulfaner, againft Clement Auguftus, Eledtor 
of Colqgne, and the Chamber iffued a Decree, the 
contents of which were nearly thefe : •^ For the 
" prefe^nt rejeSed ; but it is hoped, from the Eledor's 
" regard for equity, that he will be difpofed to al- 
/^ low the plaintiff a legal hearing, and do him 
^^juftice;" by which the man obtained his ends. 
Thefe Edifts were called Ordinations, and were 
afterwards very frequently applied for, and granted, 
although they were not authorized by any pofitive 
law ; and as they were only Decrees, or Judgements, 
after the relation of one party, it was very eafy to 
err, on which accoupt it was proper to make fome 
regulations refpeding them. 

' It frequently happens likewife, that the two fu- 
preme Tribunals of the Empire, owing to their con- 
current jurifdidion, come into collifion with each 
other, which, according to the univerfal principles 
of policy, can never be approved of. As far as it is 
left at the option of a party to commence a fuit either 
in the Imperial Chamber, or the Aulic Council, it is 
certain that the Court where a caufe is firft regiflered

has a prior right to decide it ; but notwithftanding this, CHAP, 
there are not only frequent miftakcs, which are not . * , 
eafily redlified, but in many cafes the Aulic Coundl 
even difpute the concurrent jurildiftion of the 
Chamber ; and the pretenfions of the former are flip- 
ported by the Imperial Court, and the latter by the 
States of the Empire. I have already mentioned a 
difpute of this kind, the adjuftment of which de- 
pends upon the authentic explanation of a paflage 
in the Chamber Statutes, refpefting fuch caufes as 
concern entire Principalities, which the Eleftoral 
College recommended to the attention of the Diet in- 
the year 1742; and the Decree, which was paffed 
in 1775, referred the difpute concerning the ju- 
rifdidlion of the two fupreme Tribunals in ge^ 
neral, to be morfe accurately fettled by the Legifla- 
tive Power, \ 

The Court of Vienna •feems to appropriate all 
caufes which concern the Refervata of the Emperor, . ,^ 

or where the laws recommend any affairs to his atten- 
tion; as immediately belonging, to the Aulic Council, 
with a total exclufion of the jurifdiftion of the Cham- 
ber, although nothing can be more certain than that 
all affairs whatever, which come under the Emperor's 
cognizance, belong as much to the Imperial Chamber 
as to the Aulic Council, ..unlefs the Chamber be ex- 
prefsly excluded by any laws of the Empire. Thus 
in a difpute which arofe between a Baron Weichs 
and a Baron Collenb»ch, concerning the Provoftfhip -

This event not only occafioned the Bi0K>p of 

Liege to appeal to the Diet in 1780 (*), but has beea 

produftive likeWife of other confequenccs,^ which 

have been more alarming. In the year 1785,^ the 

writings of this procefs, and the protocol, or journal 

of the deliberations of the Chamber on the fubjed, 

were demanded in the Emperor's name. la oppo- 

fition to this meafure, the Chamber appealed to fe- 

veral laws, which declare that the Afleflbrs are not 

bound by any particular Imperial Rcfcripts, and 

that no caufe depending in that Court can be 

withdrawn, the proceedings annulled, prohibitedji 

or by any means interdicted, &c {c).

mgre important, as it was an objeft concerning which 
the jurifdidions of the two Tribunals came into col- 
lision with each other^ and Where no partial regula- 
tion can have any weight. Several of the moft 
diftinguiihed Courts of Germany have, on this ac« 
^ount| thought it lieceflkry to fend a (pirited me* 
roorial On the fubjeiQ: to the Chamber itfelf, in order 
to preftrvc the rights of the States. 

It is certainly to be iviihed, that the fame fixed 
principles were obferved' in all aiFairs of this nature 
by the Emperor and Empire, fince a Monarch whom 
all Germany honours as its fupreme head, can de# 
five no advantage from allowing a Minifterial inr 
fiuence in the decifion of the law-fuits of individuals; 
and it muft be an objedl with all parties, to preferve 
a regular and unbiafled adminiftration of juftice^ 
without any partiality or fecre£ influence, in both the 
fupreme Tribunals of the Empire. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Redrefs of Religious Grievances. 

A new article, inferted ia the Capitulation of 1741, to redrefs 
the religious grievances-— and a laudable declaration from the 
Emperor Jofeph XL occaiioned by an Electoral Collegiate a4* 
drefs in 1 770. — ^A Deputation of fix Proteftant States, appointed 
to put the regulation in force, in 1770, — the fums levied to 
defray the neceflaiy expences, almoft exhaufled in 1784* 

J. ' W O objefts of great importance came into 
difcufiion immediately after the Emperor's eledion. 
One of thefe was the complaints made by one religi- 
ous party againft the other ; and the other, the various 
grievances which the Catholic States themfelves la- 
boured under according to their own hierarchical 
fyftem. 

Notwithftanding the good underfianding, which 
prevailed before the war of feven years between the 
Houfe of Auftria and the Courts of Great Britain and 
Hanover, had perhaps frequently occafioned the 
grievances, complained of by the Proteftant States or 
their fubjeds, to be entirely remedied, or at leaft 
alleviated ; ftiil the number of thefe religious griev- 
ances had increafed fo prodigioufly during the reign 
of Charles VI. in the Palatinate and other countries, 

that 
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that the Eleftoral College was induced at the elec- CHAP. 
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tion of Charles VII. to infert a particular article on 
the fubjed in the Capitulation. This article has 
been retained in all the lat^r Capitulations, and 
was drawn up by the labours of the Barons Spangen- 
berg and Miinchhaufen, who were the Ambaffadors 
from the Eledors of Treves and Brunfwick to the 
Congrefs of cledion, . in the following terms : 
" Where the adherents to the Confcffion of Augf- 
" burg think themfclves aggrieved, contrary to the 
** Peace of Weftphalia, or other laws of the Em- 
pire, and memorials are prefentcd on the fubjeft 
"by the Proteftant States, including the Free Im- 
*' perial Nobility, cither collcftively or feparately, 
<* to his Imperial Majefty, he Ihall without delay 
" decide the queftion in difpute, agreeably to the 
" aforefaid laws, inform the Proteftant States of his 
" decifion, and immediately put it in execution* 
^* He fliall not, by any means, allow law-fuits in af- 
" fairs of religion,, but abide by the fundamental 
" laws of the Empire, and \fee that the religious 
" grievances ftill fubiifting be remedied in the moft 
" expedient and confticutional manner (a)'* 

Obligatory as this article appears, yet it was not 
obferved to produce the fmalleft effeA in either of 
the fuccceding reigns. For this realon further ap- 
plication was made in a Collegiate addrefs to the 
Emperor Francis I. at the cleftion of Jofeph 11.

The Emperor like- 
wife immediately ifFued his commands to the fypreme 
I'ribunals, to bring the caufes depending in tliofe 
Courts refpcding religion to a legal iffue, and Jo- 
fJsph IL declared afterwards, in a Refcript fent to 
the principal Commiffary at the Diet, January 8, 
1769, in anfwer to a memorial of the Proteftant 
Body, and in terms which did him the higheft ho- 
nour, *^ that it was his Majefty's intention to allow 
*' that all thofe who complained of grievances with 
*^ refpeft to religion, as foon as they brought their 
" caufes to a trial, and received judgement in their 
♦' favour, according to the forms of law, fetting 
** afide all prolix proceedings, fliould haye judge- 
** ment awarded, and put in execution immedi- 
** ately, before any other caufe whatever." 

The members of the Proteftant Body, encouraged 
by fuch a declaration as this^ were animated with frefli 
courage, and, in order that they might contribute every 
thing on their part to relieve the fiipreme Tribunals 
of the Empire as much as poffible, and even to pre- 
vent their being troubled with any groundlefs com- 
plaints, refolved, April ii,,ii77o, upon the ap- 
pointment of a Deputation, confifting of iGx States 
" \' " ■ ^' ' ' .■ of 
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of thpir own perfqafion(tf), and a perfon (killed in the C H AP« 
law to confult; that all the religious grievances, in ^ ^^' 
which either the fupport or interccffion of the Pro- 
tcftant States was applied for, might firft be tbo* 
roughly examined. It was their intentipn to affift 
in bringing the neceffary authorities for acting, and 
t he evidence on the part of the aggrieved parties, 
which are very often wanting in both the fupreme • 
Tribunals, into proper order, and then to dtreA 
them to bring their fuit, or continue it, in. one 
of thofe Courts. The expences neceffary for this 
purpofe were raifed by the free contribution of 
each of the States (^). Twenty caufes came un- 
der the cognizance of this Deputation before No- 
vember, 1784, but of thefe, only fix could be 
brought to trial in the Courts of Judicature, and

The Pope yields in coiifequence of an Electoral Collegiate me- 
morial to the Emperor-*The contents of this memorial not 
wholly obferved— A more perfect edition of the Concordate 
publifhed, together with the 'inftrument of acceptance of the 
Decrees of the Council of Bafil — and a book under the name 
of Juftinus Febronius, highly prejudicial to the Papal power— 
The three Spiritual £le6tors renew their complaints againft 
the Court of Rome — but without the fupport expe6ted froxb 
the Emperor— The moft important revolutions occafioned by 
the abolition of the order of the Jefuits — by which the country 
becomes more enlightened, and a greater fpirit of toleratioa 
prevails among the people, which begins to produce important 
confequencfts — in fome meafure in the reign of Maria Therefia,

It had been obfervable for fome time, in the litera* 
ture of the Catholic part of Germany, that the pre- 
tended Decretals of Ifidorus (a) were no longer in 
in fuch eftimation as formerly ; of courfe, therefore, 
that different ideas prevailed, with refpcd: to the re* 
lation of the Archbifhops and Bilhops of Germany 
to the Papal See, the immunities of the Clergy, and a 
monaftic life, at leaft the Catholic authors were no 
longer fo referved upon the fubjeft.

that the real Concordate did not merely confift of what 
the Pope had given his confent to„ at AfchafFenburg in 
1 447, but of feveral Bulls likewife, which were grantpd 
in 1747, and gave the (iatholic part of Germany a 
great advantage over the Holy See (^).

See, was difpcffed by a declaration from Vienna, "that > / ^ 
" his Imperial MajeHy could not on this occafion in- 
** terfer^ in the grievances complained of ; but ad- 
" vifed each of the Archbilhops to make immediate 
** application to the Pope himfelf, and lay his gricv# 
*^ ances before him (a)" A few years afterwards ano- 
ther event occurred, which paved the way for great 
revolutions in the Catholic church in general. 

Dark clouds had been coUefting for many years; 
about the Jefuits, in feveral Catholic countries ; but 
that their diflblution was fo near, that aBull (hould be 
fuddenly ifliied by Pope Clement XIV. July 21,1 773^ 
to abolilh the order entirely, after the attempt ha4 
already been made in feveral particular countries, and 
the order had made itfclf a^bfolutely neceflkry to the 
See of Rome, as the greateft fupport of the Catholic 
Hierarchy in general was fcarcely to be expeded; but 
fo it happened : neither did the bull merely make its 
appearance ; it was pundtgally complied with in aU 
mod every Catholic country. Their landed prc^erty 
wasin moft places confifcated by the government, or elfc 
the revenues of their eftates were applied to charitable 
purpofes,^sthefupportofholpitals^churches,orfchools. 

It was difficult to fupply their places in the fchools, 
which the Jefuits fuperintended^ though applications 
were made for the vacant offices^ by the clergy of other 
religious ord^Sj^ or parochial minifters ; ^ut, in order to

there might be no fcarcity of able men in future, Thii 
plan was evidently attended with good effeAs, and the 
fyftem of education was in many places confiderably im- 
proved. Every one viewed the profped of the diffufion 
of more enlightened fentiments with pleafurc. Exag- 
gerated ideas of the power of the Pope, a fuperftitious 
attachment to a monaftic life, falfe pretenfions to 
devotion^ prejudices againft the religious perfuafion5 
of others, and the fpirit of intoleration and perfecu- 
tion, which had fo long prevailed, tifibly declined (^). 

TheEmprefs Mari^iTKerefii her felf, approved evea 
of many 6t the ffeps now taken, which but a few years 
^ ago would fcarcely have been thought of ; and yet 
thefe were but faint preludes to the gigantic ftrides of 
her great fucceffor, which not even the vifit of Pope 
Pius VI, toVienna,intheyear 1782, was able to pervert. 

The Ex-JefuitS) nOtwithffandirig this, continued 
in many places to preferve their former fyftem, ha- 
bited in other dreffes, and under feigned names, in the 
character of parochial clergy. Many individuals 
among them continued in the pofleffion of the con- 
feflionals of perfons of diftindipn, and the pulpits

profeffors in univerfities, fuperintendants of fchools^ 
private tutors, travelling companions, authors, editors 
of periodical publications, or had recourfe to other 
iHcans of employing their talents, and^exerting the 
fame influence as formerly, in the affairs of diftin- 
guiflicd Courts (tf)* ^ 

Thejr number annually dccreafed by the death ^ 
of individuals, which, in all probability would 
foon have totally extinguiflied the order 5 but, fince 
the year 1779, this fociety feems to have acquired a 
kind of immortality, by the condudt of Caltharine of 
Ruffia, who not only oppofed their difperfion in that 
part of Poland which fell to her (hare, but gave 
them an opportunity of perpetuating the rules of their 
order, by permiting them to admit novices, under 
the command of a Vicar General, who was newly 
eledted, and inyefted with the full power of a Com- 
mander in Chief (i).

inheritance, for fix million of Florins — the expectation 
of the privilege de uon mpftUanda^ granted to the Duke of Meck-

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BOOK No political event, which occurred in the reigo qf 
Jofeph II. wasqf mprc confequenqe tq Germany than 
the death of Maximilian Jofeph, the Eledor 6f Ba- 
varia, December 30, 1777,' by w}iich the male line 
of that Houfe became totalfy extind. — The Palatine 
Houfe had* long afferted the right of fucceflion, in 
cafe of this event, as the neareft related, becaufe 
Duke Le^yis, furnamed the Severe, who died in the 
year 1294, \y^s the common anceftor of bpth fami- 
lies. This pretenfipn, moreover, \yas not only 
grounded on the Family-Gomp^fl:, which was made in 
the year 1329 at Pavia, but was confirmed alfo by 
other Treaties, concluded in the years 1 766, 1 77 1, an4 
1774; and, that the Bavarian dominions might be 
immediately taken poffeffion of, the neccffary in- 
ftruments were previoufly prepared, and^ executed 
the very day the Eledlor died, at Munich. 

But in the .year 1329, when Lewi? cpncluded the 
Treaty of Pavia with his nephews the Counts Pala- 
tine of the Rhine, he was only in poffeffion of 
Upper Bavaria. A collateral branch, dcfcended from 
his father, Lewis the Severe*? brother,, was then in 

. poffeffion of Lower Bavaria, which was firft united 
with the other territorities in the year 1340, when 
this branch was extindt, and therefore could not be

It was denied^ on the other fide, that the divifion 
which was made in 1353, was perpetual, and with 
fufficient reafon* The Emperor himfelf even iflued 
a Decree in favour of the relations of the Bavarian 
Houfe, in the year 1429. Albert of Auftria, more- 
over, had renounced his claims, neither did the pre^ 
fent Hoqfe of Auftria defcend fron^ hinv 

At Vienna, however, that part of Bavaria, and the

The Auftrian army was ready to march into Bavaria^ 
as foon 2& that country was taken pbfTeiiion of a^ 
Munich, in the name of the Eiecftor Palatine ^ but the 
Ele^of made no fcruple of ratifying the Convention^ 
and quietly fufiered poiTeiSon to be taken Td the name 
of the Emperor, the crown of Bohertiia, and the 
Houle 6f Aufiria. 

The Duke of Deuxponts, on the contrary, op* 
pofed the whole of thefe proceedings, as, the neareft 
relation of the Palatine Houfe j and no Treaty in an 
affair of this nature could have any legal force with- 
out his confent. The {lledtoral Houfe of. Saxony, 
likewife» laid claipi to all the perfonal and allodial 
inheritance, as the property of the Dowagejr Eletf- 
torefs, who was fitter to the laft Eleflor of Bavaria, 
and transferred her claims, which were Valued at 
Drefden at forty- feyen millions of florins, to her fon. 
The Duke of Mecklenburg alfo was in expedatk>lfi 
that he Ihould now be put in pofieffion of the Land- 
graviate of Leuchtenberg, the reverfion of which 
had been promifed to his Houfe in 1 502> and which he 
had beien difappointed of in 1647* Thefe three 
3 ^ Courts

their claims ; and that Monarch more willingty com- . -^ 
plied with their requeft^ beeaufe he cdnfidered 
the condu£^ of the Imperial Court as unconftitutioml 
in the whole tranfaftion. He did not think that fueh 
meaiures could be legally adopted » Without a pre^ 
vious confultation with the States of the Empire^ or 
at lead with th^ £le(3:ors ; and be thought himfelf 
entitled^ therefore, as an £le£fcor» and a party con*- 
cerned in the Peace of Weftphalia, to exert himfelf 
on this occafion^ to pfeferve the conftitutioQvfrofll 
infringements 

The fpiriied negotiations which were carried oft for 
fomc time, between the Courts of Vienna and Berlin, 
were fruitlefs. A war adtually broke out *, though, 
fortunately for Germany, it lafted but one cam- 
paign, and was concluded without any decifive battle.

This Memorial from Ruffia was not yet presented at 
Vienna, before the Ambaffador from that Court to 
Peter(burg propofed the mediation of RuiSa,. in coa* 
junction with that of France* Both Courts, as weli 
as Fruflia, were agreeable to this propofal, and after 
a Ihort meeting prthe Congrefs at Tcfcben, firft an 
armiftice was publiihed, and afterwards a Peace 
finally concluded. May 13, 1779. The principal 
articles were, that Auftria fliould retain a piart of the 
Bavarian territories, between the Danube, and the 
rivers Inn, and Salza. A\\ the other territories were 
to continue, as before, annexed to Bavaria; for which 
purpofe, the Emprefs agreed, not only to re-inveft 
the Palatine Houfe with the fiefs of Bohemia, in her 
legal capacity, but to procure the fiefs jof tke Em- 
pire likewiici for that Houie, from his imperial 
Majefty.— In tWs refpeft, therefore, the Conventiofn 
of January 3, 1778, was annulled. The family-

It was agreed likewife, that refort 
might be had to the Tribunals of the Empire in the 
following cafes; Firft, in all caufes concerning the Ex- 
chequer, and fuch as the Duke himfelf was partieu- 
lariy interefted in, particularly likewife when the 
Duke brought any fuit againft one or more burghers, 
and inhabitants of Roftock, before the Senate of that 
city, and they were diffatisfied with the fentence 
pronounced. Secondly, in adtionsto annul a pro- 
cefs, or cafes in which the new High Court of Ap- 
peal refufed to adminifter juftice, or delayed it to 
the prejudice of the party, engaged in the fuit ; and^ 
thirdly, when the <:ondua pi the Duke was either 
mediately or immediately repugnant to the Heredi- 
tary CompaS: of the year 1755, or other Treaties;

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BOOK and he cither refyfcd to remedy the grievances conj- 
> ^ r^ plained pf at the Provincial Diet, or adjuft fuch 
doubts and mifunderftandings which might arlfc re- 
fpcdting the Compafts according to the prefcription 
of the States of the country, or occaiion the inha- 
bitants to have recourfe by any othermeans to ex- 
tra-judicial complaints; and fuch fuits as did not 
coipe within the cognizance, bf their own'Cotirts of 
Judicature. The Provincial ftates, as well as the - 
city of Roftock, were ftill diflati9fied with.thi$ De- 
gree, and had recourfe to other meafures to prevent 
its execution j but their oppofition was fruitlefs, and 
'iind their fuit was rejedted(<3!), although the Decree has 
not yet been executed, becaufe no agreement ba$ 
hitherto been made refpeding the appointment of 
the members, and the ftatutes of the High Court of 
>ippeal. 

The negociations of Peace at Tefchen were very 
much facilitated by the King of Pruffia*s requiring 
jielcher any indemnification for the expences attend- 
ing his military preparations, nor any other advan- 
tage for himfelf. It was once mentioned in the 
Courfe of the negociations, that the Court of Viehna

\^'as willing to reftore the territories, Which th^ CHAP. 
Emperor had taken poffefEon of in Bavaria, pro- 
vided the King of Prufliatwould confent that Anfpach 
and Baireuth ihould not be re united to the Eledtoral 
Houfe, but left as ufual to two younger Prtnccsu 
It was pretended at Vienna, that this was abfolutely 
neccflary, according to the Family Compafts of the 
Houfe of Brandenburg. The. King of Pruffia, on 
the contrary, confidered it as an uhreafonable de- 
mand, becaufe in fuch circumftances as occurred 
at prefent, Family Compads which were> of ftill 
more ancient date, might be altered, lie infilled 
therefore, that the Emprefs Queen,, and her fuc- 
ceflbrs, would not oppofe the Court of Berlin 
again, in cafe his Pruffian Majefty thought proper to 
unite the two Principalities in Franconia with the 
Eledoral dominions, according to the right of pro- 
mogeniture, after the extinftion of the Houfes of the 
prefent Mkrgraves. 

*The Peace, as well as all the Conventions an* 
nexed to it, was not only guaranteed by Ruffia and 
France, but the Emperor and Empire likewife were, 
applied to for their approbation.. This met with 
fome difficulty, ^tcaufe feveral other States advanced 
a variety o£^ claims, both at Tcfchen, and after- 
wards at Ratilbon upon the Bavarian inheritance, 
none of which were mentioned in the Peace. At 
laft, however, the Empire acceded, and a Refola«> 
tion was formed, Feb. 28, 1780, in which the Diet 
ratified the Peace with all the Conventions which 
Vol. III. P had 
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5 xin^ ^^^ ^^^* fubmitted to the approbation of the States; 
but with the cxprefs provifo, that none of the ar- 
ticles of the Peace of Tefchen ihouid in any refpeft 
infringe the rights of the Empire, the Peace of 
Weftphalia, and other fundamental laws, or pre- 
judice in any refpeft any private rights, which might 
be claimed at a proper time and place, either no^v 
or hereaftev. 

Among others, the Afchbiffiop of Salzburg mad^ 
fevtral feparate demands, to the amount of eleven 
minion of dollars, which were compromifed in the 
year 1780, for four hundred and thirty thoufand. 
The Circle of Swabia advanced^ fome claim irr 
favour of the city of Donawemh j but renounced 
it in a Treaty^ figned June 18, i^^z^a). Other 
claims, which to the beft of n»y knowledjge have 
not yet been ^djufted, were from the Houfc of Wtir- 
tenberg, on a part ©f the perfonal property of 
the Houfe of Bavaria, according to the priiicipfes of 
regreffive inheritance. Other claims were made alfa 
by the Bifhoprick of Auglburg, upon the Seigniories' 
df Mipdelheim,.Schwabel, Hohenfchangau, the Lech- 
rine, and the city of Schongau by the Abbey of Kemp- 
ten, upon a fum of money due for compenfation fince 
the year 1709, to the amount of 69727 florins, by a

fiefs (i). 

In order to render the Peace of Tefchen complete, 
it was neceffary that both the fuperior Colleges of 
the Empire (hould give their confent to it, as pre- 
fcribed in the Capitulation of the Emperor, and 
that a new grant of the Imperial fiefs, which were 
become vacant by the death of the laft Eleftor 
of Bavaria, ihould be made to the Eledor of the ' 
whole Palatine Houfe. This inveftiture was granted 
by a particular Refolution of both the fuperior Col- 
leges, Feb. 29, 1780. The College of Imperial 
Cities was of opinion, that the confent of the Em- 
pire in general ought to have been obtained likewife, 
as this aiFair was an objeft of the Peace; but as the 
Capitulation required merely the confent of the two 
fuperior Colleges for the difpofal of Eledoral and 
Princely fiefs, no alteration was made. This lafl 
Refolution, therefore, as well as the former one, rdr

It muft be obfervedi, that the Inftrument of 
Peace' was drawn up in the French language (a), 
. as the articles of the Peace of Breflaw in the year 
174a, of Drefdea in 1745^ and Hubertfberg ifi' 
1763^ had been before. But *in aU thefe inflances 
it was cuftomary to annex a German tranflation^ 
which might be confidered equally authentic, 
as it was acknowledged by the parties concern- 
ed. On the prefent occaiion this was neglected; 
on the contrary, there were two different tranfla- 
tions ; one at Vienna, and the other at Berlin, by 
different hands, and by no means confident with 
eaqh other.

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BOOK It bad, no doubt, been long in contemplation to- 
^render the A-uftrian church independent of every other 
fpiritual power, except the primacy of Rome, which • 
ia eflential to, and infeparable from, the Catholic 
Church. This dcfign, if we confider it according U> 
the general principles of policy, wa$ highly meri- 
torious. Thr principles, that no religious or^er 
Ihould be allowed to be dependent upon any foreign 
fuperior, nor fubje& to the fupreme power of the 
country where that order is tolerated ; that na 
prelate Ihould bind himfelf by oath to any fo- 
reign power, contrary to the duty be owes as a 
fubje£k; that no fpiritual iegiflaiion, or other eccle« 
fiaftical rights of fuprcmacy,^ ihould cxercifeci 
without the cognizance and approbation of the go- 
verning power of the country-, are certainly perfc&ly 
confident with the public laws of Church and Stsfte, 
and agreeable tp the principles of found policy in ge- 
neral. But when the application of fuch priiici- 
pies as thefe, by a fecular Catholic State, comes in 
colliQon with the acknowledged prerogatives of a 
fpiritual Catholic State ; wbether fuch an arbitrary 
change can \>e made to the prejudice of the lattef, 
without injuring the conftitutioii of the Empire in 
genera^ i is a different queftion. 

Thus, in the year 1783, after the death of the 

Biihop af Fafljiu, the diocefan tights of that Biflioprick 

were not only difallowed in the Auftrian dominions, 

but the eftates, likewife, belonging to the Bifhop 

, jmd Chapter, in that country, were feized in a very

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arbitrary manner, until they were redeemed by the ^^J^^' 

payment of four hundred thoufand florins, and all 

diocefan rights in Auftria entirely renounced (j). 

An ufujrpation of this kind was talked of, likewifc, 

with rcfpeft to the Archbilhoprick of Salzburg^ 

which was fettled as far as it could be, by 

a memqirial from that See to the Court of 

Vienna, in the year 1767, in which no lefs than 

twenty-nine grievances were complained of (i). In 

1 775, certain diftridts of land in Stiria and Carinthia 

were ceded to the Bilhops of Guckand Seckau(r) ; 

and io late as 1782, a part of the diftrift of Vienna 

Neuftadt, which belonged to the ArcHiepifcopa' 

Diocefe of Salzburg, was ceded to the Biiho|> of

It was obferyable, on feveral ocQ^fions, that thofc 
perfons who were confulted or employed in the 
affairs of the Empire, entertained an opinion, that 
wherever there was any trace of an Imperial preroga-

could be cimfidered as valid now^ without paying any

£one, the approhenfion might naturally airife of ^ 
|aw yrhich was contained ip the Capitulars of Cbar- 
lemagne^ or an ancient cuilom wl^ich prevailed in 
]the time of the Othos, being fuddenly revived ; an4 
a right which had long been buried in oblivion, and 
which perhaps had never b^en thprpughly in exericife^ 
being re-eftab^Mbed^ 

Thus it might have happened^ feveral centuries ago 
perhaps, that an Emperor, when one of his guards, or 
any other perfon, was grown old aiid infirm in his fer- 
vice, recommended him to (bme convent, or other re- 
ligious foundation, to be provided for, during the re- 
mainder of his life. The letters of recommendation 
made ufe of on this occafion, were denominated Pa- 
viSB^Ri^Fj^ ; and it is probable that many foundations 
.and convents in Germany m|de popbjeaion to them; 
but a uiviverf^l right, cannot, on that accQunt be faid to 
h ave been efiabliihed, becaufe it is not authorized by any 
Jaw of the Empire, nor by any general cuftom, and it had 
even been found, upon enquiry, that in many places

arfiiigk inftance, moreover, of any fuch recooimen*' *^5,^'^ 
elation from the Emperor, for feverai centqries, the 
circuinftance therefore, of a number af fuch redom* 
mendatiqi^s fuddenly making dieir appearance ia 
every part of Gcrniany, and the charitable foon^ 
dations and convents being ordered tq prqvide for 
perfoos of both fexes, either with penfions, or by 
other means, could not fail of caufing a general alarm^ 
The circumftance appears to be of greater mqmen^ 
as it co^ld not be argued that the exercife of thi$ 
right tended in any refpeft to prompte the genera^ 
welfare of the Empire, which ought certainly to be 
fhe grand objedt of all the prerogatives peculiar tq 
^he Emperor. The only pbjed: which appears to 
have been in yiew was, to provide the fubjeAi 
pf the Emperor's hereditary dominions with penfions^ 
^t the pxpence of the territories of other States; and 
it muft neceifarily occur to the Seated, that there 
^ould in all probability be perfons enough to provide 
for in their own countries, on whom it was their duty 
to confer fuch pcnfions as thcfe, inT)reference to any 
foreigners. 

Many have obfervedi with furprize, that the pro\r 
ceedings at the Diet have lately differed very much 
from their ufual manner. It appears, from feverai 
circumHances, t^hat an attempt, for inftance, has 
been made, to place the houfe of Auftria upon a 
perfeft equality ♦ with the Eledors, and allow the

all the other Princes. Jnftances have occurred, evea 
of attempts to pafs a Decree without taking the regu« 
kr votes of the States of the Empire. When the Di- 
rectorial office became vacant, by the death of the- 
Ambaflador from Mentz, it was occupied for fome 
time by the Eledoral Minifter from Bohemia. In 
another inftance the Auftrian Directorial Ambaflador 
undertook the fole diredion of the Diet during tha 
illnefs of the Minifter from Mentz, and threw diffi- 
culties in the way of the Decrees which were pafled 
by a majority of the votes of the Body of the Catholic 
States^ IB the affair of the Counts. ; a circumftanco 
which was confidered by many of greater importance^ 
becaufe it tended to prolong the ceflation of the pro* 
ceedings of the Diet in general. In ihort, the con- 
duct of the Auftrian Diredorial Ambaflador has been 
very alarming on feveral occaiions; although the 
Chancery of Vienna publiihed a particular defence 
of him^ to acquit him of all that has been laid 
IP his charge {a\ and he diftinguilhed himfelf like-r 
wife many years ago^ and particularly at the time of 
the Vifitation of the Chamber, by feveral important 
ZXid learned Dolitical oublications (h).

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Another circumftamre which has made no final! itti- *^|^J^^* 
prefficm, is the condudt of the Court of Auftria, on fe- > * ^ , 
veral occafions^ with refpeA'toits weaker neigh bours> 
vrhich was obfervablc even in the preceding reign. A 
family of the name of Zedtwitz, which, though it 
held the Seigniory of Afch, as a fief of the Crown of 
Bohemia, and acknowledged certain rights claimed ^ 
by that State, yet was in other refpedts undoubtedly 
in pofieffion of its immediacy, was at laft reduced to 
tHe neceffity of entirely fubmitting to the Bohemian 
Territorial Sovereignty , after a body of thirty men had 
been kept for eight years in the country. Many States^ 
and immediate members of the Empire, whofe landl 
were encircled by the territories of Anterior Auftria, 
have been obliged to pay a tax to the government 
called the Domikicalsteuer; the fame as the pro* 
prietors of the eftates in Auftria. Several members of 
the Circle of Swabia, and the Free Nobility or 
Knighthood of the Empire in particular^ wbofe 
eftates are contiguous to the Margraviate of Burganj; 
have not been able to efcape from the exercife of the 
territorial rights claimed by the civil officers of that 
diftrid:, and the Auftrian government at Innfpruck^ 
although their rights were acknowledged by the 
Aulic Council in the year 1740* Memorial^ hive 
been publiftied on all thefe fubjeds, both by the 
Court of Vienna, and its antagonifts ; but there hat 
been no third impartial judge to decide which party 
ha^ juftice on its fide. 
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BOOK feut a circumftancc which attradted the attention of

^-^ ^ ' i the public, far more than any of thofe which I have 

already mentioned, was the intelligence, that it was 
in agitation to exchange the whole country of Bavaria 
for the Auflrian Netherlands, excepting Namur and 
Luxenburg, with the title of King of Burgundy ; and 
that the Ruffian Ambaflador had pr6pofed the confent 
of his Court to the Duke of Deuxponts, and defired 
him to give his final anfwer in eight days time, with 
the verbal declaration, that the plan would at all 
events be put in execution^ whether he gave his con- 
fent of not* 

The Court of Berlin was of opinion, that the 
N union of Bavaria with Auftria could not come in 

queftion again, according to the Peice of Tefchen, 
becaufe the exchange had at that time been finally 
rcjeded, and the grand objeft-of the war which 
broke out on the fcore of the fucceffion in Bavaria, 
vras, that the balance hitherto preferved among the 
States of Germany -might not be wholly deflroyed 
by fo great an aggrandizement of the hereditary 
dominions of the Houfe of Auftria. As the 
Peace of Tefchen had decided that Auftria fliould 
^ be fatisfied with the acquifition of the diftrid of 
knd ^called the Innviertel, which was guaranteed 
sot only by the Germanic body, but by the 
snediating powers of Ruffia and Frwce; the Pruf- 
fian Court could not but confider any new attfempt 
10 unite Auftxia and Bavaria as repugnant to 
that Peace ; much lefs could fuch an exchange be 

allbwed. 
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allowed, witliout the confent of the relations of the C HAP. 
Houfe entitled to fucceffion, or fuch a confent be ^ 

^cxpedled from a Prince of the Germanic Empire^ as 
was propofed to the Duke of Deuxponts. 

In this fituation of affairs, the three Elefloral 
Courts of Saxony, Brandenburg, and Hanover, en* 
tered into a defenfive League(tf) for the fole purpofe 
of preferving the conftitution of the Empire; and it 
has fince been joined by the Elefloral Court of 
Mentz, and feveral other diftinguilhed Princes. As 
this League* has only the prefervation of the conftitu- 
tion for its objedt, which ought to be held facred, 
tiot only by the fupreme Head, but by every indivi- 
dual Member of the Empire: and it is fupported by 
the foreign Powers, which are the guarantees of the 
Peace of Weftphalia, and by all the other parties 
concerned in it; it is to be hoped and wilhed, that 
the bond of union between the Head and Members, 
which Divine Providence has fo happily preferved, 
through fo many revolutions, may be confirmed 
by this meafure, and. preferved to the lateft period 5 
and how can I conclude this Hiftorical Develope- 
ment of the prefent Conftitution of the Germanic

it was defigned for its further prefervation, was one 
of the lad brilliant ads, with which Frederick 
II. *, whofe magnanimity and great achievement? 
will never ceafe to be the admiration of pofterity to 
the lateft period, concluded a courfe of forty-fix years ; 
which, like the age of Lewis XI V.' merits, and with 
equal juftice, to be called the age of Frederick ! A few 
additional obfer vat ions, however, which may throw 
fome light upon the Conftitution of Germany, as it 
exifts at prcfent, will not, I hope, be altogether fu- 
perfluous ; as there are many circumftances which 
could not well be introduced in the order of ume.

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XIV. 1* ROM the attempts which I have akeady made to 
* V -^ develope the conftitution of the Germanic Empire in an 
hifiorical method,* it appears, that it remains at pre- 
ient, with refpeA to its principal features, in the fame 
JTorm as I have defcribed it,from the time of thePeace of 
Wellphalia. In many rcfpe6ts its foundation^ fince that 
{feriod, has been more ftrengthenec), although it has 
occafionally likewife received fuch violent ihocks, that 
there has been great reaTon to be apprehenfive for its 
fafety % an apprehenfion to which no patriotic German 
can ever be indifferent* The whole Germanic Empire 
is fiill united under one common fupreme Head ; but 
thp other confideration, of its confiftlng of many dif- 
tlqd and feparat^ States^ which fiand almoft in the 
fame relation to each other, as the different States of 
Europe, has acquired weight with the years that 
have elapfed fince the Peace of Weftphalia. This 
circumftance even now frequently renders it dif- 
ficult, to obferve the unity of the Empire, which 
ftill continues. This unity is in reality only imme- 
diately obviousv at the Emperor's Court, the Diet, 
and the Imperial Chamber ; at Vienna, therefore, 
Rati(bon, and Wetzlar : on which account a fevv 
. obfervations, tending to a further knowledge of 
, thefe particular places, may throw fome light, per- 
haps, upoa the prefent conftitution of the Empirp 
in general. 

In the Emperor's Court the Aulic Council is the

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tHe Empire (tf), and the Vice Chancellor, the only CHAP. 
pierfon occupying the office of a real Miniftcr of 
State, in the fervice of the Emperor, in his Imperial 

<<r) The AiiFic Council ought properly to confift of eighteen 
(perfons, including the Prefident and Vice Prefident, fo that thwe 
are fixteen Counfeliors. If there is even a greater nutiiber of 
the latter, the fupernumerary ones have no ihare in the per- 
quifites, which are always divided into nineteen parts, and the 
Prefident has two of them. The Aulic Council is divided into two 
Benchi^s. Thofe of high Nobility, or of Counts faniilies, lit on 
the noble Bench on the right hand fide of the President ; the 
others conftitute the learned Bench, and lit on his left. The CoU 
lege meets four days in the week, and the niembers always fit 
together. The fuits depending mull be 'in writing. The Re- 
ferendaries deliver the fubje6t verbally, and when the Opi- 
nion or decifioa is fent to the Emperor, this officer may fupply 
the place of a written relation. One of the members of the 
noble and one of the learned Bench adts as Referendary in 
each feflion every week alternately. In moft caufes a Conre- 
fcrendary is appointed, whofe office is likewife to read the 
proceedings. The other votes are firft delivered by the 
members of the learned, and afterwards by the members 
of the noble Bench. When the numbers are equal, the 
Prefident has the decifive vote. The members of the Aulic 
Council are all appointed and paid by the Emperor, and thiey 
are not to be fubjefts of his hereditary dominions alone 5 but 
a^ e generally from the Empire in general. The number of Pro- 
teftant Counfeliors is only fix, and when they are united in their 
opinion, the majority of the Catholic votes is of no avail ; but if 
only one Proteftant Counfellor differs from the refl, then the ma* 
jority is valid. There has not been any inftance yet, cither of a 
<aufc beipg referred to the Diet by the Aulic Council, as in the 
cafe of the divifion of the two religious parties, or any appli- 
cation being made for an authentic explanation of any dubious 
paffaip in the laws 6f the Empire.

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Book, capacity {a), under whofe diredion a Referendary i«^ 
employed ta tranfaft the public bufinefs ; befides 
whom, there are no other public officers, except 
thofe employed in the affairs of Chancery and the 
Archives/, who are appointed to their refpeftive 
pffices by the Eledor of Mentz, But although^the 
number of perfons thus employed is far from being 
inconfiderable, what is it in comparifoa.with the 
multitude of offices, in the hereditary dominions of 
Audria, and the perfons employed either in the af- 
fairs of State about the Court, or in the concerns 
of the different provinces, who are all aflembled at 
Vienna.! Thofe who are perfonally conne<3:ed with 
the Imperial dignity are fo loft at the Emperor's 
Court, in the crowd of civil officers dependent 
upon his hereditary dominions, that a ftranger, who 
does not make it his particular bufinefs to en- 
quire, might refide for a confiderable time at Vi- 
enna without knowing fcarcely that there was an 
Aulic Council, or a Chancery of the Empire, exift- 
ing. It is fo natural for a reigning Emperor, 
confidering the great difference of the relation in 
which he ftands towards the Germanic Empire, and 
his own hereditary dominionSj to have the concerns of 
the former much lefs at heart than thofe of the latter, 
thatvit is not by any means furprizing, that fome- 
times the perfonal convenience of thofe who are; em- 
ployed at the Emperor's Court in the affairs^ of the 
Empire, Ihould have fome degree of influence on 
their conduct,

In the Aulic Council there are about thirty 
Igcnts appointed by the Prefidcnt of that Court, 
to undertake the bufih'efs of the parties at law, as 
their attornies, either in the Aulic Council, or at 
the Emperor's Court in general. There are but few 
States who do not employ one of thefe agents ; al- 
though the States, if they pleafe, which is fome- 
times the cafe, may fend agents to the Emperor's 
Court themfelves. Some of the moft diftiii* 
guifhed of them fend Ambaffadors even to the 
Emperor with formal credentials ; or if any of 
the States of the Empire, or only members of the 
free Imperial Nobility, or Knighthood, perfonally 
attend at the Emperor's Court, they can demand an 
audience, which he is obliged to grant by virtue of 
his Capitulation fa). Every State, moreover, is at 
liberty to fend any writing fealed to the Emperor, 
cither immediately by the Poft to Vienna, or clfe his re- 
fident agent, or Minifter, may deliv'er it in the Aulic 
Council, or in the private Court of Chancery. The 
Emperor himfelf fends a particular Ambaffador to 
moft of the Circles, and often has one likewife re- 
fident at fome. of the principal German Courts, by 
which means ,a communication is preferved between 
the Imperial Court and the individual members of 
the Empire, and the conftitution is evidently pre- ^ 
fervcd in its proper vigour.

According to the original feudal fyftem, every vaflisLl 
ought to do homage perfonally ;. but it has become 
cuftomary of late, for the oaths to be taken before 
the Emperor's throne, as well as in the Aulic Coun- 
cil, by Plenipotentiaries^ though, if the perfon in- 
vefted happens to be prefent himfelf at Vienna, i%

Only, Eledqratcs/ and Principalities are Throne- 
fiefs. It is cuftomary to apply for the inveftitureof 
thefe by means of two Plenipotentiaries, who arc 
generally an Ambaflador appointed on purpofe, and 
an Aulic Council Agent; or elfe,if the Court, which 
applies for the invefliture, thinks proper, two Am- 
baffadors. As foon as every thing is fettled refpefting 
the credentials, according to the Opinion, or Refolu- 
tion, of the Aulic Council, and the Emperor has ap« 
pointed the time for the Plenipotentiaries to attend, 
they go in public proceffion to the Palace *. His 
Majefty receives them fitting on his throne in the 
hall, where the ceremony is ufually performed. On 
one fide of him (lands the Vice Chancellor of the 
Empire, and on the other the principal officers of his 
Court. A number of Chamberlains' form a half circle 
before him; behind them ftand a body of life-guards, 
and the remaining fpace is occupied by fpe&ators. .

^ ^. , receive the inveftiture, enter the hall, they fall upoa 
their knees, and then paffing through the cFrcle which 
opens to admit them, they bend their knee twice 
again, as they approach the Emperor's throne. Here 
the firft Ambaflador ^ddrefles his Imperial Majefty 
in a formal fpeech upon his knees, and begs permif* 
fion to take the feudal oaths. , The Vice Chancellor 
advances towards the Emperor to know his anfwer, 
which he repeats, in a ftiort fpeech to the Ambafladon 
The Emperor then takes off his hat, and gives it to his 
Grand Chamberlain, who prefents him with a book of 
the Gofpels, which he jilaces on his knee. The Am* 
bafiadors, that they may lay their fingers with greater 
convenience on the book, advance a few fteps nearef 
to the throne, and repeat the words of the oath, 
after the Vice Chancellor, kneeling. The Emperor 
then puts on his hat again, and inftead of the Gofpela, 
he is prefetited witfi a naked fword, which the Atn« 
bafladors kils the hilt of, and return to their former 
places. The fecond Ambaflador then makes a' fpeech 
of thanks, at the end of which they both rife, and 
bending their knees three times again, retire from the 
Emperor's prefence, who immediately leaves his throne, 
and the whole ceremony is finiihed. 

It has hitherto always been cuftomary, to make an 
apology in the fpeech of the firft Ambaffador, as well 
as in the previous petition Tor the inveftiture,'for the 
Princes not attending in perfon ; in anfwer to which, 
the Vice Chancellor always fays, '» that for this time

An Opinion given on this matter by the go- 
Ternment of a Princely Court, which is well worth reading, 
occurs in Moser*s Feudal Syflem, p. '288-^29^; at the end of 
which it is doubted, whether it would be pradicable to make 
any alteration !n the cuftom of paying the Laudemiengeld, 
or prevail upon the Aulic Council to rcfign what Cuftom hai 
fo long eflablifhed in their favour. ** Even W* (fays the 
Opinion) " one could not only infifl upotf it, in funfio juris ^ 
^* but had hopes of fucCeeding, it is ftill a queftion whether it 
^* would be advifable ; fmce it is much to be apprehended, 
** that, if the members of the Aulic Council were deprived of 
** thefe perquifites, they would be fo difgufted, that they might 
** even do a great and irreparable injury to fome important 
** caufes which your Serene Highnefs has now depending, 
' «* and others which are likely to be tried in the Imperial 
•* Aulic Council in future,"

The perpetual bond of union of the States of

> ^ * A nenty and qoc loft in a multimde of other offices^ as 
at Vienna. In this place the Germanic conftitutioa, 
in comparifon with former times, appears at prefent to 
have a great advantage, becaufe a Tktt was held then 
only occafionally, and was of fliort duration, inftead of 
which it is now become perpetual. But, on the other 
fide, it muft be confefled, that the Diet has by thefe 
means confiderably loft, both in its fplendour and in 
the energy of its proceedings ; becaufe it was cufto- 
mary formerly for the Eledoral Princes and Counts, 
as well as his Imperial Majefty himfelf, to atteiid and 
deliver their opinions perfonally; whereas^ ac prefent, 
there are only Plenipotentiaries, who can do nothing 
of themfelvesy but are obliged on every occafion 
to apply to their principals for inftru^iGn^ either 
perfonally or otherwiie, and pund:ually comply with 
it. Befides this, not only thofe States, who have 
more votes than one, generally deliver them by means 
(^ a fingle Envoy ; but it often happens that an £n* 
▼oy is entrufted with the delivery of the votes of 
leveral Courts at once, fo that the whole Diet is by 
degrees Become fo contraded in the number of its 
snembersj that In the College of the Princes there are 
fca^cely twenty-four Envoys for a hundred votes. 
The College of Imperial Cities is compofed^in a great 
mcafure of a few fenators of Ratiflx>n, each of whom 
deliver the votes of feveraL Akhctogh the Eledors^ 
tkeretore, iend feparate Anlbafladors^ yet the whole 
Diet at prefent fcarcety coofifts of more than thirty 
Mbifters^ or Comitial Envoys.

tairjly of .gre;at importance to all Germany. It is 
here where all the rights of fovercignty^ which do 
not particularly belong to the Emperor, are exereifed 
in the joint, name of the Emperor and. Empire; parti- 
cularly when the queftion in. agitation is^ to make 
new laws for the Empire in general, to determine on 
a war or peace, to levy taxes^ or decide in the im-^ 
portant concerns of any individual State. But 
even in affairs of this nature the adtual deliberations 
of the Diet are much lefs frequent than formerly. 
Ratifbon is certainly the place where the votes of the 
States are delivered, in order to pafs a Decree of theJ 
Empire ; and it fometimes happens, that, as feveral 
of the Envoys previoufly confer together on the fub • 
je£t, the States may be influenced, perhaps, and their 
votes in fome meafure biaflTedj but, notwithftanding 
this, when any bufinefs is to be . fettled, it depend^ 
folely on the prefcription of the Courts them- 
felves how the vote is to \;>c delivered, and upon thd 
orders given for that purpofe to the. Envoy* For 
this reafon, the fpirit of fuch negociations depends 
mqre at' prefent upon the immediate communication 
betweeii thofe Courts which can place confidence 
in each other, than upon the Envoys. This cir- 
cumftance may be attended with a great difad- 
vantage, becaufe it is very eafy for fome occur- 
rence at Rati/bon to put a flop to the proceedings 
of the Diet for a confiderable length of time ; or, if 
that does not happen. Hill there is very often a de- 
ficiency of bvrfinefs ready for deliberation, fo that it is 
Vql^III* R not 
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3 O O K not unufual for years even to clapfe without any Scf- 
fion, of courfe without any proceedings, either of 
the Diet in generator of either of the three Colleges. 
It is not at all furprizing, therefore, that there Ihauld 
be more frequent and longer holydays at Rati£bon 
than at any other place. 

On this account it muft be acknowledged, that the 
-Germanic Conftitution appears in a much more lively 
manner, in the conftant and unremitting adivity of 
•the Imperial Chamber at Wetzlar. The perfons 
employed there in official capacities, are not only dif- 
guiihed more than any of the inhabitants of the 
place, which in other refpeds is only a fmall Im- 
perial Ci^y; but, excepting a few fixed holydays, 
the whole machine is from year to year in perpetual 
motion. The objeds of its motion, indeed, are only 
'fingle lawfuits ; and the number of thofe which be- 
long to private perfons is confiderably greater than 
of fuch as concern the States, which may in fome 
mcafure be confidcred as affairs of a public nature. 
Since the Peace of Weftphalia has attributed the 
•quality of a Tribunal of juftice to the Aulic Coun- 
cil, and the Courts of the Princes exifl no more, 
'the Aulic Council has acquired a private jurifdiQiion 
in caufes which concern whole Principalities ; and 
in cafes where the plaintiflf is allowed his choice, 
caufes of importance are much more frequently 
retailed at Vienna than at Wttzlar, 

'^Befidcs 
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Befides the law-fuits which arc retained for trial in CH AP» 
the Imperial Chamber, that Court has another bufi- ^ ' a 
nefs, in which the conftitutioh of the Empire is more 
immediately concerned, as it often happens that things 
N occur relative to the conftitution of the Chamber it- 
felf, which are either left to the judgment of its 
members, o^elfe referred to a provificnaljegiflative 
decifion. There are very often, likewife, intricate 
queflions, concerning which fometimes the Emperor 
and the Sta.tes'in general, fometimes the Eledtors 
and Princes, and fometimes even the members of 
the Imperial Chamber, entertain different principles ; 
and which, at laft, muft be left to the decifion of 
the Diet^ and even there they are always not, fuc- 
cefsful. 
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CHAPTER II. 

JJ/ Stcnrity and Welfare ofibeConJiitution, an 9bje3 cf 
the firjl Importance^ Jiill preferved bj the Decrees of 
the Imperial Courts of Judicature. 

Gi^at advantage of the Germanic coafHtutioo, that a legal fe- 
fbrt is open ^gainil every member of the Empire— even in 
favour of the fuhje^ againd his territorial Jord — the creditor 
a^a£t any of the States who are his debtors — particularly in 
the ict den<Mniiiated Debi tcoumission — though it is to be 
u idled that ibme reg ilation was made by the Legiflature, 
rtfpe^^ing the appeals to the Diet again d unfavourable Decrees 
of the Courts of Judicature — which would be attended 
with (bme difficuhy^Eut until fome regulation is made, 
the refuk of every appeal depends upon the majority of votes 
in the three Colleges of the Empire. 

Jt H E. general bond which ftill unites the Ger- 
manic Empire in the manner hitherto defcribed, under 
the Empcfor and Empire, and the fupremc Tri- 
bunalsy notwithfianding its divifion into fo many 
feparate territories, is confiderably ftrengthened, 
and a grand objed of the whole conftitution ob«< 
taioed, by the circumftance, that, notwithfianding 
the variety of States and members of the Empire^ 
amongfi whom the right of felfdefencc would foon 
give the ftrongeft power the advantage, no felf-de- 
fence b pemiittcd ; but the way is open to every 
individual^ without diftin&ion, to procure his right 
I by 
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by legal means, and obtain juftice, when he finds CHAP* 
himfelf aggrieved. 

Thus the difputes which one State may have with 
another, and which, among independent powers, can 
only be decided by recogrfe to arms, are adjuftedby 
the fentence of a Court of Judicature. The fecurity 
of the fubjefts of an independent State depends en- 
tirely upon the juftice they procure in their own 
country ; whereas in the Germanic conftitution there 
are means open to the fubjefls themfelves, to feek 
proteiflion from the oppreilive power of their So- 
vereign, in a fuperior Judge; whether they have re- 
courfe to appeals in private law-fuits (where they 
are not reftridted by particular privileges granted by 
the^ Emperor}, plead the invalidity of proceedings, 
complain of the delay of juftice, or bring their adlion 
immediately againft the Sovereign himielfy whic,h 
they are at liberty to do, in all cafes of an abufc of 
his territorial power ; whereas in independent States 
there is no alternative but patience and obedience 
to avoid the greater evils of rebellion and civil war. 

In this point of view, the inftances of States 
of the Empire, who abufe their territorial pri- 
vileges, being made to feel that they are not in- 
dependent by a fuperior power, may be coniider- 
ed as peculiar to the conftitution of Germany. 
Both the fupreme Tribunals of the Empire have 
frequently iffued Decrees in the fuits of whole 

R 3 countries 
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^ Xiv^ countries, the fole objed of which has been to re- 
ftrain the exercife of the power of the Sovereign 
within certain limits, as in the inilance of the De- 
cree of the Aulic Council againft Mecklenburg and 
Wirtenburg ; and of the Imperial Chamber againft 
NajQTau Wcilburg, and Lippe-Detmold. Imperial 
Decrees were iffucd fo late as the years 1770 (tf),

vernment provifionally, or in any other rnanner, with- 
out the previous confent of the Eledtors, Princes, 
and States in general {a). 

There is another fpecies of Imperial Decree, by 
virtue of which a Debitcommission, as it is called, 
may be appointed to infpc6t the affairs of thofe 
States who are involved in their finances, to enquire 
into the (late of their de'bts, and adopt proper mea- 
fures to difcharge them, by appropriating the re- 
venues of the country to fatisfy the creditors by fti- 
pulated payments, after a meeting held for the pur<- 
pofe, and allowing the State himfelf only a compe- 
tency for his fupport (^). A commiffion of this kind 
is generally given to another State, and fometimes to 
a relation of the Houfe, in which cafe the infolvent 
State continues in poffeflSon of the government j but 
the other has the infpedion of the revenues and ex- 
penditure, and takes theCounfellors of the Exchequer, 
and perfons employed in the Offices of Accompts, into 
the fervice of the Emperor, In this manner thofe cre- 
ditors who have advanced money to a Prince of Ger- 
many, have a profpeft of being fatisfied, however 
enormous the debt is ; and the only difference be- 
tween this expedient and the meafures adopted with

a commiffioo b ifiiied for fettling the affsurs of an 

infolvent Prince of Germany, the debts are only paid 

^ from his annual revenues. 

It may be obje&ed to this, that a hundred and 
more years may elapfe before the creditcH*s, or 
rather their heirs, recover their property; and, on the 
other fide, before the defcendants of the Houfe fuc- 
ceed to the real enjoyment of the revenues oi their 
country, which were certainly as much defigned for 
them, by the firft proprietor, as for their predeceflbrs. 
Buty would it not be much better for both par^ 
ties, if the reigning States of Germany, ("except 
in cafes of neceflity, when the relations of the 
' Houfe and Provindal States give their confent), 

had no creditors ? At all events, it is a fortunate cir- 
cumftance, that there b a fuperior Judge to decide in 
cafes of difpute. 

The only objedioo whidh can ever be made to the 
. Judicial Decrees, to which the States of the Empire* 
are fubjed:, is, that difiiculties ofcen attend the a&ual 
execution of the fentences, and not merely becaufe 
fom^ of the States imagine, perhaps, that they have 
power fufficicnt to refill them, and truft to the 
event ; but from this very difierent reafon, that it is 
almoft imperceptibly become a fort of cuftom for a 
State, againft whom an unfavourable fentence has 
been decreed, either at Vienna or Wetzlar, to ap- 
2 peal 
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peal to the Diet, in order to obtaiti, by fbmd mtinfi C »AP* 
or other, a remedy, and refcue hinifelf from* the im* 
pending tvii(a). In thiflt refped it is certainly (^ be 
wilhed, that the cafes, in which an appea): to the Diet! 
tnay be allowed (^), were particularly fpecified by 
a new legiflative aft of the £mpire, the heceffity d 
whicb has been already acknowledged m^ the Capitn^k 
lation. 

But here likewife other difficultieaf strife, pairtly 

frotn the nature of the Tribunals themfelvei, ^s they 

e^ifi at prefent, and partly from the peculiarity of 

the Germanic codftitution in general. If all the laWi 

refpefting tht Imperial Chamber were adually in 

force, and particularly thofe which immediately con^ 

cern the annual Vifitation; and the means prbvided 

thereby fot a revifion of the caufes, appeah from 

the fentfences pronounced by the Chamber 1;(rould 

fcarcely ever be thought of; at leaft, their number 

would be exceedingly limited. But the circumftance 

bf the Vifitatidns, and the revifion of the caufes con- 

nefted with them, having ceafed for two hundred 

years, muft certainly be often urged as a pretence, 

and exculpate the States for taking refuge in the 

fource of legiflation and the fupreme power qf 

the Empire, fo long as the refort above mentioned 

is wanting. With refpeft to the AuHc Coui>cil, thfc 

affair is bf greater moment, becaufe in the revifion of 

the caufes of which that Court takes cognizance, it

^ ' . Imperial Court will always eodcaTocr to limit tlij 
number of appeals as much as poffibfe; bctiioj 
not be fuppofed that the States will very wiffic^ 
contribute to a meafure which would be attcndq 
with fuch important confequences, if they ihcmfeKq 
iliould happen to have fubftantial reafons foe coi 
plaining of either of the fupreme Tribunals. 

The circumftance ought to be particularly cd 
' fidered, that the caufcs, which are taken cogaH 
zance of by the fupreme Tribunals of Germany, majl 
be very different from thofe in other countries, lal 
the Courts of Judicature of other countries, the caufcs 
brought for trial only relate to the real or perfonall 
property, or rights, of private individuals ; whereas 
Juits may be carried on in the Judiciary Courts ot 
Germany which immediately concern whole terri- 
tories, and even their forms of government. The States 
of the Empire, like other parties involved in law, mud 
fubmit to the decifion of a fuperior Judge ; but other 
- parties may be only private individuals; whereas the 
perfons whofe caufes depend in thejudiciary Courts of 
Germany, are reigning Sovereigns perhaps of confider- 
able territories, and in that quality are themfelves en- 
j titled to a (hare in the government of the whole Em- 

1 pire : for it certainly cannot poffibly be denied, that the 

grievances. which may be laid to the charge of a State 
of the Enipire, by either of the fupreme Tribunals,

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Hand in a very different relation to the Supreme Lc- CHAR 
giflative Power and Government in Germany than x—J^^ 
in any other country. 

Although it \s fo much to be wifhed, therefore, that 
fome rule was eftabliftied with refpeft to appeals ; yet 
at prefent, thereappears to be bur little hope of it. Per- 
haps the period would not be very diftant, if it were 
poflible to deftroy the fources from which moft o£ the 
grand arguments in favour of appeals have hitherto 
proceeded. According to the prefent pradice, it de- 
"pends upon the confentof the votes at the Diet, and 
particularly of the two Superior Colleges, whether an 
appeal can be admitted. Hitherto very few have fuc- 
ceeded; and if a hope could be entertained, that 
every State would fufFer his vote to be delivered in 
appeals, without any partial or finifter confideration, 
after a fair examination of the cafe, there would not 
be fo much reafon, upon the whole, to apprehend 
any ill confequences arifing from them to the preju- 
dice of juftice. But it is to be feared^ that there are 
;inftances to be ir^et with of fome of the votes being 
'biaffed more by political than legal arguments, and 
that many of the States, in order to procure the votes 
in their favour, have promifed to fupport the appeals 
of dther States in return {a). In this point of view, 
the profpefl: of an impartial adminiftratibn of juftice 
would be very bad for the conftitution of the Get*- 
manic Empire, if fuch reciprocal fupports of appeals 
were to come into general prad:ice.

(Befides the three places^ Vienna, RatKbon, and Wetzlar, where 
the conflitution of Gerniany is always confpicuousy it occa- 
fionally appears at an ele£iion of a King of the Romans, or Em- 
peror— »in the Deputations of the Empire, and particularly 
the Vifitation of the Chamber.*-«Separate Collegiate meetings 
roay be held likewife, as has t)een frequently the cafe wi.th^t^e 
Eledors and Imperial cities,— particularly with the ancient fe- 
cular Princes, Prelates, and Counts.— The Diets likewife of 
the Circles, connedled with the conflitution of the Empire, 
efpecjally thofe of Swabia, Franconia, Bavaria, and the Cir- 
ckl of the Rhine, — as well as the feparate deliberations of 
..each party of reIigion,--rwhich the Prpteilant body has, had the 
greateft reafon to have recourfe to, on account of the aja- 
joi"ity of votes of their antagonifts, and their intolerant pr'uici- 
pies. — Although the enlightened Catholics are of a different 
perfuafion, yet the fources of intoleration are not entirely dc- 
firoyed>^-rof which the effeds.iiitherto produced, and the ap- 
pisebenfion of them in future, are unavoidable. — Notwith- 
ilandjng this, a hope flill arifes, that the Germanic Empire 
may affl^d an example to other nations of the harmony 
which may fubfift between adherents to different religious 
perfua(M3as in the fame country. 

ALTHOUGH 
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-tV L T H O U G H the form of government cftab- 
liflied in Germany appears in its greateft vigour^ 
as I have already defcribed it, at Vienna, Ratilboa, 
and Wetzlar ; there are fome particular events, which 
occafionally occur, in which it is equally confpicuous* 

Among thefe may be particularly reckoned the 
appointment of a fucceffor to th^ throne, which is 
neceffary on every vacancy in an eledive Empire ; 
although an eledion takes place in Germany, either 
when the throne is adually vacant, or when a Kisig 
of the Romans is appointed during the reigning- Em- 
peror's life.'ln both thefe inftances, although the whplc 
bufinefs is tranfa<fted by the Eledoral Cpllege, yet it 
is in fad, in the namex)f the fwhole Empire ; and the 
bufinefs of the eleftion itfelf,.as well as the. Capitula- 
tion which is propofed on that occafian, .has evi- 
dently fuch a relation to the.Exnpire, that .it.jmay 
certainly be confidered as one of the moft impoitaqt 
points in the whole conftitution. Even the influence 
'which the eledors ufually have in the affairs*, of the 
Imperial Court ^t the Diet, tand at other :Court8, 
and which they are able^to 'make a previous ^ufei^f, 
• by means of a CollegiateRefcript at the ele&ion of ^m 
•Emperor, or- a King of the Ronvans (tf), frequeotly 
gives rife to a variety of circumftances,.whichtfofar 
.'from having any immediate conneaioawith thc^ elec- 
tion, feem to be entirely foreign to the bufinefs. The 
brilliancy of the Eledoral .CoAgrcfs is vtfyaiuch ip- 
creafed, like wife, by the attendance of feveralMinifters

fron^ 
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.BOOK from each of the Elcftoral Courts, who are coUcSively 
* and individually qualified as Ambaffadors of the firft 
ranki and among whom it is not uncommon to fee real 
Minifters of State, It has hitherto been cuftomary 
alfo for fome of the Eleftors to attend in perfori^ 
as at the eledion of Jofeph IL when all the three 
Spiritual Electors were prefent; and the Eledlor Pala- 
tine himfelf, although he was not at the aftuahElec- 
tion^ attended immediately afterwards « 

Another kind of meeting, in which the Gcrttiante 
cbnftitution appears with its ufual adlivity, is that of 
the Deputations of the Empire, as they ought to b'e 
dppointed by law, particularly at a Vifitation of the 
Chamber, negociations of Peace, and on any other ex- 
traordinary bufincfs. Thefe occafional meetings have 
already met with great obftacles, which it is abfolutcly 
neceffary to remove, before the laudable defign of their 
inftitution can be anfwered(tf), of which the hiftofy 
of the laft Vifitation affords a fufficient inflance. (A)< 

There are particular meetings, likewife, which arc 
held only by a certain clafs of States of the Empire, 
who are in connexion with each others Thefe, al- 
though they do not reprefent the Einpire, or pafs De- 
crees which are obligatory for Germany in general, 
arc fo interwoven -with the conftitution, that their 
ra&ivity has an evident influence upon the country 
in general. The moft diftinguilhed meetings of 
this kind are thofe that are held for the purpole of

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Collegiate deliberations, . by the Electors, Princes, p HAP* 
Prelates, Counts, and the reprefentatives of the Im- ^ , _^ 
perial cities.; The ^refent permanency of the Diet 
affords an opportunity for the Electors, Princes, 
and cities, as they are already divided into three 
feparate Colleges, to enter into Collegiate delibera- 
tions among themfelves, without appointing any 
feparate meetings; although they are not prevented - 
from holding them ; as the Eledlors and cities fre- 
quently met formerly, when there was no perpetual 
Diet, and as the Eledtors continue to affemble at 
prefent at the Eledion of an Emperor, or^a King of 
the Romans, 

The College of the^ Princes, as it fits' at the Diet, 
including the Prelates and Counts, has never yet 
held any feparate meeting 5 but there have occafion- 
ally -been particular Diets of the ancient Princely 
Houfes alone, or in conjunftion with one or more 
Spiritual Princes, as in the year 1741,^ at Offenbach, . 
Befides this, they have it in their power likewife to ^ 
hold conferences at Ratilbon, by means of their Envoys, 
in any manner, and at any time they pleafe. The 
Prelates of the Empire* and Counts are differently 
circumftanced with refpedt to their Collegiate de- 
liberations, becaufe each of the two Benches of the 
Prelates, and each of the four Colleges of Counts 
at Ratifbon, has only one perfon to deliver the^vote; 
fo that they are no opportunies for deliberations, in 
which each Prelate or Couat can give bis vote 

Vql.IIL S ' indivi- 
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BOOK individually ; of courfe, therefore, they have no re- 
■^ *v fource but to appoint' a collegiate meeting them- 
felves, or clfe form a Refolution, by communi- 
cating their fentiments to each other ^in writing. 

Befides thefe Collegiate deliberations, the States 
of the Empire may appoint other meetings, and 
enter into deliberations, according to the diyifion 
of the Circles, which arc ufual in the Circles of 
Swabia, Franconia, the Upper and Lower Rhine, 
and Bavaria. At thefe meetings fuch matters 
are chiefly adjufted as immediately concern the 
internal cdnftitution, or aifairs of the Circles in 
general; although a fort of previous deliberation 
. may take place on fome matters which are to be 
finally determined by the Emperor and Empire; 
or, rather, the queftion may be difcufled in what 
manner a Refolution may be made at the Diet. 

Another of the moft important kinds of deli- 
beration, is occafioned by the feparation of the 
two parties of religion, each ef which has undoubt- 
edly the right of aflembling when and where 
they pleafe, as the Catholic States have frequently 
done in former times, particularly at DeflTau and 
Wiirtzburg, and the Proteftants at Schmaikaldc, and 
other places. As the two parties of religion have 
of courfe always affembled together fince the Diet 
became perpetual, they have an opportunity now of 
holding feparate conferences, by means of their En- 

. • voys, 
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Voys, )vhen they plfeafe, without any particular Cre- CHAP, 
dentials, or other ceremonies, being reqoifite. ^ 

The Proteftant Body, in particular, has reafon to , 
adopt this meafure, as a fafeguard to prevent any point 
being carried to their prejudice, by means of the ma- 
jority of votes of the Catholics, in both the fuperior 
Colleges; as well as to enable them to prevent or re- 
medy any grievances, which the adherents to their per- 
fuafion muft be individually expofed to, by affording 
their joint aid, and afting with unanimity among- 
themfelves. The preceding hiftory, alas ! has but 
too plainly difcovered the confequences of thofe prin- 
ciples, which the Papal See with the powerful co- 
operation of all the monadic orders, and particu- 
larly the Jefuits, has contrived to eftablifh among 
the Catholics ; as if there was no falvation to be ex- 
pcdled out of the Romifli Church, and that it is 
the duty of every Chriftian, therefore, to place im- 
plicit confidence in what the Church believes, or in 
other words in what he is commanded to believe by , 
the Biihop of Rome, and thofe who are infpired with 
the fame fentiments ; that every deviation from them 
is a fin, which, under the hateful name of herefy, can- 
not be fufEciently perfecuted, and revenged ; that it 
is unlawful even to fliow any degree of toleration to 
thofe who do not uniformly think with the Romifh 
Church, or even to allow them the enjoyment of any 
civil rights and liberties; on the contrary, that it is 
a duty to ufe the moft violent and coercive means, 
S'2 to 
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BOOK to recover every one who differs in opinion (a); that 
fuch a meafure is an aft of benevolence, to pfevent 
their final deftrudio'n ; and that if there is no pof- 

, fibility of bringing them back to the bofom of 
the church, the only alternative is to pity,, if not 
to hate them, at leaft to take every opportu- 
tunity of injuring them as much as poffible, by de- 
priving them of fchools and churches, and prevent- 
ing their enjoyment of the eftates, and other reve* 
nues annexed to fuch inflitutions ; and that all this 
cannot fail of being well pleafing to God, and 

. ought fo be confidered as a work meriting eternal 
falvation* 

The application of thefe principles in Germany 
ought now certainly to be deprived of all its force,.

which the Bifhop John Francis entered into with the Catholic

Lunig's Afchiveft 6f the Empire, voU XXL p. 974, 979* 
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as every method has beei> adopted in the Peace of CHAP. 
Weftphalia, and in all the moft facre^ fundamental ^_J.^ 
laws of the Empire, to prevent the Proteftant religion 
from being confidered as heretical ; but, according to 
the do^Srines of the church of Rome, as they, have been 
fupported by the Jefuits in particular, who have en- 
deavoured to infufe the fame principles, and confirm 
them in the minds of their difciples, thefe laws can 
have no validity, to the prejudice of the church (a); 
and granting even that a reprefentation of the obliga- 
tory power of fuch public laws, and the folemn oath 
that is taken to obferve them, might raife fom^ 
fcruples of confcience perhaps againfl: the dodtrine, 
iliU, according to the Catholic fyftem, th^ Pope, 
by virtue of his abfolute power, as God's Vicegerent, 
jcan diffolve the obligation of the moft folemn 
oaths, as ip the inftance of Pope Paul I'i^. who 
releafed Philip, King of Spain, from the oath, whicfe 
he. 'had made to the inhabitants of the Neth^rjan^ 
Provinces, to preferve their liberty and religion from 
violation, that he might be able to perfecutc the Pro* 
tenants without remorfe.

^ ^ M humanity, that there have always been fome among 
the 'Catholics fufficiently enlightened to fee the in^ 
validity of fuch intolers^nt principles^ and honeft 
enough to profefs their deteftation of the fentiments 
fuch principles give birth to. But in what propor- 
tion is the number of thefe, to the innumerable mul- 
titudes of fuch ^ are incapable of rcflcding on the 
fubjcdt, and unable to diveft themfelves of the pre- 
judices imbibed in their infancy, by which thefe 
principles Jiave taken fuch deep root in their minds ? 
What obftaclcs have, for this reafon, been laid in 
the way of the very means, by which their ideas 
might be more enlarged ! How cautioufly are they 
prevented from reading any books which are likely 
to throw the fmalleft glimpfe o( light upon the fub- 
jedt, and how ftudioufly do they labour to prevent 
their frequenting Proteftant Univerfities and fchools, 
and deter them from a confidential intercourfe with 
perfons of that perfuafion, by reprefenting it as not 
only fufpiciousj but extremely dangerous ! And, if 
there Ihould be a few enlightened Catholics, perhaps, 
of a different opinion, they dare not hazard ,thc 
fmalleft appearance of their fentiments, without ex* 
pofing themfelves to the moft violent perfecution, or 
to the exertions of the Jefuits, and perfons of fimilar 
fentiments, to make their parents, their relations, 
either by blood or marriage, their friends, their 
patrons, and fuperiors, who think differently, their 
enemies ; in ihort, to fet all thie world againft them. 

o That 
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That thefe clrcumftances have frequently oc- ^^j^^* 
curred in Germany, may be proved by a thoufand 
fadts in hiftory, particularly when the order of Je- 
fuits was in its flouriihing condition. Since the abo- 
lition of that fociety, much more tolerant fenti- 
ments have been diffufcd in the Catholic dominions. 
But it is ftill a queftion whether the fources are to- 
tally deftroyed, fo long as it remains a difficulty to 
eradicate the prejudices from the minds of thofe who 
were formerly their pupils ; fo long as the Ex-Je- 
fuits have not entirely loft their aftivity in fupporting 
and diffufiiig fuch principles ; in a word, fo long 
as Ronfie has any effeftual influence in preventing 
the diftin£tion between a Ch rift ian Catholic religion, 
and a dependence on the Pope, from being more 
generally acknowledged. 

V 

In thefe clrcumftances, and confidering the com- 
plicated relation in which the adherents to the dif- 
ferent religious perfuafions ftand towards each other 
in Germany, one cannot be furprifed at the variety ' 
of inftances which have occurred, and which in fomc 
meafure occur at prefent, of Proteftant fubjedls hav- 
ing reafon to complain of Catholic Sovereigns ; and 
that, among Proteftants who have caufes depending 
in Catholic Courts of judicature, among members of 
the fame family, in a Town, a congregation, a Pro- 
vincial Diet, a meeting of the States of the Empire, 
the majority of whom are Catholics, the fmaller 
number of Proteftants Ihould fufFer the greatcft 
grievances. In what light muft every impartial per- 

$4 fon 
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BOOK Ion view the importance of thofc ordinances, which 
the Peace of Weftphalia has fo wifely made, for the 
prefervation of an equality of votes in the Tribunals, 
Deputations, and CommifEons of the Empire ; and to 
prevent the validity of a majority of votes in thofc 
cafes where the religious parties difcover oppofitc 
opinions at the Diet ? How little, therefore, can any 
attempt to prevent thefe ordinances frona having their 
full efficacy, merit approbation ? 

The infliience, which all this mufl: have on the 
confiitution in general, and the difficulty in prevent- 
ing a reciprocal want of confidence, which mufl: 
be frequently an obftacle in affairs of general utility, 
and prevent the execution of the heft defigns, need 
not be further enlarged upon, if we only take an un» 
prejudiced view of the internal hiftory of the Ger- 
tnanic Empire. It cannot eafily have efcaped the 
obfervation of any one, that the idea has been in- 
duftrioufly circulated, on fevera^ occafions, that to 
be a well-wifher to the Catholic religion and the 
Emperor are as infeparable as that every Protefliant 
jnuft be confidered inimical to the Emperor's fupre- 
macy; fothat the intereftof all the Catholics requires 
the moft zealous fupport of the Emperors preroga- 
tives, whenever an attempt is made to extend them, 
and that the mperial Court has every reafon to op- 
pofe, with equal ardour, whatever the religious fyftem 
of the Erotcftants inculcates the prefervation* of. 

Happy 
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Happy would it be for Germany, if all fnch pre* C.H AP^ 
judices as thefe wejre totally deftroyed ; if it were 
univcrfally acknowledged, that the integrity, with- 
out which m genuine religioci can exift, requires us 
to leave every one his right, without refpeft to his 
r^Kgiop ; and that members of the fame State^ al« 
though their articles pf faith may differ^ may yet live 
in harmony, as breth^ren J It cannot be denied, that 
a country, in which the head and members profefs 
the fame relfgion, has certain advantages over thofe 
Yrhere different religions prevail, which muft natu- 
rally be the caufe of jealoufics, an4 be attended witfr 
Other evil conf^quences. A queftion might here 
arife^ indeed, whether it be advifable to admit 
the adherents to other religious perfbafions, in a 
country where they have not been before ? But, 
where a difference of religion arifes, merely in 
confequence of a revolution in the country itfclf, 
and where different religions are once eftabliihed ; m 
fiach cafes there is no other method to be adopted, 
than to leave every one to his own conviftions.— 
If thefe fentiments were become more general* aiid 
there is every reafon to hope, from the fublimc ex- 
ample of the Monarch, whorn Gertpany now honours 
as its fupreme Head, that they will bC embraced by 
every member of the Empire, Germany even may 
afford an example of the poffibility of fuch a com- 
pound body of States, notwithftanding their dif- 
ferent religions, perfeftly accompliftiing the grand 
objeflk of ail government, by promotipg the general 
fccurity and welfare. 

CHAP- 
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C H A P T E R IV, 

Remarks on the Ordnances enaSted by the Diet or tb^ 
Imperial Courts how far tbey are necejfary at pre- 
fent in the Government of the particular States of 
Germany^ and the EffeHs which they produce^ 

Almoft all the German territories are individually governed ac- 
cording to their own convenience, and aot with any unifor- 
mity with the government of the Empire ia general, — At , 
fiirthefl fome regard may be paid to the neighbouring States, 
or conftitution of the Circles.-^^eneral Decrees of the Empire 
on fubjedi which immediately concern the internal conftitutioa 
of the particular States, much lefs frequent, and more difficult 
to accompUfh.— This circum^aqce occailons the diftipdlioii 
between the different territories, conftantly to increafc— from 
which very fortunately a great advantage may be derived,— • 
Certain referved rights of the Emperor, which flill comp 
into Gonfideration here--as the Emperor's ri^ht of con- 
ferring titles of honour throughout Germany, — the right of 
appointing Counts Palatine of his Court and Notaries.— The 
tolls no longer his ; but no State can eftablifh them without 

' his confenty— <as well as the right of coinage,— founding Univer* 
fities.— *Some rights difputed, or fubjed to certain regulations, 
-^8 the eftabliihment of annual fairs or market8,-*municipa- 
lities, and guilds — ^granting letters of refpite.— In fome cafes a 
concurrence of certain Imperial and territorial rights of fove- 
reignty,— as in declaring infants o\it of their minority, and le« 
gitimating natural children.^ Animperial grant to allGermany, 
can have no effed in the cou{itries of particular States.— ^Parti* 
cular circumftances refpedting the privilege of pripting.«-A de« 
terminate line drawn between the referved rights of theEmperpr 
and territorial rights of the States.*— The States of Germany

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confidered almofi; upon an equality with the other States of Eu« CHAP, 
rope, with refpccS to their rights of government — as of making ^Yl^ 
war, leagues, reprifals, and reciprocal Treaties of every Icind*—- '

^V^ITH refpea to the difFerent States of Germany 
as they are governed .now, it may be confidered as a 
rule, that every individual land, every Imperial city, 
every territory, however fmall it may be, that forms 
a feparate State, confults its own convenience as 
much as poffible, without corifidering the connexion 
in which all the States of Germany ftand to each other 
as members of the fame Empire, any further than ab* 
foltite neceffity and its own intereft require* Although ' 
many things, fuch as the adminiftration of juftice, 
regulation of the police, coinage, &c. muft be con- 
fidered as pbjeifls which might be beft fettled in 
each particular country^ .if they were fubmitted to 
the common deliberation of the Diet ; yet, netwith* 
(landing this, in concerns of this nature, every go- 
vernment almoft adopts its own plan of proceed- 
ing. The effedts, indeed, which fome inftances of 
good afts of legiflation, or other regulations in one 
country, are likely to have in another, or the induce- 
ments of neighbourhood, family connections, equality 

of 
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BOOK of rank and fimilarity of religion, or other circum- , 
• * 1 fiances, to a<ft upoa the fame prmciples, may occa« 
don feveral of the States, perhaps, to have each 
other's country in view, in the plans which they 
adopt, and in their different inftitutions. The con- 
ftitution of the Circles, likewife, where it is dill' 
prefcrved in its proper vigour, may occafion a reci- 
procal communication of the meafures purfued 
among the members of the fame, or feveral ad- 
jacent Circles, and occafion them to ipake fueh 
Reiblutions as ^e confiitenj: witl^ th^ir commoQ 
welfare. 

"General Decrees of the whole Empire, which re- 
fped: the internal confiitution of any particular 
country or city, are much lefs frequent than formerly. 
They are fcarcely ever made, indeed, except when 
other States are likely to be injured, if a parti- 
cular ordinance were enaded merely in one territory, 
as in the inftance of the atufes which prevailed aipong 
the lower orders of tradefipen ♦. There is no doubt, 
but that every State is at liberty to enaA aay 
, ordinance he pleafes on a fubjed: of this kind ; hm 

be muft, at the fame time, take care that he does not 
prevent his territory from being frequented by ap- 
prentices, who travel to different countries to learn 
their work -t* which would certainly be the cafe, if

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they i«rerc twider greater refiridions there than in CHAP* 
other places. The motive may be eafily conceived, ■ * » 
therefore, which induced the'Court of Berlin, in the 
year 1771, to procure a Decree of the Empire for 
the- abolition of the cuftom among the tradefmen 
of keeping Blue-monday (a) *. This inftance, 
however, is a proof of the difficulty attending the 
adual execution of general Decrees of this kindt 
in all the different /territories. In many places a 
variety of particular circumftances occur to pre- 
vent it, and if a State does not choofe to exert 
his power to enforce them, although he may have no 
particular reafons for his negled, what method can 

improvements ia their partkular trades. Some of them work 
for a year or two in London, Paris^, and even in Peterlburgw 
The time generally allowed is three years, and ia the different 
territories in Germany, a fund is often raifed for their 
fupport.

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*MV ^ ^ 5i^<>pf«i to make the cffdft which ought to be prd^^ 
duced general ? It is not probable that the Emperor 
and Empire, in cafes of this kind^ would take any 
meafores officially; for very particular circumfianees 
indeed muft occur, to make any State apprehenfive 
of the Fifcal of the Empire being induced to proceed 
againft him by law ; and even if he did, what would 
in all probability, be the refult of it (tf) ? 

The natural confequence of all this is, that it b 
fcarcely poffible to cooceive a greater difference in 
the internal ccxiftitutions of any countries whatever, 
than there adually is between the various States of 
Germany. Every territory, every Imperial city, nay, 
almofl every eftate of the free nobility, or knight- 
hood, has fome quality peculiar to itfelf. They vary 
not only in their forms of government, (as'the confii- 
tution of Imperial cities differs from that of territories, 
as much as Republics from Monarchies, and is 
either ariftocratical or democratical, and more or

kls 
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left limited or unlimited; and every country, whc- CHAP, 
ther it be ecclefiaftical, and its government eledive^ - / ^ 
or fecular, and the government hereditary, has its 
own Sovereign either with or without Provincial 
States), but, in almoft every objeft of government 
as in the mode of adminiftering juflice, punifhing 
offences, regulations of the police, taxation, military 
affairs, coinage, &c. • 

It is certainly ho misfortune for a State to be in 
this manner at liberty to promote the welfare of his 
own country, according to his own particular circum- 
ftances, .without being under the apprehenfjon of any 
oppofition; as one of the principal advantages at^^ 
tending the independence of the European Powers in 
general is certainly that of being able to make any in- 
ternal regulations as fuit their own convenience, with- 
out any limits being prefcribed by others. There 
are a few cafes, however, in which the Emperor's Re- 
fervata, as they are called, are flill in force, by which 
the Emperor alone is allowed to exercife certain rights 
of fupremacy throughout Germany, or a State of the 
Empire is prevented exercifing them, without & 
particular grant for that purpofe. 

. A right of this kind which is referved by the Em- 
peror at prefent, is that of conferring a fuperior de* 
gree of rank. The patents for creating Princes, 
Counts, Barons, and inferior nobility, are ftill granted 
by the Emp^ror^ and not by virtue of the territorial 

^ power 
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BOOK power of the States; although there are States^' 
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and others, who have been appointed Counts Pala« 
ttiie of the Emperor's Cour-t, and invefted with 
the power of conferring them. Other dignities, 
which have never yet been conferred, except by 
l;he Emperor's power, are no longer applied for to 
him in perfon^ but to the Counts Palatine of his 
Court/ who are commifSoned or invefted with a 
coMMiTTivE, as it is called, to confer them, fuch as 
the title of Imperial notary, &c. The frequent 
abufe of this power (^),»has even occafioned patents 
not to be admitted in fome countries, without the 
approbation of the fovereign being previoully ob* 
tained, and a due examination of the candidate (b).

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Several rights of fovereignty, 'which formerly be- CHAP, 
longed to the Empetor alone throughout Germany, ^ /* m 
are only fo far his at prefent, that they are exer- 
cifed by the States, not by virtue of their general 
territorial power, but by a particular grant from 
him. Thus, for inftance, the Emperor has no lon- 
ger any tolls upon the rivers, in his Imperial capa- 
city, and yet there are very few of the States who 
have not one, and fometimes more. Notwithftand- 
ing this, the right of eftablifliing tolls is even now 
no part of the territorial fof ereignty, fo that a State 
may eftablifli them at pleafure; but a particular 
grant muft be procured for that purpofe from the Em- 
peror ; neither can the demand be raifed, or any altera- 
tion 1)6 made in them without his particular confent; 
and even this is not fufficient, but the confent like- 
wife muft be obtained of all the Electors (a). (The 
Houfe of Brandenburg alone affertsa right, founded 
on a particular grant of the Emperor Frederick III. 
of eftablifliing • tolls in its territories at pleafure). 
The right of coinage, which is no longer peculiar 
to the Emperor, but exercifed at prefent by almoft; 
every State, is of a fimilar nature. It does not 
legally belong to any State, unlefs he has ob- 
tained a particular grant for that •purpofe from the 
Emperor, 'which muft have the confent likewife of 
the Eledors (A)..

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]^0 O K Every State has the rigkt of founding Univ^rfitks, 
^'^- ., public Schools, and learned Societies of all kinds ia 
his dominions as far as relates to the appointment and 
falary of the perfbns belonging to them, and indulg* 
ing them with peculiar privileges; but the right 
of conferring Academical Honours, according to the 
divifion of the Four Faculties, as they are called, of 
Pivinity, LaW, Phyfic, ^nd Philofophy, by which 
the Univerfities of Germany are particulsyrly diftin- 
guilhed, can only be obtained by a privilege granted 
by the Emperor, as in the inftances of the Univer(iuc9! 
lately founded at Gottingen in 1733, at Erlangen in 
1742, and at Stuttgard in 1781 ; although the laft of 
thefe has no Theological Faculty, and is under this 
reftriftion, that Academical Honours can only be con- 
ferred on thofe who have fludied in tjie place. 

With refpcA to fome rights, a doubt ftill re- 
mams whether, and how far, they may be exer- 
cifed by the territorial power of a State, or whether 
they muft be granted by the Emperor. It was the 
cuftom formerly to procure a privilege from the 
Emperor for the municipal rights of trading compa- 
nies, the cftablifliment of annual fairs, a'nd even for 
weekly markets ; but as the States are riot prevented 
by any laws or particular obligation, from making 
^hat regulations they pleafe of this kind, in their owff 
countries, they are now left fully at liberty ; although 
the regular fairs, or Messen as they are called, fuch 
as arc held at Frankfort on the Mayn, and on tte

ia) The defign of the jahrmarkten, or annual fairs, was, 
that the inhabitants of a place (hould not be abfolutely bound 
to purchafe merely of their own fliopkeepers and trading v 
companies; becaufe they refufcd, on accout of their mu- 
nicipal privileges, to fuffer any- wares Which they im* 
ported, or manufa6hired, to be bought of Grangers . When 
this exclufive right had no exception, the inhabitants were 
often deprived of many neceffary articles which their own 
merchants or tradefroen had not in their ftock, or they were 
^not of fo good a quality, or elfe the price was raifed even for 
goods of an inferior fort, as they pleafed. In order to remedy 
this evil, tradefmen from other places were allowed to expofe 
their goods to fale at an annual fair, th.it the inhabi- 
tants of that place, and the adjacent country, might have 
their choice of fuch foreign, as well as domeftic articles, which 
they might fiand in need of, and that the tradefmen might 
fell thieir goods fey z fmall meafure, or by weight, as the 
purchafers required. The regulations neceffary to be made 
for this purpofe are certainly in the power of every State 
by vjrtuc of his territorial Sovereignty. He can oblige 
the Guilds and incorporated Companies to make this ex- 
ception to their rights, which may be other wife exclufive ; 
he may determine when fairs Ihall be held, and.hojv far fheir 
privileges fliall extend ; and he will always have the neceffary 
means in his power to preTerve tfanquillity and "order. With

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BOOK Inflances have occurred in the middle ages of 
Provincial cities even obtaining their riiunicipal 
rights from the Emperor^ as the city of Schweinf- 
berg in Heffe, from Lewis of Bavaria. But in the 
prefent day, every State can certainly confer all the 
rights which diftinguifh cities from ^ fmall towns 
and villages^ by virtue of his own territorial power ;- 
whether a new city be built from the ground, 
or a fmall town or village be converted into one, 
by paving the ftreets^ furrounding them with walls 
and gates, by appointing a Senate, incorporating 
trading companies, eftablilhing annual fairs or 
markets, or breweries, and other branches of trade 

refpcft to the Messen, as they afc called, or the fuperior kind of 
fairs, they are of a different nature, and not eftablifhed merely 
to afford an opportunity to the inhabitants of a town and the 
adjacent country to purchafe neceffary commodities ; but to 
carry on a wholefale trade, to which not only private perfons, 
but merchants and exteniive dealers are invited from other 
countries, who purchafe to fell again* It is not expeded that 
a perfon will buy there by the ell, or by any inconfidcrable 
weight and meafure ; but-,the articles are difpofed of in whole 
pieces, by dozens, by the grofs, or in caiks, bails, by the 
hundred weight, Zee* and the purchafers not only lay in a 
fiock for their own confumption, but take large quantities to 
fell again. The frequenters of both kinds of fairs wi(h, no 
doubt, to draw as great a number of dealers, and to procure a; 
many s^rticles of trade as poffible from all quarters, both far 
and near. Hence it may be eafily concei^oed, that charters 
and privileges, which a State of th^ Empire can only grant 
within the limits of his own dominion$, cannot have the fame 
efiedt as a privilege granted by the Emperor, which is valid 
throughout Germany*

of this kind can be done by virtue of the Emperor's ^ ^ 

power alone, without infringing the rights of the

The circumftance is very different when a State 
can produce any Imperial privilege, a Treaty, or any 
other fubftantial legal reafon, to prevent a new city 
from being founded io his neighbourhood within a ^ 

certain diftance, as in the cafe of the Imperial city of 
Frankfort on the Mayn, the government of which 
will not confent that OjSenbach, a place in the ad* 
jacent territory of the Prince of Ifenburg, Ihould! 
be made a city. lo the fame manner likewife the 
city of Hamburg protefted againft a charter of this 
l^ind being granted to Altona, in Danilh Holftein. ^ 
On fuch occafions as thefe an expreflion has been in^ 
ferted of late in the Emperor's Patents, implying 
that.no city can be ereded without a particular 
grant for that purpofe(tf) i but this is more a form

HOOK of Chancery,, than a proof of what is fo dircftly 
contrary to the analogp^ of the pre(ent conftitutioa 
and the cuftoms prevalent ia Germany. 



Another kind of privilege which was frequently 
stpplied for, and obtained in former times, even by 
the mediate members of the Empire, was the Letters 
of Refpite or Moratorien as they are called, by 
which a debtor is fecured for a certain number of 
years from the legal meafares which his creditors 
might otherwife have recourfe to. Thefe appear even 
now to be very fuicable to the particular circum- 
fiances of a perfon being indebted, not only to his 
own countrymen, but to foreigners, to whofe preju- 
dice it does not appear to be in the power of a third 
State to grant his fubjeCts Letters of Grace. The 
defign of the Moratojiien feems to be, that every 
dne who has a claim upon any other perfon, ihould 
bring the adtion againtt him in the Court of Judicature 
of his country, and fubmit to the fentence paflcd 
according to the lav\s of that place ; of courfe, there- 
fore, a creditor who is the plaintiff, muft not only 
fubmit to the laws of, the country where he brings 
l)is adtion, but to the fentence. of the fupreme 
power to which the debtor is fubjeijl; and it the 
fppremc power of that country thinks it moft 
conducive to the public welfare to dired the 
Court of Judicature to delay execution, and allow 
the debtor, who may be reduced perhaps to un- 
fortunate circumftances without any fault of his own, 

• a cer- 
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a certain tithe M recover hirhfelf, the creditor CHA?. 
of another .country mtift fubmit. If another State ^ ^ ' ^ 
thinks himfelf injured by an adt of this kind, he may 
certainly retaliate in fimilar circumftances j or elfe, 
which is a very natural confcquence, if tbefe Letters 
of Refpite are abufed, and improperly confei4-ed by 
any particular State, ftrangers of other dountries 
will avoid giving any further credit to his fubjefts. 
So for, however, as the queftion only relates to the^ 
right of the fupreme power, the principle cannot be 
doubted ; according to which, the Letters of Refpite, 
granted by a State of Germany, ought to be as niiuch 
rcfpeded, even by foi-eigners, as thofe of any inde- 
pendent Power. 

# - ' 

Upon this principle it is at leaft a fuperfluous cau- 
tion for mediate members of the Empire not to reft . 
fatisfied with the Letters of Refpite granted by the 
government of their own country, but to make fur-, 
ther application to the Emperor. In cafe, however, 
any fubjeft Ihould make fuch an application to the 
Emperor, and negledl his own government in future, 
the late laws of the Empire have made ample provi- 
fion to prevent fuch Letters of Refpite being granted 
to mediate fubjeds before a report is procured from 
their own government (a). What inducement, there- 
fore, can any one have not to make immediate appli- 
cation in his .own country firft, fince the Emperor

Tb<^re are a few inflances of (he ancient univerfal 
concurrent jurifdidions of the Erppcror and the ter- 
ritorial Sovereign ftill remaining, fuch as the power 
of difpenfing with fonie of the years of an infant's mino- 
rity ♦, and legitimating natural children. The right of 
conferfing thefe privileges belongs to every State in 
his own country, and yet application is often made 
for them^ and obtained from the Counts Palatine 
of the Emperor's Court ; but even then, a certi- 
ficate may be required by the government of the 
country where fuch privileges are made ufeof ; and 
if they are not approved of, proper qieafures may 
\>t adopted to prev.ent their validity. 

All other grants which givje the perfons who rcr 
ccive them any exclufive right, or lay any obligation 
upon other perfons with refpeft to them, may be 
conferred by any of the States in their own territories. 
Sometimes an Imperial Privilege, or Patent, is 
granted to enable a perfon to difpofe of certab me- 
dicl/ies, dlftilled waters, &c. under the Emperor's 
profed:ion throughout Germany -, but this can lay 
no obligation upon a State to fuffer the fale of fuch 
articles in his territories againft his will. When % Pa-

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tent of thisjcind is general throughout the Empire, it P H A P, 
is always previoufly underftood^ fo far as no Stat« - ^' ^ 
has any objedion to allow it in his particular terri-r, 
tory (ja\ much lefs can the Emperor grant any ex- 
clufive trade or monopoly. If this was not the cafe^ 
and Patents could be procured from the Emperor by 
any individual for the exclufive fale of fuch articles 
as falt^ tobacco, cards, and other things of that na- 
ture, throughout Germany, they would be almoft in* 
valuable. 

The exclufive privilege which may be granted by 
the Emperor for the fale of books throughout the Em- 
pire, appears to be a ver^ fingular circumftance ; but 
in fa£l the real caufe of it is only to make an excep- 
tion to the privileges granted to the bpokfellers at the ' 
fair of Frankfort oii the Mayn, and prevent their 
re-priiiting fuch books as are indulged wiih this 
right. With refpeft to the fale of books at Leipfic, 
which is much greater than that at Frankfort, the 
privileges granted there by the Elector of Saxony 
are allowed to be of equal validity with thofe 
granted by the Emperor; for which reafon they arc 
now much mpre frequent. Only fuch hooks are pri- 
vileged in general, in which the authors themfelves, 
or publilhcrs, have any property likely to be in- 
jured by their republication in «another place, that 
|he fale of fpurious editions of them at the Frankfort:

An exclufive privilege, entitling, any 
individual to prbt and fell a book^ which is equally 
the property of others, can . only be granted by the 
territorial power of a State in his own country, 
which is frequently the cafe with Almanacks, Bibles 
of different fixes. Hymn books, Latin and other 
ancient Authors, School books, &c« An exclufive 
right of felFing books of this kind throughout Ger- 
many cannot be granted by any privilege from the 
Emperor. 

The obfcrvations I hav^ made oft" this fubjeS arc 
fttfficient to mark the line between the Imperb.1 and 
territorial rights^ agreeably to the conftitution of 
Germany. It k evident that the Emperor has cer- 
tain rights throughout the Ertipire, which are termed 
his^ Refervdiai but they always owe their origin to 
particular estufes, which generally concern fuch'ob* 
jedts as lay no reftraint upon the territoriesr of a 
State, and which exiftcd in early times, before 
the territorial Sovereignty was perfedly eftablilhed. 
The eflfefts legally produced within the limits of 
the territory of a State are included in his Sovereign- 
ty ; all the rights of which it is univerfally underftood; 
may be exercifed in his own country, without any 
feftridion from the Emperor whatever {a).

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Every State of Germany, therefore, is aftually cn«- CHAP. 
titled, as much aa any other independent Power, to - ^ * ^ 
take fuch precautions, make fuch regulations,and adopt 
fuch meafures, as the welfare of his country requires. 
In the fame manner likewife, as feveral of the Eu- 
ropean Powers obferve, in many refpeds, a reciprocal 
equality, the fame is allowed to a State of Germany; 
as in the right of fending Minifters to other Courts, 
except thofe of the firft rank, which, I have already 
-obferved, are peculiar to Ele^ors (a), and even % 
reciprocal acknowledgment of different degrees of 
rank, and particularly in the army, which arc 
acknowledged throughout Europe. Iq this laft 
tcfped: the raak of a Lieutenant General, for iti* 
ilaace, in the Saxon, Brunfwick, or Heflian fer- 
vice, would not be difputed by officers of the 
fame (landing in the fervice of Kings. Tiiis cir- 
ciimflance certainly makes it appear very lingular, 
that a German Prince cannot in the fame manner, bj 
his own territorial power, confer Nobility or Aca* 
demical Degrees, as the titles of Dodbor or Maf- 
cer ; but this difficulty is eafily folved by the re- 
coUedion, that the prefent military regulations were 
made after the States acquired their territorial fo- 
vereignty^ which includes all fubfequent rights;

Neither can it be doubted, that a State of the Gcr* 
manic Empire may be involved ih a war with an- 
other Power, and increafc his ftrength by a foreign 
alliance ; as in the cafe of Bifhop Bernard of Munf- 
€er, who when h^ was attacked by the Dutch, was in 
alliance with the Englilh. As independent Powers 
have fec©urfc, likewife, in cafes of neceflity, to re- 
prifals, fo the Margrave of Baden did not hefitate in 
the year 1772, when a veffel belonging to Kehl was 
detained at Straiburg, to detain one alfo belonging to 
that city, till it was reftored. Reciprocal Treaties 
likewife of every kind, which are made between in* 
dependent nations, are common not only among the 
States themfelves, but with other European Powers ; 
as the Crown of France, when the boundaries 
- were determined between that country and Ger- 
many, in the year 1766, concluded a formal Treaty 
with the Bifhops of Liege and Bafil, the Princes of 
NafTau Saarbruck^ and the Counts de la Lippe, in the 
fame manner as with the Houfe of Auftria ; Treaties 
of the fame kind likewife have been concluded with 
feveral States, refpc£ting the abolition of the Droif

be linperfed if the States of the Germanic Empire CHAP, 
were omitted. Although the Eleftors and Princes . ^ * ^ 
are not entirely independent, yet they are certainly 
entitled by their military forces, and the ufe they are 
able to make of them, to confider themfelves in 
the number of the European Powers with as much, 
if not a greater right than the Principalities which 
are not independent in Lombardy, or the Dutchy 
of Courland are reckoned among States; and. al- 
though all the States of Germany are not in poflef- 
fion of the fame degree of power, or are not of the 
fame importance; yet the quality of the right in 
queftion cannot be changed, any more than Ragufa, 
San- Marino, and Gerfau, can be excluded from the 
number of free States, becaufe they are not fo pow- 
erful as others. Some reftridtion, indeed, of the ter- ' 
ritorial power of the States may arife from the 
Staatsdienstbarkeiten, as they are called, or 
fervitutes juris publici ; by virtue of which the na- 
t>iral liberty of one State is in fome refpeSs re- 
{traii>ed in favour of another from doing fomething 
which he might otherwife do, or elfe he may be ob- 
liged to fuflfer what he would not in other circum- 
flances. It is pofiible that thefe fervices may exift 
indeed among other independent Powers ; but not 
eafily, except in confequence of particular articles of 
Peace or Treaties, by which one Power fuhmits in ' 
thefe refpefts, though very unwillingly, to another;, 
of courfe, therefore, very fel4om. Such inftances 
are more frequent in Germany, on account of the 
variety of relations in which the States ftand to each 

. other ; 
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BOOK mediate foundations often originated from the rights 
^ / ' of jurifdiftion claimed by thefe Protedors. The 
Archbilhopricks, Bilhopricks, and Abbeys, which 
are now immediate, have had recourfe to all kinds 
of means in order to get rid of them, although they 
have not all fucceeded ; as the Houfe of Branden- 
burg ftill exercifes an hereditary right of this kind 
oyer the Princely Abbeys of Quedliriburg and 
Effen. 

Imperial cities, likewife, had their advocates for- 
merly, vyho were appointed by the Emperor to cx- 
cercife certain rights of Sovereignty in his name. 
Mod of them however have recovered the poffeffion 
of thefe rights themfelves, either by the particular 
indulgence of the Emperors, or by mortgage, and 
have united them to the government' exercifed by 
their own magiftrates ; although tj^iere are fome 
Imperial cities, in which neighbouring States ftill 
continue ta enjoy them, as at Aix la Chapelle, 
where the Palatine Houfe exercifes them in behalf of 
the Duchy of Juliers, the Houfe of Hefle-Darmftadt 
at Wetzlar, the Houfe of Brunfwick at Goflar, &c. 
The extent or limitation of thefe rights muft be de- 
termined by the Treaties and cuftoms ofthe different 
places ; but thofe which are generally claimed, are;the 
appointment of particular civil officers, keeping a 
garrifon, levying certain impofts, &c. ^

Frequent inflaticcs of feveral States dcvolvifig by diffelrent ioeah« 
to one Sovereign— which has had a confiderable influence on 
the increafe of power of leveral Houfes ; as well as upoti the 
Conftitution of the countfics f hemfelves—^particularly in thofe 
where the Sovereigns are not refident--"Several ecdcfiaftical 
territories freqjuently united under one SoverieigTiy by acci* 
dent* and only during his life—The fame cirdumftance likely 
to occur fcmetimes in fecular countries, in the cafe of jhe ap«

A CIRCUMSTANCE, without which it is iin- 
poffibk to form a( juft idea of the Germanic Empire, 
and the particular States of which it is compofed at 
prefent, is, that a number of countries?, each of which . 
had formerly its own particular Sovereign, have 
devolved in latter times to on6 territorial Lord. A 
confidefable number was included, by the Peace of 
Weftphklia, among the fecularized territories ceded 
to Sweden^ and the Houfes of Brandenburg, Meok- 
lenberg, and HeiFe i^a) \ after which the Bilhopricks 
likewife in the Circle of Upper Saxohy remained" in 
the poffefEon of the Houfes of Saxony and Branden- 
burg (i). But the chief caufe of the, reigning 
Houfes becoming extindt at prcfent much more fre- 
quently than formerly, muft be attributed to the 
right of primogeniture, which has lately been fo ge- 
^ nerally introduced, according to which it ufualiy 
happens that only the eldeft fon of a Houfe can 
marry fuitably. to his rank, and perpetuate his 
family, while the younger fonshave no refource but 
to pafs their lives either in the army or in religious 
foundations. Several branches into which the Houfes 
of the States of the Empire were formerly divided, 
have, owing to this circumdance, .gradually become

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cktindt, and their territories have devolved either by CHAP, 
means of Padts of confraternity ,reverfioti,thfc confolida- % > ' . 
tion of Fiefs, or from fome other caufe, to other States, 

Many of the States have in this rtiantief gradually . 
acquired fuch an increafe of territory, that there ii 
no compfarifon between the power, which riioft of 
them enjoy at prefent, and that which individuals 
could bpaft of formerly, at leaft at the time of 
Henry the Lion (^). This has generally had a 
confiderable influence upon the conftitation of the 
countries themfelves. Many Counties 01* Seigniories, 
which were formerly immediate, ate now incorpo* 
rated with more extenfive countries, and there are 
fcarcely any traces left of their having original- 
ly been feparate, territories, fubjedt to their owa 
Lords. There are fome inftances of two or even 
feveral countries, which were originally totally iji- 
dependent of each other, being united; like Eng-' 
land and Scotland, in Great Britain ; as Juliers 
and Berg ; the different countries^ which now' 
compofe the Eledorate of Saxony ; and feveral 
others.' Some countries, although they have 
devolved to other States, have neVefthelefs pre- 
ferved their own offices of government, and* 
Courts of juflice, their Provincial States, mode of 
taxation, laws, &c. and the only difference is, that 
the Sovereign himfelf is no longer refident ; but that^ 
they are fubjedt to a Prince at fome diflant place, 
as in the many inftances which have lately occurred

and others. It has frequently happened likewife, that z 
State jUpon fucceeding to a more exteniive territory, has* 
left bis foriper re^dence, -^d fixed his Court in the 
newly acquired capital;' as in the late ihftane^^of the 
rcmovkl of the Court of Palatine Bavaria from Maa- 
h^im to Munich) and the Court c^ HelTe from Ha- 
nau to Caiiel* 

Thf confcqwne^ of thi» is a« evideat'difiercnce 
between thofe countries^ in which the Sovereigns ar^ 
refidcnt, and others. The latter are not only de- 
'pjived pf tb^ advantages ufuaUy refulting froni the 
neighbourhood of a Court, with refpe<9: lo the fub- 
fiftence. of the people; but it often frappcns, that 
t^ey are left j:o their own Colleges of government or 
a StadthoMer, though always in a date of dependence 
on their diftant Sovereign, or thofe who are near his> 
|>^erfon. The. Sovereigns of m^ny countries refide 
even out of the borders of Germany,, a^s in the cafes- 
Qf Swediih Pomerania, the territories of the Elefioral 
IJoufe of Brunfwick, and tbePrince of Naffau- Orange^ 
The inftanqes, however, ate much more numerous 
a^t prefent, of the moft diftinguiihed States of the 
Empire having countries to govern at a diftaace,. 
■which formerly had their own particular Sove- 
reigns, although they themfelves refide in Germany. 
^ There are fome inftances even of ecclefiaftical Princer 

being ill the fame predicament ; as the Ele&or 
of Mentz is Sovereign of Eichsfeld and the 
4 ' city 
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city of Erfurt; and the EleAor of Cologne \i In CflAp. 
Kke mariner ia poffeffioh of the Dutchy of Weft- ^ * . 
phalia. 

In the -ecclefiaftical countries, there is another par«. 
ticular kind of union, which \% merely^accldentiil, and 
frequently only during the life of the Sovereign. Tbii 
is often the cafe,when feveral Sees or other ecctefirfflical 
foundations come into the hands of the fatne perfon. 
It is j:ertainly by -no nteans coiififtent with the origi- 
nal conftitution of the Church, that mdre than on6 
Archbiflioprick, or Biflioprick, Ihouldt be held by 
the fame ^perfon, artd in other Catholic countries, 
there has never been an inftance of the kind j but a^ 
the Sec of Rome, by giving its fandion, can juiKfy 
any exception to^the rules prefer ibdd by the eccleff- 
aftical law, however great it may be, provided it ap- 
parently promotes the intereft of the Papal Court; ^ 
fo the cuftom has been long eftabliihed in Ger- 
many for an Archbifliop or Biihop to be reconi- 
inended to feveral Sees, and authorized to be 
4cleded by the Pope (a^. At the .commencemept

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BO.OK of the fixteeoth century, a Prince of the Houfe of 
Brandenburg, united even in his own pcrfon the 
two Archbiftiopricks of Mentz and Magdeburg {a). 
There has not been an inftance yet, however, of one 
perfon pofleflSng two fpiritual Eledorates (^) j as it 
would not be confident with the Germanic conftiru- 
tion, for the fame perfon to be in the poffeffion of 
two Eledtorates, either fpiricual or fecnlar, although 
there is no law exifting on the fubjcdt. But the other 
inftances are very frequent, fo much fo, that with 
fome Sees it is almoft eflablifhed as a cuftom ; par- 
ticularly with Bamberg and Wurtzburg, and Co- 
logne and Munfter, which have fo repeatedly had the 
fame Sovereigns, though both thefe Chapters afTert an 
independent right of electing Bifhops for themfelves. 
Other inftances of the fame Princes being in pof- 
feffion of different Sees, as Mentz and Worms, 
Treves and Augfburg, Hildelheim and Paderborn, 
are merely accidental and not fo frequent*

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Such inftances as thefe, of feyeral countries being C HAP. 
united only during the life qf a fe(:ula,r Prince, are y 

not fo likply to happen ; but even this is not ini-. 
poflible, when a reigning Prince has the admini- 
ftration of the government of another territory 
in the quality of guardian ; as the Duke of Go« 
tba in this manner undertook the government of 
the Putchy of Eifenach for fome time in the year 
1 74.9 ; and the Duke of 'Coburg, the Dutchy of Wei- 
iXiar {a) \ and as the Bifliqp of Lubecl^ likewife is 
at prefent, Adminiftrator of the Dutchy of Olden- 
burg. The cafes likewife may in fome meafure be 
reckoned alfo, when one State has a commiffion from 
the Emperpr to fettle the affairs of another, wh6 is 
involved in debt, by which that part of the govern-? 
nient is committed to his care, which immediately 
concern^ the public revenues and expenditure. I hefe 
commifiipns and guardianihips may be entrufled to 
perfons who are not reigning Sovereigns, as in the 
inflance of Prince Jofeph of Sa^^e-Hildburghauferi, 
who had the commiffion for fettling the affairs of that 
country ; and as Prince Xavier of Sax;ony, by being 
the guardian of the prefent Eledor, during bis 
minority, was Adminiftrator of th.at Elcftorate. In 
the fame manner, likewife, the government of ^ 
country may be entrufled to the widow of a Pi:ince, 
as the guardian, of her fons, inftances of which 
have lately occurred in Weimar and M^inungen ; or

i. '^ females/ who are entitled alfo to fucceed, when they; 
' . happen tobe the furviving heirefles of Houfes in which, 
the male line is totally extihift, as in the illuftrious 
inftancc of the reign of forty years of Maria There- 
fia in the hereditary dominions of the Houfe of 
Auftria. 

As it is evident from the preceding inftances how 
frequently, and by what a variety of meians, a State 
of the Germanic Empire may be the Sovereign of 
more than one territory at once; fo likewife on the con- 
trary the inftances are by no meatis rare of one territory 
having feveral Sovereigns. This, may either happen 
by feveral perfons having joint pofleflion of the go- 
vernment of a whole country, which confifts of various 
Seignories; as two brothers, but a Ihort time fince^^ 
had a joint flxare in the government of Saxe-Meinun- 
gen; five brothers of Solms-Braunfels ; and a num- 
ber of the heirs to the allodia^ territories of the Houfe. 
of Limburg, Princes as well as Counts had the go- 
vernment of thofe places in common : or it* may 
happen that two or more branches of a Houfe, who 
have divided their territories among them, may re- 
ferve the community of certaiii parts of them; as 
the Ducal' Houles of Saxony have a joint Ihafe in the 
Univeriity, and Aulic Court of Judicature at Jena ; 
and the Houfes of Hanover- and Brunfwick-Wol- 
fcnbuttel, jointly poflefs a part of the Hartz fo- 
reft; or it may even happen, that feme Scate? who 
have otherwife no conne<3:ion with each other, may 

have 
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have certain places, or diftrids of land in common; fcHAP. 
as the Eledor of Mentz, the Eleftor of Saxony, and 
the Houfes of Hefle have joint pofleffion of the 
bailiwick of Trefurt ; the Eleftor of Brandenburg, 
and the Count of Lippe Detmold, of the city of 
Lippftadt ; the Eledtor of Treves, and the Prince 
of Naffau-Orange, of the ciity of Camberg •, not to 
mention the Ganerbchaften, as they are called, 
or co-hcrirages, to which feveral families may be 
entitled, either from the circumftance of a conqueft 
having been jointly obtained in former times, or from 
a fort of foundation for noble families for feveral 
generations, as the Ganerbschaft Gelnhaufen,and 
Staden were, and the foundation of this kind which 
ftill exifts in the caflle of Friedberg in Wetteravia(^).

agreement fometimcs refpefting an alternative govern- 
ment, or MuTSCHiERUKG, as it is called ; by virtue of 
which, fevcral pcyfons fucceffively enjoy the govcrii- 
ment for one year, fix years, or any oth^r determined 
period. Iri this manner two branches of the Houfe of 
the Counts of Leiningen-Griinftadt are alternately in 
poflTcffion of the government for one year. The 
government likewife of the Biihoprick of Ofnabruck 
is another kind of alternative, as it was eftabliihed 
ty the Peace of Weftphalia (^). 

A very Angular kind of govern tiient is occafioncd 
by the relation in which certain younger fons of Princes 
or Counts ftand to the elder reigning branch of the 
JioMf'Swith refpedt to the territories allotted for their 
refidence and maintenance ; as the line of Hefle- 
Hothenburg to Hefle-Caflel, Homburg on the Hohe 
to Heffe-Darmftadt, Alhak-Hoym to Anhalt-Bern- 
burg, Ifenburg-Philippfeich to Ifenburg-Birftein, 
' the Counts of WakJeck tp the Prince of VValdeck, 

&c. In all tlpefis inftance^, by virtue of the right of 
primogeniture, there is only one reigning Sovereign, 
whofe fupremacy extends itfelf over thofe territories 
likewife, which are in the pofleffion of the yoiinger

I branches; 
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branches; and yet notwithftanding this, the youn 
ger fon is the real Lord of his own territories, except 
in fome par icular rights of fupremacy, which arc 
referved for the elder reigning Spvereign. In all 
other nfpeAs heexercifesa dominion without reftric* 
tion, and remains in his own perfon, as well as with 
ref[)e^ to his family, an. immediate member of the 
Empire, although he may take no part perhaps 
in the feat and voice either in the general Diet 
or. the Diets of the Circles. Tnis is a fingalar icind 
of a dependent form, of government, which is gene- 
rally fettled by particular Treaties of the different 
Houfes ; and is the occafion of frequent mifundfcr- 
(tandings (^7). 

If a poffibility can be conceived., moreover, of fc- 
veral States entering into a perpetual union, and ap- 
pointing certain rcprefentatives to undertake the 
care of their joint concerns; the Free Imperial No- 
bility or Knighthood of the Empire may afford an in- 
(lance of it \ for although each individual Knight 
may be confidered as the Sovereign of his 
fmall territory, yet their general concerns are' cn- 
trufted to the Captain, as he is called, and the Coun- 
fellors of each Circle, and the concerns of feveral 
Cantons are under the direftion again of one of the 
three Circles into which they are all divided. To 
this may in fome meafure be compared the con»

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»OOK ftitution of the four Colleges of the Counts of thi 
Empire, and the two benches of Prelates; iahd 
another particular form of govefnrtientrof this kind 
appears in the conftitutional Diets of the Circles 
which occafionally meet, particularly in Sv?abia, 
Franconia, and the Upper Rhine. 

In the latter cafe it is frequently a -difputed point, 
how far the Decree of a Circle can be a law to 
the individual members of it, or the Collegiate De- 
cree of the Counts or Prelates, to iridividuals of 
their order; or; laftly, the Decree of a Catitoh or 
Circle of Free Nobility, to individual Knights in 
their refpeftive territories ; nearly in the fahle rtiari- 
ner as difput-ep may arife between ^the States Genefai 
and fingie Provinces in the united Netherlands. Xhe 
making oi Chaufees* ^ or public rdads, fof i«ftance, has 
occafioned the queflion to atife, Whether they IhaU 
be left to' cverjj^ proprietor in his ov(rn territory, or 
the ncceflary regulations be made' by a general Col- 
legiate Decree ? Another qu6ftion Kicewife has 
tarifen, Whether the rights of corififcation aire to be 
allowed to a whofe Canton or Circle <jf Free No- 
Wity, &c. ? 

But difputes have even frequently arifen con- 
cerning their immediacy and feeedom in ge- 
, floral, whkh in fome refpefts ftiU continue ; as- the 
proprietor of .a noble eftate Qften pretends to be

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an immediate member of the Empire, when he is CHAP* 
claimed by fome State as his fubjed ; or elfc a City, 
a County, a Principality, a Prehcy, a Command- 
cry, sTad fometkncs even a Village, pretends to be 
iq;xmediate, ^d a peighbouring State aflerts his right 
to it as a part pf iiis dominions. Several cities and 
territories have formerly been in the afkoal pc^ffioa 
of their immediacy, oi; at lead of almoft an equal de« 
gree of liberty and independence ; but have had th« 
misfortune to be under the neceffity of fubmitting to 
the territorial foyereignty of fome other State. 
Tliiis bsis feeen the. h%t of th« cities of Mentz* 
Treves, Munfter, Pad^rborn, D^wawerth, and^rfurt! . 
apd even with whok territories ; as the Seigniory of 
Afcb, whofe proprietors, the Barons of Zedtwiri,'were 
formerly in pofleflion of their immediacy, but have 
been obliged for fome years pad to acknowledge th« 
fupren[iacy of Bohemia (a). 

This converfion of an immediate member of the 
Empire into a mediate one, is called in the language 
of the laws of Germany an Exemtiok. It is faid, 
for inflance, that the Houfe of Bavaria exempted 
the city of Donawerth, ©r diffolvcd its immediate 
conn.edion with the Empire ; and either cum veljin^ 
mere, that is, whether the State becomes ^nfvyerr 
able for the contributions formerly paid by the ex-^ 
entpted diftrift, or not. It is natural to fuppofe^ 
that a tran&£^ion of this kind cannot legally take 
place merely by arbitrary power ; and the queitipn

^ ' . Fifcal of the Empire, or with the Circle, whether 
fuch an exemption be well grounded, or^ which is 
the fame thing, whether the place has any legal 
claim to immediacy ; as in the inftance of the city of 
Treves in the year 1580, when its immediacy was 
difallowed by a Decree of the £m|)erory with the 
concurrence of the EUedors (a). 

Some of thefe difputes refpefting exemptions have 
been adjufted by Treaty ; fometimes by allowing the 
immediacy in the fulleft manner ; as the King of 
Denmark acknowledged Hamburg, in the year 1768, 
to be a perfedly free Imperial City, on account of 
the Dutchy of Holflein (^) ; and the Abbot of Nere- 
^eim was acknowledged by the Houfe of Oettingen- 
Walletftein, in 1763, as an immediate Prelate of the 
Empire. On fome occafions. Treaties of this kind 
have produced a certain reftridtiou of freedom, or dif- 
ferent degrees of fubjeclion. Thus the Princes of 
Schwarzburg and the Counts of StoUberg, who al- 
though they are Princes and Counts of the Empire, 
yet the former are in fome refpefts fubjedt to the dif- 
ferent Houfes of Saxony, and the latter to the Houfes of 
Saxony, Brandenburg, and Brunfwick, particularly 
with refpeft to appeals and the fupreme legif- 
lative power. On the other fide, although the 
Prelacy of Ebrach in Franconia acknowledges the

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territorial fupreniacy of the Bifluip of Wurtzburg, CHAP* 
yet it is only in tertain taies, which txt particularly ; . * ^ 
exprefled, , beybnd. which the cxereife of the. ter- 
ritorial fupremacy is not admitted {a). The Princes 
of Hohenlohe. as propriciors of the Seigniory of 
Glcichen^ are fubjeft to the terrirorial fupreniacy of 
the Duke of Gotha; notwithftanding which, they en- 
joy certain privileges, fa'ch as their owh chancery, a 
particular tonfiftory, &c. which the other Vaffais, 
and Provincial States of Gotha, are not allowed* 
The city of Hildeiheim is under the fupremacy of the 
Bifliop of that:Diocefe, and yet it is exempted from 
almoft all his territorial rights. The city of £&a 
likewife became fubjedt to the fupremacy of the Ab« 
befs of the foundation there, by virtue of a Decree 
of the Imperial Chamber in 1670, and yet it is not 
bbliged to do homage, is exempt, from the payment 
of taxes, and has its own criminal jurifdidipn ; 
although when a capital convict is condemned, the 
fentence muft be enforced by the executioner in 
the fervice of the Princefs with a particular fword *, 
^hich is ufually hung up naked in the Setiate-Houfe. 
That city likewife has ilill the right of api)eaitQ the 
fupreme Tribunals of the Empire. In ecclefiaftical 
countries the members of the Chapters, except dur- 
ing a vacancy of the Sec, are mediate; yet they

privileges that the exercife of the territorial power 
of the government can fcarcely be obferved {d)., 

Cottfidering all thefe ctfcumftances, and the great 
tariety produced by them in the different States and 
ferritories of Germany, it is natural to imagine front 
the freedom thejr enjoy, that they have not all at-* 
tived to an equal degree of perfedion. We may in 
this refpeS; obferve fudh a prodigious difference^ 
that perhaps a greater variety of fortunate and 
k(s fortunate States cannot be conceived than 
may be met with ia the Germanic £mpir^< There 
are certainly inftances of States having fubjeds td 
govern, who anfwer the defign of their iituation by 
making the welfare of their countries the grand ob-^ 
yadi of their wiihos and moft zealous labours ; and 
how happy is the lot of thofe countries, whofe rulers 
are fortunate in the choice of their Counfellors ztiA 
Minifters; and when the Sovereign, and tliofe who are 
in o^e under hkn, difcover an equal zeal in the 
due adminiftration of juftice, in the appointment of 
able men to fulfil the duties of the churchy and

J>ublic roads, in paying due attention to the Hate of > ---/-^ 
coinage, and the regulations 6f the police ; in pro^ 
iiioting the means of fubliflerice of the fubjedts; eiv 
couraging and fewarding merit; atid in erery other 
duty which may be confidered as theobjedt of a good 
government. It cannot be fiippbfed but that obftaclei 
which cailnot be eafily removed, flioUld fbmetifnei 
prevent the execution 6f the laudable defigns of the 
beft Sovereigns. The foil of the different countrie's 
may not be equally fertile ; they rhay not- be faVouf- 
cd with the fame advantages by natufi and fituatioh } 
errors may be deeply rooted in the cdnftitution, stnfl 
particularly with refpedt to an ungual divifion of thfe 
taxes J heavy di^bts may have been left by the pre- 
deceflbrs in the g'bvefnmeiit, or have been ocfcafioned 
by a war; or dfc foitie bthet cifcumftances may have 
had their influence, and have been produdtive bf a 
greater or lefs degree of ptof^eritjr. But fame con- 
folation may always be derived from the idea that 
we cannot expefl: to meet with any thing in thil 
world entirely without defedt* 

The condition of thdfe cbutitnes \i much mdr6 
lamentable, where the evil depends fokly oh thc5 
difpofltion of the Sovereigns. When they triiagine 
that the territories over which they govern are 
merely for their ufe, and that as territorial Lord^ 
they have a right to tyrannize over and difpofe of 
their fubjedts, as much as the proprietor of a private 
eftate is entitled to ddt with his property, and witk 

VbuIIL X ' the 
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BOOK the flaves attached to the foil, at plcafure;-— when they 
, " * J only confult the gratification of tkeir perfonal inclina- 
tions and paffions, without confidering whether their 
fubjefts are fufferers or not; — when they are defirous 
of having perfons about them, who contribute only to 
tKeir preafupesj — when they remain wilfully ignorant 
-"^ of their duty to confult the welfare of their country. 
Or at moft only affume the appearance of doing it ;— 
when inftead of this, they devote their time to the 
chafe, indulge a rage for military difcipline, or make 
any other favourite porfuit their principal concern i— 
when the Sovereigns do* not regulate their expences 
according to their revenues, but confider the relation 
lit which they ftand to their territories only as they are 
enabled to extort greater fums of money from their 
fubjeifts: when this is the c^fe, it certainly cannot 
be a matter of furprize that there are fome countries, 
in which the fubjedts are opprefled with an enormous 
weight of taxes, and compeHed to perform ahuoft 
intofcrable fervices ;-— where nothing can be obtained 
either from the Sovereigns or their Mihifters without 
money ; — in Ihort, where everything is venal r-^— thataJ 
even offices and privileges muft be ptirchafed in fuch 
, countries, it feldom happens that proper perfons pro- 
cure them ; — that the appointmeht of proper clergy to 
the churches, the profperity of the fehools, making 
and maintaining good roads, and promoting the meani 
of fubfiftence of the fubjedts are fcarcely thdught of; 
and that the admiiiiftration of juftice, and the regu- 
lations of the ftate of coinage and police are in the 

greateft diforder. 

Thefc 
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Thefe obfervations are applicable even to every CHAP. 
individual member of the Free Imperial Nobility, as , ^' , 
it is in the power of each of them to render the fmall . 
territory of which he is proprietor either happy or 
miferablc. . The members of this body have fo far a 
great advantage over the nobility whofe eftates afe 
lituated in other territories, that they need not be 
under any apprchenfipn when they abufe their rights 
of a fuperior territorial power ; but the happinefs of 
their fubjefts chiefly depends upon their own difpo- 
fitions, and fometlmes even upon the perfons em* 
ployed in office under them; although the general 
conftitution of the Free Nobility, and their divifion 
into Cantons and Circles, may certainly occafionally 
have their influence. 

Laftly, among the Imperial cities there appears 
aifo fuch a variety of inftances of governments, which 
are more or lefs happy than others; that although 
we may meet with one perhaps in a flouriftiing con- 
dition, where the magiftrates and citizens live toge- 
ther in harmony ; in another, nothing is to be ob- 
ferved but poverty and decay, mifunderftandings 
and complaints; — in one, population increafes; irr 
another, a number of houfes remain unoccupied, and 
the ground HeS defolate and wafte ; — in one city 2t 
fpirit of indoftry prevails, and an increafe of trade 
and commerce ; in another, indolence, or elfe the in- 
habitants Kke villagers follow only the bufinefs of 
agriculture, or attend to tha breed of cattle.

Where there are defedts and obftacles remain- 
ing, let us hope that the fame Providence, which 
hath hitherto evidently watched over the country, 
will continue to protedt it : and why ihould we not 
entertain the moft chearfuf profpefts, when fuch fub- 
lime examples of activity, juftice, and philanthropy 
promife to adorn the approaching age, as Jos£fH| 
Georcf^ and Eredeaick William?

In part of the Brunfwick territories there are extenHve heaths, and fome of the lands tare 
marihy; but in other parts they are very rich, and highly cultivated. The foil in general produces 
abundance of corn, fruits, hemp, flax, tobacco, and madder. 1 he falc fprings are numerous, 
and very produdtive. The inhabitants breed a number of excellent horfes, of which there are 
many in the royal ftables at London. There are moft metals and minerals ; and the forefls 
produce large quantities of timber. The manufactures, whic*h are chiefly liuen, oii-flcins, articles 
of cotton, Sec, are exported from Bremen and Haarburg, a town admirably fituareJ for commerce 
on the Elbe. No country can have greater opportunities for trade than this \ which is evident 
from the flouriihing condition of the adjacent cities, Hamburg and Bremen. 

The Univerfity of Gottingen, cal ed Geprgia Augufta, is defervedly celebrated as one of the 
beft in Europe. It was founded by King George II, in the year 1734. The number of ftudents« 
of different nations, is generally about 800 ; and there are upwards <of 60 profelTors, teachers 
of languages, &c. who read half-yearly c>)urfes of lectures on every fcience, and are juftly 
diftinguifhed for their groat learning and liberaljty of fentiment. It has at prefent the, honour of 
educating the three Princes, Erneft Augudus, Auguf^us Frederick, and. Adolphus Frederick, of 
Engiandt The library contains upwards of 130,000 volumes. ' 

The Hartz Forcft, or Syl-va Hercynia, mentioned by Caefar, is very extenfive and romantic. The. 
mountains, except one called the Brocken, which is the higlreft in the northern part of Gcrmany» 
are covered with pines and beach, .apd abouad witl^ icich filvcr, copper, iioa and lead mines.

At Ihlefeldt is a celebrated 
paed^gogium, or public fchool, 
under the infpeftion of Pro- 
feflbr Heyne, of Gottingen, an 
account of which was given 
fouie time fince in England, in 
the late Mr. Maty*s Review.
